LOS AXRELKS. March 30.— Superin- 
tciiiloiit K. •'. Kii:iliall of the Southern 
California Kniit Kxch;ing<; Association 
■was sroii by the Cai.i. correspondent this 
afternoon uiui a«^ki-(i legardin;; the query 
Mm u> .'^e;lat'>^ White asking for iii- 
furniaiioii on tJie question of tlie present 
daty on oranges. 

"Yes," he said, "we have informally 
asked the Senator to ftirnish us some 
figures in the matter- of the duty on 
oranges, 85 it is hecr'niinj an imjwrtant 
topic indeed will, iis nnv. I think that 
Cnnj^ress reduced the tariff from 2o cents 
Jut \'0X U' Hi Lfiits jior Iidx, and it was 
merely f.T the puriiose of verifying the 
ti-urt-s ili.ii we sent the request to Senator 
AVliite for information. 

"As a matter of fact 600,000 boxes of 
oranpes have been imported into this coun- 
try during the past few weeks from foreign 
ports. The situation is very signilicant. 
This year Southern California is not jdaced 
in ojuipetition with Flor: ia. for Fliirida 
has lost her crop by frost. And yet we can- 
ji.'t vrll our seedliniis. Why? Simply be- 
cause tlie duty has been placed so low that 
foreign growers are sending in their fruit 
by the shipload and glutting the market. 
That this condition is due to the tariff re- 
duction there can be no doubt, for in years 
past with even Florida against us we have 
found no difBcutty in disposing of our crop. 

"Of course, we can sell our navels, for 
they are not raised in foreign countries to 
any exieni. but many gr owers have larpe 
seedlinjr orchards and they are suffering 
severely from the depressed market. There 
can be no doubt but that the low tariS is 
destructive of one of <mr best paying in- 
dostries."

As there 
had been no coimterfeit money found upon 
them, and as there had been no warrant 
telegraphed for their arrest, the Marion 
county officials had been unable to retain 
the bunko men.

To-day young Clancy's shoe> were exam- 
ined and on them were found blood and 
hair, showing that he had kicked and 
stamped on his father. 

The coroner's jury decided that young 
Clancy had caused his father's death, but 
made no recommendation.

The Robber Makes a Vicious 
Attempt to Kill the Store- 
keeper. 



AH ACCOUNT-BOOK SAVES HIH. 



It Turns the Poihtof a Knife and the 
Rebber Rune Pursued by 
Bullets. 



COLUSA, March 20.— A small account- 
book tucked away in the inside pocket of 
Merchant H. Jacobson's coat saved his 
life this morning, for it checked the course 
of a knife that was being driven straight at 
his heart by a burglar, whom the merchant 
surprised in the act of entering his store. 

At 1 o'clock this morning H. Jacobson, 
of the firm of E. and H. Jacobson, furniture 
dealers, who sleeps in the store, heard a 
suspicious noise at the rear door. Seizing 
his revolver and donning trousers and 
coat, Jacobson quietly went to the place 
where he heard the noise. 

He saw a man crouching by the door 
with an auger in his hand, and also saw 
that there were a number "f holes about 
the look which the burglar had bored. 

Jacobson is a man of nerve. He quickly 
unlocked the door and shouted "hands up 1" 

The robber rose, and as he did so Jacob- 
son saw the glittering blade of a knife in 
the burglar's hand. Quick as a flash the 
latter lurched forward and with a 'vicious 
thrust sent the knife at a point directly 
over Jacobson's heart. At the same instant 
the merchant tired. The robber staggered, 
wheeled on his heel and escaped in the 
darkness, followed by several more bullets. 

,l;'.C''i >ou then e.vamineil himself to see 
if he had been injured. The knife had cut 
through his coat and ball way through a 
small account book. 

Police OtTieer .Crosson heard the shot and 
was soon at the scene. After hearing the 
story of Jacobson he began a search on the 
premises. 

He found several splashes of blood about 
tiie front of the store and on the walk, 
showing that the shot tired from the mer- 
chant's pistol mus^ have taken effect. The 
bloody trail of the robber was soon lost, as 
the rain had effaced, the stains. 

Merchant Jacobson related the facts of 
his encounter with the robber as follows: 

"I wasawahened by hearing what X snjv 
posed to be the back wire door slam, and 
as the wind was blowing, I came to the 
conclusion that I had neglected to fasten 
it. When I heard something else which 
sounded like some one boring — pulling the 
bit and commencing again — I got up and 
put on my coat, and taUng my pistol, stole 
softly up to the door, and, sure enough, 
some one was busy boring holes above the 
lock. 

• I waited until he commenced to bore 
again when I quietly unlocked the door, 
and pulling it quickly open thrust out my 
pistol and ordered hands up, thinking I 
might be able to capture him. 

"Instead of throwing up his hands he 
made a vicious lunge at me with a knife, 
cutting through my coat and halfway 
through my pocket account book. 

"As he struck at me I lired and he ran. 
I stepped out of the door and fired two 
more shots as he disappeared down the 
alley. 

"Officer Crosson soon put in an appear- 
ance, and we discovered blood near the 
door, so my first shot must have caught 
him in the forearm or hand, as that is 
about all I could see of him. I consider 
myself very lucky, and it is the last time 
I will ever open a door when a thief is 
working on it. The next time I shall fire 
through the door."

Sheriffs' Posses Are Working 
Hard to Corner a 
Murderer. 



Desper.\do Blanck May Die by 
Lynch Law if He Is 
Caught. 



TACOMA, 'Wash., March 20.— A m.in 
answering closely to Murderer Hlanck's 
descrijition stoi>ped at .5 o'clock this morn- 
ing at a firmhouse Ihrec-qtiarlers of a mile 
southwest of .\ubnrn and bcfrged a glass of 
milk. He was seen to cross the railroad 
track and start toward the Stuck Flats, in 
the ditection of Tacoms. Deputies at 
Auburn were notified and the Pierce 
County deputies at Sumner and Ptiyallnp 
and King County's deputies at Kent 
started at once for the flats. The report 
comes this evening that tiiey are endeavor- 
ing to circle the Hats in the hope ot bring- 
ing Blanck to bay. 

People at Puyallup are much excited 
over Blanck' s escape, as Constable Jeffery 
whom he killed at Meeker September 30 
last was very popular there. Should he be 
caught near Puyallup summary justice is 
liable so be dealt out. 

The mystery as to Blanck's identity is 
partially cleareil away by inf iTniation se- 
cured to-day by Chief of Poiiee Smith. A 
year ago on election day a nuiu stole a suit 
of clothes at New Whatcom and was ar- 
rested by Policeman Brown, who caught 
him by the arm. The striiet was crowded 
with people. The prisoner with his left 
hand drew a pistol and shot for the officer's 
heart. It struck the pelvis, shaitcK.ng it. 
After the man ie.l tfic desperado- ahOt 
again. The bullet hit the ortic- r's watch 
charm, glanced and struck his watch, 
tearing the case off. The charm saved his 
life. 

The man escaped, was caught- later at 
Port Townsend and taken back. Two days 
later he broke jail and escaped. This man 

went by the name of Thomas Moore. 
Chief Smith claims to have positive infor- 
mation that Moore and Blanck are identi- 
cal. 



POSSES AT WOUK. 

The Sheriff' t Officers Pursuing a More

SEATTLE, Wash., March 20.— The 
scene of action in the hunt for Thomas 
Blanck was changed to-day from the thick 
woods between the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road and Henton to the thickly wooded 
country between the latter place and Kent. 
This action signities that those who are 
conducting the case believe that Blanck 
got through the lines around Kenton, and 
made his way south instead of doubling 
back north. 

Up to this evenins, however, not one of 
the deputies who returned from the scene 
of action know anything about a hot chase 
after him. A more systematic plan is evi- 
dently being worked.

HEALDSBURG, March 20.— The court- 
room was crowded this morning when the 
hearing of T. L. Neely, his son, William 
Neely, and Frederick .Brott, charged with 
house-stealing, came np. 

No case has excited as much interest in 
Northern Sonoma for many months, for 
the accused are well known. 

When A. H. riyma, the complaining 
w-itness, was put on the stand, he told a 
remarkable story of a peculiar bill of sale, 
and backed up his story by the doetunent 
which had been rc«otded. 

By the terms «f the agiMment Neely 
transferred his livery-stable stock to Clyma 
for $:iXiS. Of this amonnt |10 was to be 
paid down, $500 in six months and the bal- 
ance in one year. 

Clyma dirl not have the ^10. so Neely 
gave him a receipt for it and let it go. 
Clyma was also to have the use of the 
tine building belonging to Mrs. Neely rent 
free for six months, while, to cap the cli- 
max, Neely was to drive a hiu to and 
from all trains for half a year tee of 
charge. 

rndoubtedly it was a cinch measure of 
Neely's to evade payment of a security 
debt, which was settled last w-eek. 

According to the sworn statement of 
Clyma, Neely forcibly took possession of 
his (Clyma's) stable Monday and pro- 
ceeded to do business against his 
wishes. He claimed to have fulfilled 
his part of the agreement, having 
at a later day paid Neely the $10 due him, 
and when the former owner started to use 
his horses and vehicles Clyma had the trio 
arrested.

The Ne-w Turn in Litigation 
■Will Not Interfere "With 
Reorganization. 



SAN BERNARDINO, >fnrch 20.— The 
long continued e.ttensive litigation over 
the Nevada Southern Railroad took a new 
and unexpected' turn to-day, when liens 
amounting to |67,000 were filed here late 
this evening. This sum is due for labor 
and material. 

Other liens of the same character will be 
filed this week and their amount will bring 
the total to about $100,00fi. rhese will 
take precedence over attaehments to the 
amount of nearly |600,000 which w-erc 
levied last winter in favor of 11. J. Wood- 
bury of Denver, the Nevada Bank of San 
Francisco and other creditors of James E. 
Blake, bailt the road. 

It is thought this new litigation will not 
seriotisly interfere with the reorganization 
of the railroad which is now in the hands 
of Mr. Woodbury and other capitalists. 
The other creditors of Blake have agreed 
to aecej.t the bonds of the new company in 
payment of their claims. While the road 
will probably he sold under these l^ens, 
the new management no doubt will ar- 
range an amicable settlement with those 
nctv claimants'. 

The main interest in the railway is cen<* 
tered in present preparations to extend it 
northward into the coal fields of Southern 
Nevada. The linancial arrangements are 
all but completed and even with this new 
litigation it is believed the work of con- 
struction will begin soon.

Used In Influencing

ACTIVITY OF THE PE0SEC.UT0E 



The BlgTKy-Dunn Scandal Is Not 
Likely to Receive Any 
Great Attention. 



SACRAMENTO, March 20.— It Is more 
than evident that the Grand Jury is en- 
gaged in a searching investigation for the 
purpose of determining the part taken by 
the Southern Pacilic Railroad Company in 
interfering in Sacramento County politics 
during the late election. 

The jury's operations have been con- 
ducted with the greatest secrecy, and as a 
blind it has been intimated to representa- 
tives of the press that they were investi- 
gating the charges alleged to have been 
preferred against local grocery firms who 
held contracts with various county institu- 
tions. But the facts as to the direction 
their investigations are tending have be- 
come so evident that even the recognized 
I'lCal orpans of the corporation have be- 
come alarmed and have simultaneously 
raised the cry that the jury's work is an 
"expense to the county." 

Charges have been preferred before the 
Grand Jnty, it is said, against leading 
representatives and acknowledged agents 
of the Southern Pacific corporation, that 
they used money to influence the election 
of some of the county otUcials and the de- 
feat of other aspirants, and it is claimed 
that testimony has been procured which 
will result in several indictments. 

W. P. Harlow is the attorney who is 
conducting the prosecution. It is said 
that he carries a quantity of blank sub- 
penas, and as soon as one witness has 
been examined he fills out a summons for 
another, and by this means prevents the 
conveyance of the knowledge to the person 
wanted that he will be called upon to tes- 
tily. It is also said that he possesses posi- 
tive evidence that money was used; that 
he knows -who used it and the purpose 
for which it was used. 

In an interview with a Cau, reporter 
this morning, Mr. Harlow stated that 
he had absolutely nothing to sqy on the

information as to what subject was being 

investigated by the Grand Jury. 

The summoning of George Lamprey, 
captain of the iiieht watch at the Folsom 
State prison, gives color to the rumor 
that the zealousness alleged to have 
been shown by Warden Aull in the pro- 
motion of the railroad company's in- 
terest in the town of Folsom is also to be 
investii(ated, and tbe charges made that 
he has used the authority of the office he 
holds in influencing political matters in 
that precinct will be thoroughly ventilated. 
Residents of that commimity claim that 
Warden .\ull has always taken a promi- 
nent position in political matters and that 
during the primary elections of the past 
year he was cognizant of the fact that bod- 
ies of guards were excused from their du- 
ties on the guard line and were furnished 
vehicles to cAnvey them to the town proper, 
where they acted as boosters to forward 
the political aims of Warden Atill. 

A certain member of the Grand Jury this 
morning positively stated that if "in 
honor" the members of that body could 
escape from investigating the Bigey-Dunn 
scandal they would most assuredly do so. 
He states that nearly every member of the 
body is sacrificing his personal monetary 
interests by remaining in session, and that 
the cry of needless expense to the county 
that had been raised by the local press was 
entirely without foundation. "'Why," he 
continued, "do you suppose that such men 
as Hon. U. M. La Rue, Railroad Commis- 
sioner, C. A. Luhrs of the tirm of Hall, 
Luhrs tk Co., Kred Kno.\ and others would 
be intluenced by the small sum per diem 
allowed each memtier? Why, it would 
scarcely pay for a decent lunch. No, sir. 
We are fully as anxious to adjourn and 
return to the fortheiaaoe of oar biuiness 
interests as the papers daim the people are 
to have us."

ment for the land. Rudloff has tiled the 
deeds, but has neglec ted to pay the bal- 
ance, and now Powers is an.xiously looking 
for tbe purchaser and the rest of the 
money. 

Budloff had been working for Powers for 

two years past. Recently he expressed a 
desire to bay Powers' farm. After much 
dickering, the deal was made last Monday, 
and Ruilloff look possession of the place, 
placing his wife in charge. 

Powers and Rudloff came here Tuesday 
to cash a sight draft which the latter had 
on a San Francisco bank, the money for 
which he mm to tnm over to Powers in 
Santa Kosa, where he said a grooeiy firm 
that knew him would cash it. But he 
failed to carry out this part of the pro- 
gramme. Instead, he gave Powers the 
slip, and Powers has failed to tind him. 
To-day Powers went to 'he Recorder's 
ofUce and found that the deed had been 
recorded . 

Where Rudloff and his draft are now is 
the qnestion which Powers woidd like to 
have satisfactorily explained. Part of the 



farm sold is in Sonoma County and part of 
it is in Napa County. On inquiring Pow- 
ers has ascertained that a deed for that 
part of the land in Napa County has been 
left at the Recorder's olliee for record, but 
Rudloff is not in Napa. The ilraft was for 
$100. It is quite possible that Rudloff will 
return and turn over the draft. 

Meanwhile RudlotTs wife is in possession 
of the ranch, and as some money has 
passed it is a question whether or not the 
title has passed to Rudloff. Powers is 
watching the county records to see if Rmi- 
loff files a new deed of the land to his wife 
or a third party.

Death of General Adam BadeaUf a IHs- 
tingnished Veteran. 

RIDGEWOOD, N. J.,lMarch 20.— General 
Adam Badeau is dead, aged sixty-four. 

Adam Badeau was born in New York 
City December 29, 1831. His education was 
received through private instruction and at 
a boarding school in Tarrytown, N. Y. He 
volunteered in the military service of the 
United States in 1862, and was appointed 
aid on the staff of Brigadier-General 
Thomas "W. Sherman. Ia that capacity he 
was severely wounded, almost at the same 
time with Ustsommanding officer, in lead- 
ing an assault on the ConfMerate works at 
Port Hudson. 

In March, ISW, he was appointed mili- 
tary secretary to General Grant with the 
rank, first of lieutenant-t'olonel and after- 
ward of colonel. On this duty he accom- 
panied the General in the Wilderness and 
Appomattox campaigns, and remained on 
bis staff until March, 1869, when he was 
retired from the army with the full rank of 
captain and the brevet rank of brigadier- 
general U. S. A. He also received a simi- 
lar brevet in the volunteer service. 

From May to December, 1SI)9, ho was 
secretary of the legation at London. 
During 187il he w is A iit tr) ^tadrid as a 
bearer of Government dispatches, and in 
May returned to Londcm all M^lona ul- 
General, retaining that officftin 
her, 188L In J8T? and 1878 he 
leave of absen^ bjE the State De^rtaien't 
to accompany General Grant on his tour 
around the world. He was Consul- 
General at Havana from May, 1882, urftil 
Ajiril, and then resigned because he 
was not permitted by the State Department 
to substantiate charges of corruption of 
which he accused its administration. He 
had been appointed United States Minister 
to Brussels in 1875 and to Copenhagen in 
1881, but declined both appointments. He 
has published "The Vagabond," a collec- 
tion of essays (New York, IS-W); "Military 
History of Ulysses S. Grant" (three 
volumes, 1867-81); "Conspiracy: A Cuban 
Romance" (1885); "Aristocracy in Eng- 
land" (1886), and "Grant in Peace" (1886).

LOST THE nSE. 



CleTer Hnsktmta Take AdTSat^KaofAii- 
glera mud Bob the Hooks. 

A small party of fishermen from Parks- 
ville and Livingston Manor drove up to 
Lily Lake on Mount Pleasant last Wednes- 
day morning. They cut holes in the ice 
and set a ; ouple of dozen tip-up tackles 
for pickerel. The tish took hold in their 
usual licrce, hungry style and for an hour 
or more the b<^ yanked fish to their 
hearts' content. Then the sx>ort had a 
sudden cessaaion. 

While the other anglers had been tend- 
ing the lines George Kdwards and Hen 
Pentield went ashore and kindled a big fire 
of dead chestnut limbs, so that the others 
could come and warm up i:ow and then. 
The spot where the fire was started was a 
little patch of reedy meadow, some two 
rods across and handy to the woods. In 
the dry cattails and rushes were soma 
heaps of what looked to l)e brown leaves 
and grass. Before the tire builders knew 
it the wbo'e patch of reeds were in a blaze 
and the fishermen let it bum, because it 
made the walking to the fire easier. 
Just after the flames bail taken pos- 
session of the bit of meadow and 
whib t; I' !i-lirr- were all bunched to- 
gelbi-r I yarns, the whole lot of 

tip-ups bobbed down at once, and twentv 
red fla>rs waved frantically in the air. The 
hi^ys jumped for the lines and found 
harder pulling than they had hitherto 
struck. After a hard ti^bt in each case 
they dragged their game to the surface, 
•juf to their amazement, found a big brown 
mnskrat fast on the hook. The victims 
snarled end snapped their teeth but were 
speedily dispatched by a whack from a 
stick. A niuskrat was on every line, and 
not one got away. Mose Tucker let the 
lines back in a hurry, rebaited, in hope* to 
catch other rats, and sure enough, on 
about half of them he succeeded. Then the 
run of queer fish abated and no more were 
caught. The |)ickerel would not bite in 
that spot, hut tish holes were chopped in 
the ice off the mouth of Outlet Creek and 
soon the tip-ups were busv again. 

The dty's catch of pfckcrel altogether 
for the whole four men was 143, and eleven 
of these weighed over 4 pounds, one tip- 
ping the steelyards at 6 pounds 3 ounces. 
But the thing thatraiseci the hair on the 
Tillage folks heads when the prizes were 
iexhibited and weighed in the store in the 
evening were the thirty-four bi^ plump 
moskrats. For a time uo one belieTed the 
stoiTtOld by the fishermen, but as no one 
conid find a bullet wound or a scar on the 
rate the miracle gained credence, and, 
fartlMnBW«, old J«>hii Endeia TOnotaed for 
the fact that the little meadow iMttcfa at the 



north end of the lake was alive with musk- 
rats. 

"Whv," said he, "I've heard tell of 
muskrats takinglfishhooksmany atime and 
the way it happened this time is i^ain 
eiiough to see. There were about fourteen 
mnskrat winter nests in that meadow 
patcli and when the fire spread over it the 
licat drove them all out. They took to 
the water and started to swim for the out- 
let when they came across these hooks 
baited with nice fresh tish— something 
they like very mu. b anil don't often gel in 
winter. You may call it queer, but that's 
li. it must have happened. I'm plagued 
sorry it happened, though, for wc 11 have 
durned poor muskrat shooting up at the 
lake next fall 1"— Syracuse Standara. 

POLICE BLACKMAIL. 

Its Coriierstoiie ill New York tVatt I.aitl In 
Veter Stuj-yesuilt *»* Hay. 

In Stuyvesant's time nur.n' abuses of 
power and asr-essment were grafted upon 
the eternal customs of the town. Shortly 
after bis arrival he observed that "one full 
founh part of the city of New Amsterdam 
had become bawdy houses for the sale of 
ardent spirits, of tobacco and beer"; on 
some of the business street.-* this projior- 
tiou still holds good. Ho inaugurated 
Sunday closing, wiib the result, perpetu- 
ated to our time, of sidenloor oi>e:iing. 
Fines were established for this, that, and 
the other infraction of regi^lations which 
afforded the constables a legal basis for 
making reprisals. In 1658 eight men were 
constituted the rattle-watch, and were au- 
thorized to take "lock up money" and fees, 
which sums were to be brought into the 
house of the captain of the watch and held 
for the benefit af the members, a "liivvy,'' 
as it is now callea, occuring four limes a 
year. 

Thns extortion was put, as it were, upon 
a basis of police disereticm and right : out 
there was a rule against setting up a .soiial 
club on the proceeds. So the habit of ))olice 
collections, contracted as a pleasurable 
duty, has been handed down as a vast and 
.secret "perijuisite" of the guardians of the 

f>uhlic peace : and it must not W over- 
ooked that fnun those days to these the 
pi'lice ftf the rit.v have l»een in the per- 
sonnel a coiitiniiiug body. It wasas neces- 
sary then as now to admonish the police 
not to use violence upon peaceful burghers. 
"Burgher right," after the Dutch custom, 
was granted by Stuvvesant to please the 
citizens, and prevailed as a trading and 
electoral qualification of "freemen" into 
onr own century. Stuyvesant fi.\ed the tee 
of "great btirghers," from whom municipal 
olhcers were chosen, at .'^0 Horins ; and of 
"small burghers" qualified to pursue a 
trade or to keep shop, at 26 florins. Partly 
from this acorn has grown the TammanV 
oak of assessments and reprisals oh 
mercants. 

Followers of steady callings in the early 

days were the spoil of the autocratic 
authorities, just as they have be. n to-day 
of i-qually irrespon.sible blac l.iuailiTs, 
Some of the earliest settlers were free- 
booters from the Spanish main. Smug- 
gling was as common as Indian cheating 
and Stuyvesant and othern (iovernors. 
Knglish as well as Dutch, were openlv 
charged w ith sharing in the profits of il- 
licit trade, Subseqnent to the Dutch Gov- 
ernors piracy found in Manhattan its I'hief 
emiKuium. Even reputable merchants de- 
vised moral and legal quibbles for engag- 
ing in sea-poaching usually imder the 
oi so-called privateering. The great Wil- 
liam Kidd ifas pecuOariy a Manhattan 
product. 

Governor Fletcher in 1686 admitted that 

he had exchanged "presents" with the no- 
torious pirate Thomas Tew. but explained 
thai his rbief desire in seeking his "amus- 
iiiL' Conversation" was "to reclaim hira 
from a vile habit of swearing" — which 
parallels the Tammany theory that a 
proper way to reclaim malefactors is to ap- 
point them to public ofHce. In 1698 the 
Earl cf r>ellomont, who had sticceeded 
Fletcher as (Governor, complained to the 
English Lords of Trade that he bad en- 
deavored to place four merchantmen, about 
to clear for Mailagascar, under bonds not 
to supply pirates at that notorious trj-st- 
ing-place with supjili<'s and bring their 
booty to Manhattan; "but the Cnuiicil, 
some of them being ci.incerned in these 
ships," he writes, ■•u.iaiiimonsl.v oppo.-ed 
this method, as not prescribed by law and 
because it was never practiced heVe before, 
so I was forced to discharge said bhips."— 
Century Magazine.

uable. But why should the Goverumi nt 
create and maintain half a dozen libraries 
in the national capital? And why not con- 
centrate its efforts upon the real national 
library? There is a library in the Navv De- 
partment of over40,0(XJ volumes. Congress 
makes appropriations for it every year. It is 
the second lilirary in importance of its kind 
m the world, being only excelled bv the 
United Service Librar\-", London. This 
tiovemment side issue, however, contains 
the best collection of works on Arctic ex- 
ploration of any library in the world, 
fh.-re are complets chronicles from the 
earliest times down to date. These con- 
t.iin a full and detailed history of the Brit- 
ish navy. The other features are quite as 
complete. Congress grants an annual ap- 
propriation to add to ilo se volumes and a 
large sum is required for the maintenance 
of the whole. There are no works of iiction 
in it. But there is a Treasury library of 
considerable size containing works of'fic- 
tion, and which in other respects is ex- 
actly the same as any other library of gen- 
eral reading. And there is a Patent Othcc 
library ;md a War Department library, etc. 
They might all be merged in the one great 
national book ooocenk — Pittsburg Dis- 
patch.

The Union Pacific Receiver 
Will Retain Charge of 
the Short Line. 



JUDGES REVIEW THE CASE. 



The Application of Plaintiffs Should 
Have Been Made to Wy- 
omlnc's Court. 



PORTLAND, Or., March 20.— .Tudges Gil- 
bert and Bellinger to-day in the t'nited 
States Circuit Court rendered a decision 
denying the motiiyi of the .Vmerican Loan 
and Trust Company for the removal of the 
ruiiui Pacific receivers from the receiver- 
ship of the Oregon Short Line and Utah 
Northern and the appointment of others, 
with leave to the American Loan and 
Trust Company to renew the motion after 
the matters involved shall have been sub- 
mitted to the Circuit Court for the District 
of Wyoming. After reviewing the case 
Judge Gilbert said : 

The disposition of these applications must 
depend upon tlie effect to be given to the fact 
that the Oregon Short Line and Utah Northern 
Katlwaj Company was first taken into the re- 
ceivership tiy the Pircuit Court of the United 
stttte.s for the nisirici of Wyoming upon the 
foreclosure of the Dillon mortgage. Tlie court 
bad unquestionably jDrisdletlon of the subject- 
matter and of the parties. It was the proper 
court for the institution of the suit. The cor- 
portttioii deieudaiil was organized under ihe 
laws oi Wyoming, where had been Its principal 
place of business. The fact that but a small 
percentage of Its railway lines Is within that 
Stnte is unimportant. The right of the ihk; , 
w hoso jurisdiction is first Invoked over a cor- 
poraiiou w hose property lies in various dis- 
tricts is not to be measured by the proportion- 
ate extent of the property intereit In that jur- 
isdiction. There is no rule that the court 
within wliosA limits the greater portion of the 
property is shall be the conrt of primary juris- 
diction. It Is snAelent that the eorporatlon 
had Its home in 'Wyoming and had a portion of 
ils property there. 

The legiil auliioriiy o: a receiver cttende no 
further tiiaii Ihc territorial limits of the juris- 
diction oi tho c nnrt whose officer he is. Within 
that limit his ri.;ht of possession will be re- 
Bpected by all other courts; without thst limit 
no court is tjound t.> rerognir.e his authority. 
But by a principle oi comity, courts whose 
jurisdiction is exterior to that of the court 
which appointed the receiver wlU concede 
to the Utter the right to reduce to his posses- 
sion and ronlrnl the property of his trust which 
msy there be fnund. This comity will not be 
extend»d to the detriment of local creditors of 
tlie person or corporation whose property Is in 
receivership. By another rule of comity, 
eqnally well established and universally recog- 
nised by the Circuit Court* of the Tnitea 
States, the action of the Circuit Court which 
first acquires jurisdiction of the parties of the 
subject-matter of a suit by the appointment of 
a receiver will be r^pected by ihe rirouit 
Courts of the other districts In whli b the prop- 
erty of the Insolvent is situated. 

It Is urged that ii the ijregou Short Line and 
Ctah Northern were operated under a manage- 
ment wholly independent of the Union Pacific 
system. It wonld be free to enter into traffie 
eoiKracts with other and competing made, and 
that thereby its earnings might be greater thuu 
under the present management ; and it Is In- 
sisted that the lienbolders of the road have the 
(jffht to demand that the property over which 
their Hens extend be segregnted from the 
•■yslnin, finne the tra.lic agreement Im- bei-n 
broken, and that it be free to be operated in 
such a manner that advantage may be taken of 
Its situation and snrronndliigs to earn the 
greatest possible income for those who sre in- 
tore.sted thereiu, and thi,-i regaroless of the ef- 
fect that may thereby be produced upon the 
remainder of the system. 

If the Oregon Short Line and Utah Xortliern 
Railway were susceptible <.f disnT-uibcriin-iit 
w ithout injury to either portion , it t>imi jior 
tion of its line within the Slate of Wyoming 
were a separate branch, capable of a separate 
management, or if the actloa of this court 
were necessary to the preservation of the rights 
of the lienholdersby w hom the sppliotloiis are 
made, it might be urged that a case Is pre- 
senti-d which would judtify the court, Intheex- 
en Ise of its iliscrHiion, to disregard the settled 
rule of comity. But no such exceptional state 
of facta exists. There is nothing presented in 
the record in these cases which makes the gen- 
eral rule inapplicable. The rea.sous which are 
urged for ih.' rciuoval of the receivers already 
appointed and the appointment of others In 
their stead have not been presented to the con- 
sideration! ot the Circuit Court for the diitriot 
of Wyoming. That couri ha« hod no oppor- 
tuiiiiytu pass upon theia. Those reasons are 
as potent and convincing in that court as in 
this, and tt mnst be assnmed that all conns 
equally win mete out to the suitor the iustice 
and the relief to whi< li bi- .-nt- ;,-,!. 

rnlen Paci/iV ogirlalK I'li-n.nd. 
0>I.\HA, Nebr., March 20. At the 
headquarters of the Union Pacific the de- 
cision was leceiv^ with mnob favor. An 
offlcial said : 

This applirntion for separate receivers by the 
junior mortgage-holders should have been pre- 
sented to the court ol primary jurisdiction, 
which happens to be the Eighth circuit o.' the 
District of Wyoming, that being the court in 
which the reepivers were firM appointed for 
the property uncler Ihe foreclosure bills. No one 
can loietell the future conduct of the case. The 
trustcompany has the right to renew the peti- 
tion for separate receivers In the Wyoming 
District, boforo Judge Sanborn, if It sees fit. 
But the fa< t that the receivers have not been 
attackea and the original appointment Is In a 
sense indorsed, Is taken to mean a good square 
winning in the first round of the contest to pre- 
serve the Union Pacific system from further 
disintfgratlon. 

Everybody about the Viiion Pacific head- 
quarters is happy. They have felt that 
they had the right of the case and were 
glad to see it so soon vindicated. 

The Oregon Short Line and Utah North- 
em is the largest part ot the Union Pa- 
cific in the West, being the road from 
Ogdcn, Utah, to Uutte, Mont., and from 
Granger, Wyo,, to Huntington, Or. 



ETTBOPEA H PAWH BS0KEB8. 

Their Kates of Interest and tho Care 
With Which They Keep Articles. 

In Austria-Hungary Ma largest amount 
of pawnbroking is carried on by private 
jiawnbrokers under the anthority of the 
state. The interest chanted at the im- 
perial pawn oSice in Vienna is at a uni- 
form rate of 10 per cent. In the last year 
for which statistics are forthcoming the 
Vienna pawn office received 868.016 articles 
in pawn, for whlc^ it advanced £420,000. 

The average value of the jewelry and 
other valuables pawned amounted to 258. 
while that of the clothing and similar 
household effects was only 4s (id. It is 
stated that, on account of the space re- 
quired for storage, the institution would 
not be able to keep itself going without the 
•jd of the jewels and otber valuable pledges, 
which take up so little space in the ware- 
houses. In Helgium the rate generally 
charged by the' various Monts-de-Piet"e 
ranges from 4 to 16 per cent, but in Brus- 



sels it has been 6 per cent since 1891. In 
Germany pawnbroking is conducted either 
by the state, the parish or private persons 
under state supervision. The rate at the 
Government pawnbroking crffices in Beriin 
is 12 per cent. 

Mr. Percy Wyndham, one of the Secre- 
taries of "our Embassv in Berlin, in- 
cludes in his rejKirt some interesting de- 
falls Of the organization of the German 
state pawnbroking establishments. Val- 
uers are emploved in the permanent ser- 
vice of the olhce, anuuig whom is a 
person with a technical knowledge of 
gold and precious stones. They have to 
deposit a certain cantion money in case 
the office should suffer loss through cul- 
pable cases of overvaluing. .Ml the officials 
are pledged to secrecy as regards tlo' husi- 
iicss they conduct. The articles are most 
carefully stored. Each piece of jewelry is 
stored in a separate Ik'X ; watches, of which 
there are many thous.mds in the office at 
a time, are kept in draws, each containing 
a hundred, and fur coats, which' are 
pledged in considerable numbers, are 
stored in a cool place where they should 
not suffer from m . ;i. . From the statistics 
it appears that the State office Is used 
rather by the middle classes than by the 
very poorest, of the (irsl 'WW business 
transactions of the month of October, 1893, 
artisans and tradesmen head the list with 
a total of 1648.— London News. 

LOOOMOTn iB Ami) rJSIBEBBB. 

Fast and Slotr Rods and Fecullarities of 
Various Kngines. 

It takes about an hour to get steam 
emnigh on an ordinary lotomotiye engine 
to start it. from cold wab r. It is a familiar 
fact that the water in the boilers of steam 
fire engines in cities is kept hot while the 
engine is standing in the house by a pipe 
connection with a boiler underneath; wlien- 
the engine starts its own fire is lighted. 
Locomotive engines' that are running 
regularly stand in the roundhouse in the 
iiitervuls between runs with their fires 
bunked. 

The fires are kept cleaneil, but they may 
not be hauled for weeks. The practice 
varies somewhat in this respect. On some 
roads fires are hauled once a week; on 
other roads they are kept up in engines for 
three or four wei ks or more continuously. 

A locomotive engineer on one of the fast- 
est runs out of .New Yiu'k says that be has 
never seen an engine that would run as 
fast as he would like to ride. No appre- 
hension apparently is felt by the engineer 
of a fast engine. 

Calmness is one of his most noticeable 
traits, and if he worrii's at all it is because 
he has got a hot box, or something has 
happened so that he may not be able to 
make the time, and not because he is going 
through the air at fifty, sixty, seventy 
miles an hour. But it should be under- 
stood that none but a man of perfect nerve 
is likely to reach the footboard of a fast 
engine. 

There is not a vast difference between 
running at night and at clay. Signal lights 
at night are plainer aim can be seen at a 
much greater distance than day signals. 
The engineer must of course keep con- 
stantly in mind where be is, but he comes 
to know the country just as a pilot knows 
his landmarks in the dark; and he has 
this tidvantage of the pilot, that he can't 
very well get out of the channel. .Most 
engineers prefer day runs, because it seems 
mote natural to work in the daytime, and 
it is pleasauter. 

Almost all locomotive engineers prefer a 
fast run to a slow one. The fast trains ari' 
the blue ribbons of the road. Aside from 
the honor of running a fast train there is 
a very substantial advantage in the hours. 
If aii enginecr simply Stepped into his cab 
in the station and stepped out again on bis 
return almost any run might do well 
enough, but he does not do that; he goes 
to the roundhouse before train time and 
looks over the engine, ami sees that it is 
in condition and properly supplied for the 
run and in every way ready, and he runs 
the engine to the-station. 

All this takes time. On his return he 
runs the eujrine back to the roundhouse ; 
this takes time, tio, though not so much 
as f hH time spent oeforc the run ; but alto- 

f;ethcr these periods add materially to the 
eiigth of the engineer's bours. Taking 
these duties into account, the great ad- 
vantage- of a fust run are man%st — the 
sliort'-r the time spent on the 'load the 
shorter the total time. 

There is a common impression that no 
two locomotive engines work just alike, 
even though ma<le from the same put- 
ti-rns. A loi:omotiye engineer of long ex- 
perience say.- that the impression is cor- 
rect. He says, by way of illustration, that 
two high-grade watches of the same pat- 
tern, and supposed to be just alike, may 
not work the same way. 

One may not vary half a minute in six 
mouths ami so be, practically, a perfect 
Imekee per, V, bile the other niay vary a 
minute in a month. It is so with engines; 
they do not work just alike. One may 
steam and run better than the other. The 
slightest variation in finish or atiju.atment 
might hi- buftic-ieiu to cause ibis. 

When the new engine has been run a 
vear or so it goes to the shop to be over- 
hauled. With it goes a report of the en- 
gineer, who has run it on the engine's 
characteristics and performance. If the 
engine has developed any defects they can 
usually be remedied at this overliaiiling, 
and it may be that the engine conu o otit 
on the roail a^ain as smart as any of them. 
— New Yttrk Sun.

I be extt^riors bear what ap- 
pear to b.' likenesses of the pyramids of 
Kgypt, as wi'll ,1- Kgyptian and Pbo'niciaii 
letters and rli.uacters. There is a si.\tli 
casket, different from all the others. One 
side represents the pyramids of Egypt and 
the other side two male figures, one a 
mound builder, with a spear aloft in a 
threatening attitude, and the other an 
American Indian with tomabawk poisnl. 

There are two tablets. One, said to rep- 
resent the ten commandments, being num- 
bered from one to ten, and the other a rep- 
rescntatijii of the flood, from the ^ya^ning 
to the resting of the ark and the coming 
forlh ol the inmates. From f.iie casket 
v,'ere taken three brass cf)ins, four stone 
coins and nine pieces of stone type. From 
another a nugget of solid gold weighing 
abont two ounces, stone amulets, and 
pipes, lamps and vases, said to he of the 
time of the I'haraohs, were taken. There 
is a perfect square adorned with Ma.sonic 
emblems, alleged to have been taken from 
a mound, upon which remained a stump 
over four feet in diameter, the rings show- 
ing the tree to have been over WO years

r OLOGNE. March 20.— A terrible explo- 
sion of dynamite took place in Salmouth, 
ill the Di.strict of Dusscldorf. 

Tlie cargo of the ship F.Iizaheth, consist- 
ing of JJ.OJb kilos of dynamite, was being 
unloaded when the explosion occurred, 
killing a number of people and doing a 
terrible amount of damage. 

The exact number of persons killed is 
not yet known 

Another vessel, which was alohgside the 
Elizabeth, caught fire and was burned. 

The force of the explosion was felt for 
miles, and was at first believed to have 
been the result of an earthquake. Several 
houses collapsed at Keoken and other vil- 
lages, and windows were sbstteied within 
a wide area. 

.\t Cleaves, five miles from the scene of 
tile explosion, doors were blown .olt and 
window-frames were smashed. 

The bodies of five victims ol the explo- 
sion have already been recovered, and six 
persons believed to have been killed are 
missing. 

The force of the explosiitn was so great 
that three vessels at Lobitli, the last Dutch 
village on the Rhine, were sunk. 

Two hundred and twenty tons of the ex- 
plosive were taken in six boats from Lobith 
to Salmouth last January, en route to Ant- 
werp, whence it was to have been shipped 
to Australia. Owing to the ice blockade in 
the river the dynamite was landed at Sal- 
mouth, where it was stored, awaiting the 
opening of navigation. 

In the meantime the Elizabeth had been 
chartered to take the dynamite forward - 
and the cargo was being stored yesterdav ' 
w hen part of it exploded. The cause of 
the explosion is unknown.

UNCLAIMED MONEY. 

There Is a Vast .Viiiount of Unowned 
Wealth. 

There is a vast amount of buried wealth 
in the world besides that which the ocean 
covers and the virgin ore awaiting the 
miner's call, but few people know the 
locale of these hidden moneys. In the 
following jottings we have endeavored to 
indicate the chief sources from which un- 
claimed moneys arise and how they are 
dealt with : 

Funds iu Chancery (Kngland)— The exact 
amount of the unclaimed funds beioiigiiig 
to suitors or their represeiitatives, uiidealt 
with for fifteen years or upward, is £2,3i>7,- 
823. Prior to 1869 such money was invested 
in Government securities, but in 1870 the 
funds were used toward the reduction of 
the national debt, the consolidation fund 
being thenceforward liabli' in ri'si>eci of all 
successful claims to sudi funds. On the 
28th of Febnuiry, Isu.'S.ohe Pital funds in 
the Supreme Court of Judicature were 
£65,481,8fi6, but the proportion unclaimed 
is not stated, it is a remarkable fact Chat 
part of the surplus interest of these funds- 
representing over £1,000,000— was applied 
toward the erei tiou of Koyal Courts of .Ius- 
tice. Moreover, in Iss] Mr. (iladstone's 
Government borrowed no less than iilO.tlOU,- 
(XIO of the suitors' funds for national debt 
purooses. 

Funds in Chancery (Ireland)-^It is pro- 
posed loWiild a new law library in DniAin, 
at a cost of some £l,'),0<>t, out of the un- 
claimed suitors' funds. Many years ago a 
similar appropriation of nearly £25,li<X) was 
made toward huilding the Courts of Law in 
Dublin. The coiisoliiiated fund is liable to 
make good this defic' : . 

Unclaimed Dividends on Government 
Stocks — All dividends and stock unclaimed 
for ten years are transferred to the Na- 
tional Debt Commissioners till claimants 
appear. In 1866 no less than £3,000,000 of 
the unclaimed stock Was canceled, and the 
consoliilated fund made liable in respert .d 
successful claims to such money. luUSIKi 
the balance of stock remaining unclaimed 
was £953,132, and the uncle.imed dividemls 
amounted to £l,387,i«>li. It maybe men- 
tioned that the excheiiuer some years siiii e 
realized a windfall of £1.)0,'JU, representiin; 
fractions id' j>ence saved in the payment of 
dividend;. This is one more proof of the 
old saying, "Many a mickle makes a 
muckle." 

Estates Reverting to the Crown— In 18f»4 
the statute of limitations was applied to 
the recovery of estates (alliiiu- to the erown 
by reason of i>ersoiis dying Inti state with- 
out known heirs. Funds which liatl been 
accumiilaling I'orcenturies wereihus swept 
into the coffers of the State. The total 
amount received by the ■■('ri>wn s Xomi- 
nee" from l>7b— the date of the passing of 
the interstate estates act to 1S.Q:}, reached 
£1,70S,!«:^. A large portion, however, was 
claimed by the riglitful heirs, and, after 
payment of the crown's share, for her 
Alajestv's use, the balance in hand in 1893 
wa> VM),U-. 

Hankru|it Estates- -The new baukruptcy 
Otlices have been erected out of part of the 
unclaimed funds in bankruptcy. The total 
liability of the exchequer iu respect of un- 
claimed moneys arising from bankruptcv 
in England and Ireland is £1,136,0(35. 

Scottish F.states— The Registrar's office . 
Edinburgh, was built out of fluids aris- 
ing from "forfeiteil estates.'' 

Sohlier's Money— No less than £114,170, 
representing the amount of the effects of 
deceased soldiers, has accumulated during 
the past twenty years. This amount lias 
been handi-d oyer to the I'atiiotie i'uii.l 
Commissioners for distribution, owing to 
the rightful heirs failing to claim. 

.^rniy and Navy Prize Money— Upward 
of £4(XI,000 of the unclaimed army prize 
money has been used for keeping im Chel- 
sea Hospital and grounds, etc. The bal- 
ance due the soldiers or their reprcenta- 
tive in 18!»3 was £Ul.',08i). Curiously 
enough, only £14 was paid to claimants 
during tbe year, while the expenses of the 
prize department were about £400. Un- 
claimed naval prize money is transferred 
to the consolidated fund. Considerably 
over £250,000 is due to sailors or their 
kindred. 

The foregoing extracts show parts of the 
large amount ol money lying unclaimed in 
the United Kingaom. It is officially stated 
that liabilities of the consolidated fund are 
considered to lie remote, and the state not 
likely to be called unon to any material ex- 
tent to discharge. iJut, on the other hand, 
the Chancellor of the Excheqiier, in his 
budget speech of 1891, stated tnat in that 
year "he had lieeii called upon quite unex- 
pectedly to fwovide i Uni,i«io in respect of 
unclaimed funds in chancery, ii was 
supposed that a large sum owing to suitors 
would never be claimed, and it was writ- 
ten off. 

"Experience has proved that an increased 
spirit of research, assisted by those means 
of increa.sed ptibiicily which the day de- 
mands and receives, had enabled many 
suitors who it was believed wonld never 
claim to make their claim." 

Discussions in Parliament, the press and 
elsewhere shi'W the urgent need of greater 
publicity as ic. al i|'.nelaimed funds. Lists 
of some unclaimed moneys are still only 
published in the i,omlon lUizette. while 
many others are not published at all. 
Until these lists are published in newspa- 
pers likely to be seen hy the persons inter- 
ested the amount of money must go on 
increasing.— Chambers' .lotirual.

Horses Fed on Potatoes. 

In the first issue of the Planted we gave 
the experience of W. G. Hinsbn of James 
Island in reference to feeding horses and 
mules on potatoes. We have since found 
two farmers, J. C. I.aniplejr of Darlington 
County, and W. D. Harriss of Florence 
County, who are utilizing their potatoes in 
the same way. These gentlemen are not 
doing it from necessity, but as a matter of 
farm economy, and are well jileased with 
the evperiuient. -Vccording to the estimate 
of Colonel r. \V. Wtiodward of Fairfield it 
takes three bushels of potatoes to equal in 
nutriment one bushel of corn, but even if 
it took four the cost of feeding on the 
potatoes wouM be far less. It is well known 
that a dry summer is very favorable to 
potatoes and just the opposite for corn, and 
this fact ought to be sufficient to induce 
every farmer to plant them more largely — 
The Carolina Planter.

WASHINGTON, March 20.— An intimaf e 
friend of Minister Thurston, now in Wash- 
ington, says that Thurston has no official 
information as to the request for his re- 
call, while at the patne time he has no 
doubt lliat sucli a su(ri;ostion will be raaiie 
to the Hawaiian Government. It is likely, 
however, that Thurston will continue to 
look after Hawaiian interests in an un- 
official manner. Thurston's friends say, 
as a matter of fact, that he never has been 
treated at the State Department as other 
Ministers have been treated. It is inti- 
mated that Frank Hatch may be selected 
to succeed Thurston. 

It was learned late this afternoon that 
thf Hawaiian Minister is accused, in addi- 
tion to the giving out of facts, of havinp 
instigated newspaper articles in New York 
papers attacking the admiui^tratiun. 

This brings Thurston's case on all fours 
With the celebrated Catacaszy case, which 
' caused so much comment during the ad- 
ministration of President Grant. Catacaszy 
was tlic Russian Minister here, and it had 
1-p. I. it ariy shown by the testimony of the 
iicw-pai-cr men concerned that he fur- 
nished the substance for articles published 
in the New York AVorld attackin- the 
foreign policy of the adniini*irat:on, arul 
criticicizing bitterly the attitude of the 
United States toward Russia, then in- 
volved in a serious dispute with Great 
BriUin. The Minister specifically denied 
responsibility for the publication, although 
it was undoubtedly brought home to him, 
and shown that he had revised the manu- 
script before it was printed. There were 
other ;;r;<". j:ic-os auaiust llic Minister grow- 
ing out of allegations of immorality and 
improper conduct towarl the Perkins 
claim, then pending, although those mat- 
ters were not made the ground of official 
complaint. On June 16 Secretary Fiah, by 
the direction of Prenident Grant, directed 
our Minister to Russia to inform the Rus- 
sian Government that the conduct of Mr. 
Catacaszy both olliciaily anil [.ersonaliv 
had been for some time past such a< to im- 
pair his usefulness to hi" iTi'.incnt and 
render intercourse either for business or 
social purposes disagreeable. Under these 
circumstances the interests of both coun- 
tries would be promoted and relations 
placed on a surer footing if the Russian 
ie?ation here was to be changed. 

Tiie latest mail from Honolulu has ar- 
rived. Minister Thurston declined to 
state whether it contained anythias bear- 
ing on the request of Secretary (".rrsham 
for Mr. Thurston's recall. The Minister 
maintains the absolute silence on the sub- 
ject that he has since the report first 
appeared. The legation office is open to 
callers, however, and the usual business 
proceetis briskly between Minister Thurs- 
ton and Mr. Ha-^tings. secretary of the 
legation. The niomenl the recall is men- 
tioned Mr. Thurston and his assistant lapse 
into silence. 

It is believed from the fact that the com- 
inonieation relating to Jfinister Thurston 
was sent out February 21 that there has 
been ample time for a response from the 
Hawaiian Government in the mail jnsl 
received. Herretary Gresham's note 
reached San Kr;.! i isco in time to catch a 
boat that woni'i a:rive at Honnltdu about 
the la^t of 1'. l.n-.ary. Since tlien several 
fhii.s have left Honolulu, the last ones 
reaching San Francisco and Vancouver re- 
spectively about a week ago. They i)rought 
the official mail which has now arrived at 
the legation. It is known that it contains 
a long commnnication from Mr. Hatch, 
the Hawaiian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
as Mr. HastinfTS received a brief nies«a'»c 
saying that such a commnnication was on 
its way. If the Hawaiian ' ■■. erniuent 
has replied Mr. Thurston \vi;::,; i.,. the 
natural and only channel of comm, mir a- 
tion to the State Department, as he re- 
mains the official representative of Hawaii 
nntil his recall is actually accomplished. 

ThatGresham asked for Mr. Thurston's 
recall there is no longer any doubt, though 
the manner in which it was put is not yet 
known. It is supposed the Hawaiian i;<,v- 
emmeut will cinunuulcate with its Min- 
ister and seek ills ver-ion of the rin;.!,,- 
ttances befori' accedini; to s.rr.'iary 
Ureshams reiiucst. The oommuua ation 
from Hawaii, if it refers to the recall, as is 
thought extremely likely, may bo a short 
reply to Mr. Gresham's request. Further 
developments, therefore, will be watched 
with great interest, especially the answer 
of Hawaii, as a rierlination to accede to 
Secretary linsliam's re(|uest doubtless 
would be followed by Jlinister Thurston 
being .jiven his passports, an act e(jiial to 
the severance of diplomatic relations. 

In. connection with these later Ha- 
waiian developments, criticism is made by 
members of Congress still in the city of the 
failure of the Secretary of State to trans- 
mit information of his act to Congress 
prior to its adjournment on March 4. 

The request for Mr. Thurston's recall 
was dispatched prior to February 21. Con- 
gress had been informed oflicially that the 
Government would keep it i>osted on Ha- 
waiian affairs and woidd supply it with 
the correspondence relating thereto. Not- 
withstanding this the Congressmen 
say no intimation has transpired that 
the Mpresentatire of the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment to the United States bad been de- 
declared persona non grata and a step 
taken which may embarrass seriously the 
relations of the two Governments. 

The Honolulu Advertiser, which has just 
arrived here, clears up a mystery which 
has long puz/.led olfirials lierc as to an 
entry in cx-Quecn Lilinokalani's diary, 
stating on the day M.eriti.d PrcMdent 
Cleveland's present had been received by 
her. It was at once denied here that the. 
President had. ever sent a present to the 
ex-Queen. 

The Advertiser now explains that Mrs. 
Doininis received a report of the Board of 
Public Works at Chicago for the year 1893. 
Some one had taken tlie trouble to cover it 
handsomely in cloth and had also secured 
the personal card- of Mr. Cleveland and 
Mr. Gresham. The cards, the papers say, 
were placed inside the volume with a suit- 



able statement of regard in forwarding it. 
The ex-Queen did not doubt the genuine- 
ness of the present, it seems, nor suspect 
that some practical joker had been at work, 
and accordingly made the entry in her 
diary. The Honolulu paper states that the 
report contained "plenty of useful inform a- 
that could be used to advantage by a pro- 
gressive monarchy."

Bfports of rprlniuffs In Salrador Flavor 
Siron^fly of '* Vali<-.'^ 

WASHINGTON, March 20.— Scnor Lazo, 
the Guatemalan .Minister, and Scnor 
Calvo, the Costa Rico Charge d' Affaires, 
declare that the news of a revolution in 
Salvador in the interest of General Ezeta 
is entirely false. 

They thought it very singular that the 
steamer Saturn, which was the bearer of 
such important facts, did not communicate 
them to the Guatemalan or Mc.-^ican ports 
where she touched, and from where they 
could have been wired to this country, as 
are many other news ileni", but waited un- 
til her arrival at San Francisco. 

Senors Lazo and Calvo say the fabric a 
tion of such a dispatch is verified, because 
they are in communication with the State 
of Salvador, although neither of them is a 
representative of that country. 

They are sure that they would have re- 
ceived infoaraation through their corre- 
sponilents or otherwise ia regard to BUCh 
grave events, which are said to have hap- 
penen in the early part of February.

In Some Cases the Indians Are 
Advised to Rfn-t Tracts 
to f^ak.mers. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.— The Indian 
office, under the direction and supervision 
of Secretary Smith, will find considerable 
work provided for in the last Indian appro- 
priation bill which will keep it quite busy 
during the comin^r season. Among other 
things authorizeil in the bill is the appoint- 
ment of a commisbion to negotiate with 
the Belknap Indians for the sale to the 
Viiitcd States of a portion of the reserva- 
tion in t:ie north central portion of the 
State of Montana; also to negotiate with 
the Blackfoot Indians for the-saie of a por- 
tion of their reservation in the northwest- 
ern part of the same State. An appropri- 
ation of %'X-*yi has been made for this pur- 
pose, and as the sum is so small if is quite 
possible that the commi.ssion will consist 
of employes of the Interior Pciiartnient. 

Secretary Smith has said to all the visit- 
ing delegations of Indians, no matter from 
what portion of the country they came, 
that if they have no desire to sell their 
lands the department has no purpose to 
urge them to do so. He prefers they should 
keep their lands where they can make use 
of them. 

To one delegation he recently said he 
thjught it would lx> a good thing if they 
would divide their reservation tracts among 
themselves in some equitable manner -.vn 
farm such portions as they could and lease 
the remainder to farmers who would ray 
them a reasonable sum for the privilege. 
In the case of the Belknap and Blackfoot 
Indians it mav be found advantageous to 
the Indians to dispose of a jmrtion of their 
lands, as the area is considered much 
larger than tney can handle juiliciously. 

Probably some difficulty will arise when 
the Secretary comes to carry out the por- 
tion of the law providing tor decrease of 20 
per cent in the number of contract schools. 
He is not allowed to make contracts with 
more tnan ,s(i jier cent of the contract 
schools with wbii h contracts were made 
for the present liscal year. To decide just 
what schools shall be given up will cause 
.some trouble, as all will probably desire to. 
be retained. The Secretary is also author- 
ized to negotiate with the San Carlos Indi- 
ans for the sale of the coal lands on their 
reservation in Montana. He will also ap- 
point a commission, for which $10,000 is 
provided, to secure the consent of iIm' 
Sontliern I te Indians and \k\\ '.].>• • x- 
penses of their removal, according to the 
terms of the law passed at the last session.

NEW YORK, Mareh 20. — Horace J. 
Myers of the firm of A. M. Kidder <fe Co. 
has been appointed by the United States 
Circuit Court of West Virginia as receiver 
of the Long Island Traction Company. 
The appointment is in the nature of a 
friendly proceeding. ^ 

In a circular to the directors it is as- 
serted that a large majority of holders of 
the collateral trust notes have agreed to 
co-operate in the plan of reorganization, 
the condition being that $500,000 be raised 
before March 28. It is the intention to pay 
the obligations to the receiver instead of 
thecijniiiany. 

The Traction Company was incorporated 
in 189.3 under the law^ of W, >t Virginia 
and capitalized at $:iO,(JOO,Wio. The Long 
Island Traction Company was organized 
later in West Virginia for the alleged pur- 
pose of evading the paying of the incor- 
porating tax in this State on the $.SO,000.(x ' ) 
capital, which was mainly on paper. 

The plan of reorganization was precipi- 
tated by two suits brought by 1'. II. Klynn, 
a heavy stoi kholder in the Brooklyn City 
liailroail, which js leased by the Long 
Island Traction Company. One suit is to 
annul the lease of the city road, and the 
other is to prevent the Traction Company 
from saddling more debts on the leased 
property. 

Mr. Jenkins, vice-president, then said 
that an assessment of $5 a share would be 
necessary to keep the Traction Company 
afloat. It is saiil that the appointment of 
the receiver will give the stockholders at 
least sixty days more in which to pay this 
assessment. 

XTtah't Conttltuiionat ConvenUon. 

SALT LAKE, March 20.— The constitu- 
tional convention spent most of the after- 
noon in commiitee of the whole, consider- 
ing the preamble and declaration of rights. 
Amendments to section 4 were offered 
providing for ;he taxation of church prop- 
erty. After a lengthy debate the conven- 
tion adjourned without reaching any con- 
clusion.

From twenty-live to lifty, who were in 
the mine at the time of the e.xiplo^iou, have 
not yet been rescued and arc certainly 
dead.

Crawford are badly hurt, but may recover. 
About 150 men are employed at this mine 

and most had gone out. 

.Vmong those in the mine thought to be 
dead are: 'VVillard Brown, J(din Kearn, 
Samuel Thomas and son. old Mr. Burton, 
Samuel Hutchinson and William Sellers 
Sr. and son. 

The covering of tiie slope and buildings 
at the south were blown to splinters. The 
mine was considered one of the safest and 
best conducted in the State. 

B. Maltby, superintendent of 
motive power, has since died, also a boy 
named Jerry Crawford. Eight men have 
been brought out of the mine so burned 
as to be past indcntitication, with the ex- 
ception of one, James Lamb. All hope of 
rescuing anybody alive is given up.

aginable. 

On the third day the man brought a 
basket of oranges, and with them an apol- 
ogy. He hail "trapsed" all over New York, 

he said, trying to get oranges of decent size 
for a reasonable price, hut the supply was 
limited, owing to tlie "IToriday frosts," 
and all he ha<l been able to get was "thim 
liitie runts." and for these he had to pay 
:> cents apiece. But he hoped to do better 
when the California crop was &irly under 
wav. 

Then, with the same rich smile, he began 
the di-trihution of oranges, but there 
seemed to be a prevailing impression 
among tlie clerks that the balance of obli- 
gation was a little too much on one side 
iu)w. A sample gift of ajiples or bananas 
even, fruit that miLdit lie bought of any 
peddler, w'as all right, but when it came to 
running all over town for oranges wliich 
cost live cents apiece, it was a little too 
much like an imposition on goodnature. 
So the clerks paid for their oranges ; some 
of them at the rate of five cents apiece, and 
some at three for ten cents, while theidiief 
cli rk gave ten cents for a single orange.

GEIP IS APEIOAN lEVEE. 

A Traveler \rho Has Gone Throncli the 
Dark Continent Says So, 

Up two flights of staiis taider the roof of 
a double tenement house on Catherine 
street lies S. John Kun.i, African pioneer 
and missioiuiry, sick with African fever. 
After a four years' experience of mission- 
ary work under the tropics he has returned 
with the usual missionary reward— a con- 
sciousness of duties well performed, a 
troublest>mc and ineradicable di.sease and 
a large wad of photiigrajihs. 

The African fever is really a cross be- 
tween malaria and influenza. Your head 
splits, you shiver and roast by turns, and 
when It is through with you vou are so 
weak that you generally d"ie as"a matter of 
orefercnce. The doctors claim voti can't 
have it in a temperature less than 52 degrees, 
hut Mr. Kuno.says he knows better. He 
has had it this week. Moreover he goes 
f u rther and advances a new theory for sci- 
eiditic consideration. 

The grip, he savs. as far as he can learn, 
is nothing more than the African fever in 
a mild form. AVhat is more, the disease 
started a few years ago, just after a lot of 
African missionaries had returned home 
and ho is personally convinced that Afri- 
can fever was among their baggage. The 
African disease, he says, the doctors know 
nothing about, and he thinks we tre.it the 
grip too mildly, being too much afraid of 
quinine. The dose for African fever in the 
medical books is two grains at a time, but 
in Africa the old hands take as rau.ih as 
120 grains at a crisis, putting it down liter- 
ally in lianilfuls. He himself has taken .so 
much that it has permanently affected his 
hearing, a continuous buzziiig going on in 
his head like a spluttering telephone. — 
Springfield Kei.nli'iran. 

BLONDE HEROES GOITE. 

Novelists Complain That Modem Tonng 
3Ien Are Dark Haired. 

Where has the fair-haired laddie gone? 
A lady novelist, writing to a contempor- 
ary, complains that the golden-haired 
youth is fast becoming extinct, and that 
heroes of fiction, to be true to naturc-up- 
to-date, must be endowed with dark locks. 

It was but a week or two ago that I

DETROIT, Mich., March 20.— General 
Phillip St. George Cook died at his home 
in this city at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 

General Cook was a native of Virginia 
and was 86 years of age. His career had 
been identified with the army since his 
admission to West I'oint when only 14 
years of age. 

He was also a member of the bar of Vir- 
ginia, and has written several interesting 
works, among which area volume on "Cav- 
alry Tactics," "Scenes and Adventures in 
the Army" and "riew Mexico and Califor- 
nia." 

(Jeneral Cook has seen service in every 
field where .American valor lias been dis- 
played for fifty years. In the lllack Hawk 
war he was a leading ollicer. He was in 
hijh cr)mmand in the c omiuesi of Cali- 
fornia and New Mexico. He disjiersed the 
Lilians in 1853, and later led a raid against 
the .\pache8. He was commander of the 
Department of Utah when the rebellion 
broke out in that land. 

U] ion the breaking out of the rebellion, 
iinlil;e most Southern officers, Including 
his own son and his htmoua son-in-law, 
(icneral .1. K. B. Stuart, he cast his sword 
for the Union. 

He became commander of the cavalry of 
the Army of the Potomac and partici- 
pated in all the important events of the 
peninsular campaign at Gaines Mill, 
directly opposing his son-in-law. He 
afterward superintended the recruiting 
service, and in 18(i0' took the Department 
of the Platte. He was breveted major-gen- 
eral for his splendid service in the war. 
In Ic-M he was retireil, after forty-six years 
of continuous service, with the rank of 
brigadier;generaL He has lived in Detroit 
ever since.

fects the celebrated 
Blythe Case. 



The Bill Is Before the Gov- 
ernor, Who Has Full 
Information. 

An attempt has been made to secure the 
passajjc of special legislation affecting the 
Blythe case. The measure drawn up for 
that purpose is Senate bill Tfii', relating to 
dismissal of appeals by the Supreme Court. 
It passed both houses of the Legislature 
and is now in the hands of the Governor. 
He has been informed as to its character, 
and inasmuch as he refused to sanction 
similar legislation affecting the Fair will 
case, in which, as an attorney, he is inter- 
ested, it is thought ha.rdly likely that he 
will approve this measure. 

"I have just been infiirmed bv. a gentle- 
man, whom 1 shall not name," Attor- 
ney Highton last night, ■ that u bill has 
passed both houses of the Legislature, and 
is now in the hands of the fiovemor,' which 
was drawn up (so stated by its authors) for 
for the purpose of enabling the attorneys 
tor Mrs. Hinckl^- to close up the Blythe 
case within thirty days. It is Senate bill 
71)2, and it is a most llagrant case of special 
legislation." 

Upon the surface the bill mentioned is a 
harmless though unnecessary measure. It 
adds nothing to the powers of the Supreme 
Court, but makes it obligatory on that 
tribunal to do just what it has always 
done— dismiss an appeal in which there is 
no merit. It gives, however, to the re- 
spondent the power of curtailing almost at 
pleasure the period that the court shall 
take for the consideration of an appeal. 
The ]iroposed statute is a short one, its full 
text being as follows: 

The People of the State of California repre- 
senteil in Ssnate and Assembly do enaet as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. A new section Is hereby added to 
the Code of Civil Procedure of the State of 

Calif'TiiiH. No. ttiio, as follows. 

.Secnon !l',;0. All appeals heretoiore taken, or 
that lu reaflcr may he tfikcn, I.) the Supreme 
Court without merit, or by one whit has no in- 
terest in the subjcct-niftlicr ot said action or 
proceeding, must be dismissedoa the inolion of 
any partv imerested upon ten dayii' notice 
being given to liie party whose appeal is sought 
to be dlsniih>eil. 

Pec. 3. This act shall take effect Immediately. 

The "bug in the bill," which renders it 
retroactive and special legislation and 
which makes it apply particularlv to the 
Blythe case, is contained in the' phrase 
"heretofore taken." The legal status of 
the Blythe case at present is peculiar. 
While an appeal from the main question 
was pending Mrs. Hinckley applied for a 
partial distribution of the estate. The de 
cree was granted, and from the unusual 
proceedings Alice Edith appealed. That 
appeal is still pending, and the estate can- 
not be finally settled till it be decided. 

."The contention of the attornevs for 
Mrs. H inckley if this bill becomes a law," 
said Mr. Highton, "will be that since Mrs. 
lilythc has been shown not to have been 
the wife of Thomas H. Blythe she is not a 
party in intra-est. Then under the provi- 
sions of the bill they will demand the dis- 
missal of the appeal within ten days. The 
Governor has been notified of the matter, 
both by wire and by mail." 

Yesterday the bill was shown to several 

yrominent attorneys of this city. Of them 
. H. Tam of 120 Sutter street, who for two 
terms occupied the bench in San Joaquin 
County, said : 

"Tlie measure is most peculiar and must 
have a joker in it somewhere. Its provi- 
sions are ridiculous, for no one not a party 
in interest can take an appeal, and if an 
appeal is without merit the Supreme Court 
dismisses it anyway." 

Other attorneys expressed views in ac- 
cordance with those of Judge Tarn, but 
when they were told that the Blythe case 
was affected the request was invariably 
made that they be not quoted by name, as 
they bad friends closely interested in the 
final result of the case.

In addition to the 
hook business, too, the public printing 
tnms oat a daily newspaper for 



about nine or ten months of one year and 
three or more of the iie.vt regularly. For- 
tdnately it is a paper which requires no 
editing beyond the supervision of the 
makeup, and even that is regulated by a 
set of rules furnished to the Public 
Printer by the joint Printing Committee of 
the two Houses of Congress. — Boston 
Transcript. 
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TO SEE PLANTS GEOW. 



Ksperirarnts by Whieh Their Growth 
May Be Beth Been and Heard. 

There are several ways of rendering the 
growth of plants both audible and visible, 
but the modus operandi in the latest im- 
proved experiments is as follows: In order 
to make the growth of a very vigorous 
plant visible a fine iilatinnm wire should 
Ijc carefully attached to the growing part. 
The other end of the wire slnuild be at- 
tached to the end of a pencil pressed gently 
against a drum which is neing driven by 
clockwo'-k. If the growing be uniform a 
straight line is marked on the paper, but 
the verv slightest increase is shown by an 
inclined tracing. 

A slight modification of this arrange- 
ment renders the growth audible. In this 
experiment the drum must bi' covered with 
platiiuim-foils of a certain width and sep- 
arated from each other by spaces about 
one-eighth of an inch. 

These strips of platinum should be made 
to complete the circuit of a galvanic bat- 
tery, to which an electric-bell is attached. 
In this case the bell is continually ringing 
while the plant is growing the height of 
the width of the strips used, and is silent 
while the pointer is passing over spaces be- 
tween the strips of metal. The growing of 
corn may be heard direct by means of the 
microphone, and there are"thosewho de- 
clare they have heard it without ahv arti- 
ficial assistance whatever. — Chicago 'times.

The fact 
of her doing so, it was explained, Was not 
remarkable or in any way sensational. 
The company acts as carrier of arms to the 
Colombian Government on nearly every 
trip of its vessels. It is a perfectly legiti- 
mate traile and violates no l.aw. 

Captain Crossman was seen by an Asso- 
ciated I'ress reporter To-day, just before his 
steamer, the Allianca, sailed for Colon, and 
was asked what he had to say regarding 
the statement that President Cleveland 
had expressed great dissatisfaction with 
what were claimed to be glaring incon- 
sistencies in the statement submitted by 
Captain Crossman. 

"Well," said he, "f <lon't care to critici^'O 
the President oi the I'liited States, Imt I 
tlo think 1 know my b-i^iness. 1 have 
spent thirty-six years IcarniuL' it and I 
think I am competent to prepare an ac- 
curate chart and description ot my ship's 
course at sea. If the President had re- 
quested my appearance in Washington to 
personally explain the matter, I think I 
could have satisfied him in five minntss. 
There is nothing mo«s to be said about ths 
affair."

Allianca case and gives the opinion that 
if the vessel was really flred upon the 
Spanish commander was fully justified. 
It says the Spanish navy is unconquera- 
ble, and adds: It would be well for the 
I'nited States to bear this in mind in con- 
tentions that may arise tliroutrh tlie ad- 
venturers and traitors who make war on 
Spain and her noble sons; and let that 
nation remember that laws of neutrality 
were made by nations that know how to 
respect them. 

HAVANA, March 20.— The report of the 
captain of the cruiser Oonde de Venadito, 
which fired on the Allianca on March 8, 
lias been made public. In his report ho 
Ftiys the cruiser was steaming leisurely 
along within a mile and a half of land. 
The captain reasserts that the steamer 
was within the three-mile limit and was 
Hying the British flag.

no hope for any les!;>l.it:un tending toward 
the enfranchisement of man's best and 
truest friend, lint a low faint rays of li^-ht 
and hope glinted Irora afar— nearly four 
years away— from ilie concurrent resolu- 
tion to submit the female suffrage amend- 
ment to the constitution to a vote by the 
tlerlor,-. 

rii.iT ii-c ■r.''nn pa<-. ! <!'.!■ Assembly by 
an o\»-^^v;,^■IllllIlL' nuij-.'-iiy and was 
adopted in the Senate by the necessary 
two-thirds vote, 27, to which was added 
the joker-vote of an enemv of the measure 
— Senator 'iesfoni — wljo clnuijied his vote 
to aye, making tue total J", in order to 
give notice of a reconsideration. But for- 
tunately for him and his scalp, and to the 
great edilication of the ladies, he did not 
enter his motion to reconsider, and hence 
the resolution became a law. 

In some ."itrange and entirely unaccount- 
able, way the idea has gone forth and has 
been editorially commented on by many 
prominent newspapers that the resolutiou 
was defeated— in fact that the rote which 
carried it was suejiended by the notice of 
reconsideration given by (Jesford, but 
such 1.1 not the case. N'u motion to recon- 
sider was made liecause — well, probably 
the Senator from Napa thought better of it 
and reconsidered himself. 

But for all that, the ladies are net quite 
happy. They would have liked to vote a 
few thousands when the amendment 
comes up for adof tio'i by i.omilar elociion. 
Now this is denied tlieni ami thnv realize 
that many inontns pf hard labor aud the 
expenditure of a ereat deal of money in 
campaignini; lies before them. 

Tor the first time in her successful 
career lournali.st, lawyer and orator 1 
Mrs. Clara Foltz felt cast down aud gloomy 
yesterday. She has been a champion iii I 
the cause of woman's inherent rights to i 
(hare in the making of government and its 
administration, and has presented the case 
in the light of law ahd equity as neither 
Kian nor woman has ever done before. 
After liaving placed her unanswc-able 
arguments before the legislative bodv and 
its committees to find that those argamentg 
were ignored and the suffrage bill defeated, 
simply because it was in the interest of the 
women of this State, has caiised Mrs? Foltz 
to set her opinion of .some men, particu- 
larly State Senators, several degrees lower 
than they were a few ciava ago. In an in- 
terview last night Mrs. t'olu said: 

'■I have utter contempt for the lenslators 
who were elected on a platform calling for 
female suffrage, and after having ydedged 
themselves to stand on such a jilatforra to 
turn right about and vote against the mea- 
sure indorsed by the Republican conven- 
tion and advocated by .the best and brain- 
iest men in tlie State, The Assembly is, 
or should be. a tlioroughly representative 
body. I am therefore happy to know that 
theAFfembly jiassed tlie suffrage bill and 
siir.|Hjried it to the bitter end, when it was 
killed by the Senate's refu.sul to recede 
from its amendment of the word 'male' in- 
stead of 'female,' which was the work of a 
man whoM' fame wili never be spoken or 
sung outside of his own little bailiwick. I 
mean Scn:in.r fiesford. Uf course there 
were some conj ii.cn au<! «ome bright men 
in the Si iia;c, i i.i i; i> my opinion that 
they were blind to irut.'i because they did 
not want to see it. 

"The only eicu.se the Senators who were 
opposed to the bill bad to make w.is that 
the bill was not sjii cilically authorized by 
the constitution of the State. Now, every 
lawyer who knows anything at all worth 
mentioning about constitutional law 
knows that this excuse wa< al-sur l. 1 lie 
constitution is sileiit on the jioini of 
woman suffrage. It savs nothing, cither 
for or .Hgainst it. Well, that being the 
case, it i> an est;ib)islu:d fact that when the 
constitution is silent the l.,egislative bodv 
of a State baa the aittbority to step in ancl 
frame a law in accordance with toe need^ 
and demands of the )ieople. The pretejt 
on which the Senators killed that bill is an 
insult to every holiest and intelligent 
woiuan in this State. 

"The women who own prooerty and pay 
taxes ought to boycott the State until tiiey 
are given justice and equity the same as 
men. They should refuse to pay taxes, to 
testify in courts of law— in sliort, they 
thould refuse i-very demand that is made 
upon them iiy tlie laws until the men rec- 
0([nize the inherent rights of women and 
give them uu opportunity to share in tlve 
making of l.iws as well as in obeying them 
and paying for the l.ixnry of a State gov- 
err:iueiit. I'axaiion without rejiresentiUiou 
is t vraniiy. 

"\Vere it not for the passage of the con- 
curreut resolution jiroviding for the sub- 
mitting of a .suffrage amendment to the 
constitution to popular vote, ' continued 
Jfrs, Foltr, "I should now- feel like leaving 
the State of (alifoniia forever. Formally 
long and weari.some years 1 have toiled to 
stand on an eouai footing wil^ men before 
a jury, but I have learned mat tbey are 
roniarKahly inte|li).'eut jurors who will 
consid.-r a ladyl.nv;, cr willior.t adverse 
jireju lii e »inipiy becauso stus has not a 
vote and a political puH. I have often been 
made to feel like an alien in my own land. 

"But I think I nan see a few rays of light 
from the dawn of a new era. It is not all 
darkness and [irejudice and bigotry ahead. 
Men with manly brains and men with 
manly hearts and courage arc steadily 
coming forward to help us drive awav the 

fDblina of antiquated trnditions and "pr^u- 
iees. 

"But we poor women have a great deal 
of v.'jik hetore n.^, and we will do it. \Vc 
will make a campaign for freedom, the 
like of which" has not been seen or 
heard for many a year. Of course, 
we will be somewhat hampered by 
the want of the necessary funds, 
for women do not have much ready cash 
as a rule. Tlie wealthy women w ho have 
mure than thev know iiow to spend are ion 
.stingy to .ci'.i anything in behalf of their 
emancii'ution. .--.ich as these, M well t?. 
thousands of o'.hers, must be educated to 
their needs and how their wants may be 
supplied." 

Mrs. Nellie Ilolijrook Blinn. president of 
the California Women's Slate Suffrage 
Kdncational Association, when seen and 
interviewed on the subject of woman suf- 
frage yesterdav evening was almost as 
cheerful as if the franchise bill had passed 
and become a law- almost, but not iiuite. 

"It was a long struggle and a hard strug- 
gle against great odds »nd undue preju* 



dice," she said, "and after all our labor 
and all the promises and pledges that were 
made we did not receive even naif a loaf— 
nothing' more than a po.esibility to which 
is attached such an amount of labor and 
worry and expense that it nearly disheart- 
ens one to contemplate it. Still, it was 
better than nothing at all to get the amend- 
ment," she interjected, with a brightening 
smile. "But the Republican Senators 
should have stood on their platform, in- 
deed they should. If they had. don't yon 
see, we could all cif us have vot'.^d for tlie 
constitutional amendment when it comes 
before the people at the next general elec- 
tion. 

"As it now is," she continued, "we have 
not any too much time. Ther<' is a great 
deal of work to be done. In fact, the work 
of organizing has already begun, with 
bright promise of happy results. Auxiliary 
suffrage associations are forming all over 
the State. I have lust received a letter 
trom Fresno by which I am informed that 
an au.xiliarv w'ith ll.'i members has been 
formed in tfiat city and new members are 
coming in steadily and numerously. One 
thousand women* in Fresno County have 
been interviewed and all of them are in 
favor of woman's suffrage. That looks as 
if the movement is growing in force, does 
it not '.' 

"But we expect to give anew and greater 
inuietus to the work very soon,'' Mrs. 
Blinn went on. "We shall have an irresis- 
tible champion in the field very soon. 
Susan 1). .\ntbony will be here in May to 
attend the women's congress, .^ireliort 
will be niaile to liave her canvass the en- 
tire State before our aiiieiniinent comes 
before the people to be voted upon. She is 
a wonder among men, is Susan B. An- 
thony, and she will make more converts 
than any other score of public speakers. 
On the whole, I feel quite encouraged for 
the work that lies before us. I think we 
will win." 

Mrs. Laura de Force Gordon, who was in 
Sacramento and watched over the desti- 
nies of the suffrage bill and the constitu- 
tional amendment, was seen la<l night. 
She said : 

"We had a scrub Senate: the worst that 
this State has ever had. That was the rea- 
son of our partial defeat. We had no regu- 
larlv avowed champion of our cause, iiut 
we Lad enemies, anil Senator < iesfoid w as 
one of the worst. If I live long enough 
I'll see that he is properly punished. If 
not I shall haunt him when I am dead. 
All we have to do now is to go to work like 
Trojans and carry the amendaiMit to the 
constitution." 
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Contract Marriages Are Not 
Legal Unless They Are 
Recorded. 



NO MORE SECRET MARRYING. 



The New Law Provides for the 
Solemnization of All 
Contracts.

Garroters Blindfold and Han- 
dle Printer John Daley 
Roughly. 



He Is Gaoged, Beaten and 
Robbed by Men Who Es- 
caped Unseen. 



John Daley, a printer in the employ of 
H. 8. Crocker & Co., received some very 
harsh treatment at the hands of two 
garroters Saturday night. As a result, he 
mourns the loss of $12 .'ill in money, his hat 
aud some jewelry, aiul sports two great 
gashes along the front of his trousers. 

Paley was on his way to his home at 'Myl 
Eieveiitli street. When he reached Folsom 
street, between Sixth and Seventh, two 
men jumped upon him from behind, one 
of them pinioning his arms and the other 
fastening a bandage over his eyes. 

At the same time, they roughly ordered 
Daley to open his month. He thought 
they were some of his friends, and began 
to struggle, when one of the men said with 
an oath that if he did not keep quiet he 
would mutilate him. 

As Daley still struggled the man slashed 
a knife across the printer's tronsers, cutting 
two long holes. At the same time the other 
man struck Daley on the nose, making it 
bleed.' The frighler.ed nmn ojiened his 
month wide at once, and a gag was tlirust 
into it. He was at once thrown on his 
back with his hands fastened with hand- 
cuffs. 

The men then went through his pockets, 
taking his money and some little ]cwelry. 
As he lav helpless one of the men pro- 

)Msed that they kill the . The 

other said: "Oh, no, let him alone." 

Then they raised liim to his feet. The 
handcuffs w"ere taken from his wrists. He 
was ordered not to move on pain of death, 
and the jiair of robbers started through the 
park near the spot where the robbery oc- 
curred. 

Daley was so thoroughly frightened that 
he did not move for fully five minutes. 
Then he started in the direction the men 
had taken, and at Harriett and Folsom 
streets met a stranger who had seen two j 
men running through the park toward 1 
.Si.^th street. The genileman could not i 
describe the men, though he said one of 
the men carried a hat and an umbrella. 

Daley reported the matter to the Chief of 
Tolice. Officers are now at work on the 
case, hut they have no clew as to the men, 
although they may bealile to trace them 
from the jewelry.' As Ualey did not see 
either of the men, the police have nothing 
whatever to guide them in their search. 



Every girl and every girl's mother in 
California should read Assembly bill 567. 
It abolishes all common law marriages, 
and youug girls and middle-aged women 
wlKkhare been married by contract,and who 
have not recorded the document, should 
do so at once, otherwise the instrument is 
not worth the paper it is written on. No 
more can young peopli' under age run 
away from home aad return to their re- 
spective homes a week later wiih the an- 
nouncement that they ha\e heen married 
by contract. No more can such scoundrels 
as Simon Meyers make a contract with a 
respectable girl and then see her good 
name dragged in the dust sooner than 
acknowledge her. 

Under the old law all that was necessary 
was the "mutual assumption of marital 
rights, duties or obligations," but the new 
law iirovidcs that "consent alone will not 
constitute a marriage.'' It must be fol- 
lowed iiy a solemnization authorized by 
the code. The old provision which pro- 
vides that a non-compliance with the re- 
quirements shall not invalidate a marriage 
is done away with and the amended sec- 
tion in the new bill reads: 

MarriHire musi t.e licenseij, solemnized, aii- 
tlieiitlcuied aud recorded as provided in the 
urliele; but uoil-cuuiphnnee with its proviiilolis 
by other than the jiflriies to ihe marriage does 
nut invalidate that marriage. 

"Every mother in San Francisco should 

learn the new law by heart," said Notary 
lieorge I. Knox yc-terday. ' She shouid 
teach it to her daughters and in this way 
in.stitute a reform that has been long de- 
sired. Many girls have long held the idea 
that mere consent is a good enough intro- 
duction to matrimony, but now they frill 
have to be taught the new law in order to 
jirevent them iroui being lured into mar- 
riages that will be legally worthless. The 
widest publicity ought to be given to the 
matter in order that those who are now 
basking in the security of a contract mar- 
riage may rectify the evil before it is too 
late, and that tliose who are contemplating 
such a marriage lu.iy be w.iriied.''

PATROL ON MY AM SHORE 

The Sailors' Union Gu.^rding 
THE Water Front by 
Day and Night. 



Coast Seamek Receive a Set- 
back— DEsr:RTED BY Pope 
& Talbot. 



The strike of the Sailors' Union is in full 
lj!a>-; , ai.il the ship-owners liave taken up 
the gauntlet whicli has been thrown down. 
To a man the owners have refuged to meet 
the demand for the increase in wages. 
The union was out in force on Tuesday 
night, as many as 300 coast seamen being 
engaged in patrolling the water front. All 
through the loni^dark hours of the night 
silent forms could be seen lurking in the 
shadows among tlic shipping. The howling 
storm was unheeded by these watchers of 
the night, and the blinding°rain and bail 
had no terrors for the hardy mariners. 
When morning dawned the break of day 
revealed the' groups along the shore. 

A bay patrol has also been established, 
and there would have been trouble had an 
attempt been made to put a non-union 
crew on board any of tne vessels in the 
stream. With all the vigilance of tho 
sailors the sclioum r Maid of Orlean? got 
away with a crew, t^he was lying at Main- 
street wharf, and at 5:3'J o'clock in the 
morning a non-union crew was quietly 
]Mit on board and the vessel towed to sea. 
About an hour afterward the union got 
wind of the Hank movement, and some 
twenty men were .'-ent to Main-street 
wharf". Kiiidiiig iliat the Maid of Orleans 
was on her way to Sboalwater Bay the 
union men turned their attention to the 
schooner Ivy. 

The latter vessel was lying at the same 
wharf, and had her crew on board. The 
union men took out all hands, even com- 
pelling the mate to go ashore. A large 
crowd of union men flocked at Vallcjo 
street when Boarding-house Master Kane 
left the dock to go to the schooner El well. 
It was thought that Kane was going to put 
a crew on some vessel in the stream, and 
trotible was only averted by the appear- 
ance of the police. All day yesterday dele- 
aations from the Sailors' Union followed 
the "scab" boarding-house masters and at- 
tempted to prevent them from .securing 
non-union crew-,. In several ca.scs they 
were successful in their purpose, and thai, 
too. without resorting to violence. 

The bark Wilna and the schooner La 
Girondo are to sail this inorning with non- 
union crews. The former goes from Mis- 
sion-street wharf 2 at 6 o'clock, and the lat- 
ter from Main street at 8 o'clock. Trouble 
is feared at both sailings, and the aid of 
the harbor police bus been invoked. 

The union has reicived a h i back at 1 he 
outset of its (ighl. I'miic it Talbot, which 
lirm liasalway.i 1 iiiploved union men, have 
refused to pay $:!'i a month for sailors, and 
this is the largest sliippiifg firm on the 
coast, and the withdrawal of its support 
means much td the union. Their ship 
I'a'myra is now waiting for a crew to go to 
l'\i:;et :;uund, and vesterdoy .'Secretary 
Andrew Furuseth of the union offered to 
supply the men. Port Captain Leach of 
the firm told the secretary that he would 
take a crew for $25 a month. This it was 
said, could not be done, and the Palmyra 
will .sail to Pucet Sound with a non-union 
crew. This will be the first non-nnion 
craw which has ever worked on Pope & 
Talbot's vessels. 

W. E. Mighell, another big shipper who 
operates a large coastwise fleei, is abo 
against the union, "l was the friend of 
the union," .-aid Mr. Migliel. yc.-'terday, 
"until it discriminated against me. I was 
getting sailors here at (25 a month, but as 
soon as my vessels reached the Sound 
ports the crews were taken off and mv 
agents were told that the wages from there 
was $35. I appealed to Furuseth, who is 
the recognized head of the union on the 
coast. He told me that he could do noth- 
ing, so I quit the union. This was foorteen 



iiionths ago, and since then I have been 

finding my own sailors." 



OEUELTY TO AS AHIMAL. 

A Saloon-Keepei' Itrutally Cots i» Oat to 

l*ieces. 

A case of gross brutality was reported to 
the Humane Society yesterday and a war- 
rant will be issued to-day for the arrest of 
Finlay Macgregor, a saloon-keeper at 
Twentietli and Valencia streets. 

The neighliors who make the complaint 
against Macgregor state that ho took a cat 
which strayed into his saloon on Tuesday 
and tying a rope around its neck hung it to 
a pole in his back yard. While the feline 
was struggling in its death throes Mac- 
gregor picked up a cleaver and literally 
nacKed the animal to piece* The neigh- 
bors remonstrated with him at this brutal- 
ity but he dctied them with a volley of 
oaths to cause him trouble. 

The society is gathering ' evidence in the 
case and the prosecution will be a vigorous 
one. The ease is on a par with that of a 
man named Uyan who some months ago 
killed a dog by'stabbine it tliirty-two times 
with a blnnt knife. was fonnd guilty 
by a jury a nd fined |100.

Herself Fossaasad of tl>« Devil. 

Ah e.xtraordinary case illnstrative of the 
superstition and gullibility which render 
gome people an easy prey to desisrning in- 
dividuals has jus! .H . npird ilie altentimi 
of the Amiens Police Court. At that town 
lives a venerable maid, who, by some crazy 
fancy, took it into her head that she was 
possessed of the "Evil One," who every 
night made his unwelcome appearance at 
her abode and sent her furniture spinning 
in all directions. She implored the gen- 
darmerie and the police to rid her of the 
diabolical presence. At last a good-natured 
commissary sent an agent of the law(who, 
of course, saw and heard nothing) to pass 
a night at her abode. 

In her despair the old lady now had re- 
course to a somnambulist, who told her 
that the only way to make everything 
hapjiy and comfortable once more was to 
procure a mystenouB mirror which was 
then in the possession of a merchant in 
New York, and which she warr.-intcd to 
actu an infallible talisman. The worthy 
dame had no idea of exposing herself to 
the dangers of the deeji with the inevitable 
accompaniment of mal de nier, so in her 
perplexity she applied to a business man 
named Lenne, wno consented to start at 
once on the voyage on the condition that 
ills exi't'iiscs should be paid. 

Lenne was supplied as a first install- 
ment with .'jOO francs, but in a fortnight he 
reappeared with a story that he had heard 
from New Vork that the talisnianic mirror 
was in London, whither he must proceed.

She wanted to solve for herself the great 
mystery of death ; to see with her own 
eyes the secrets hidden by the grave, and 
with that end in view little 12-year-old 
Hattie Klein quietly turned on the gas 
burner in her room early Tuesday morn- 
ing, and waited patiently the going out of 
her lifi-. They thought she was crazy, 
because it wassuch a queer t&ing for a 
lovely little child to do, and so she was 
brought before the Insanity Commission- 
ers yesterday to be e.xamined. To them 
she told why she had attempted her life, 
and what she expected to see in the here- 
after. 

The nearly successful attempt at suicide 
was made by the girl at the liome of Miss 
C. C. Rivers a\ 1326 Hayes steet, where she 
lived as a kind of companion to Miss 
Rivers. She slept in the same room w ith 
her mistress, and was constantly with her, 
hut no one susiieeted what a gigantic plan 
w as working in the small head of the child, 
for she spoke to no one of it. and gave no 
sign of what she was thinking. 

ilonday evening she went to bed as 
usual, but early Tuesday .morning when 
no one was stirring she decided to put 
into execution the scheme she had been 
thinking of, and see for herself just what 
is on the other side of the line between 
lite and death. She never thought of the 
consequences - that to satisfy her curiosity 
she Would i>ay the price of lier life. She 
simply decided on her course of action and 
proceeded to put it inti) effeid. 

Silently she stole down stairs to an un- 
used servant's room, and after closing 
lightly the doors and windows she turned 
the gas jet wide open and then lay down 
upon the bed and waiteil. 

The smell of gas attracted the inmatesof 
the house in time for them to save the 
child from the consequences of her foolish 
act, and she was immediately nnder sur- 
veillance. Nor knowin.i? what else to do 
with her Miss I'.ivers had her taken before 
the Insanity Commissioners, and to them 
she told her story. The girls had been 
talking about what would happen after 
death, she told them. 

tshe wi'iit to sidiool. and she and the 
other girls frequently discussed such mat- 
ters, but so far Hattie Klein has been the 
only one courageous enough, or foolish 
enough, to be willing to sacritice her life in 
order to find out. 'Then she told bow she 
had gone about it, and how gently her 
knowledge of this world faded from her 
under the smothering vapors of the gas 
slie inlialed. It had not hurt her, she said; 
it was like going to sleep, and she was not 
a bit afraid. 

Under the kindly questioning of Judge 
Black, iiefore whom the commission meets, 
the girl began to realize, in a measure, the 
full significance of what she had done, and 
then she began to cry and promised not to 
repeat her investigations. Miss Kivers 
would not take the girl back, however, for 
she felt she would have to be too closely 
watched, so pending linal disposition of 
the little seeker after secrets she 'waa 
placed in the Receiving Hospital. 

It is the intention of the court to send 
her to the Boys' and Girls' Aid Society if 
she will go, a plan that she will probably 
agree to without question, She has no 
lather, her mother is sick in a hospital and 
she is alone in the world, so far as lelatives 
are concertied. It will make little differ- 
ence to her where she goes provided she is 
well treated, for she seems to be of a lov- 
able disposition and luixious to make 
friends, bhould she meet wiA barsh treat- 
ment and a little more lonelinaaa sb« will 
probably take up again tite tbread of har

tie proceedings of the Mannlactarers' 
Convention were somewhat enlivened yes- 
terday morninp by a discussion whicli fol- 
lowed the introduction of a resolution by 
Hi iiry r. Scott of the Union Iron Works.

Wbebeas, The Trustees of the city of Sacra- 
meuto arc •Hinsiderliig a proposition for the 
erection of pumping machinery ; and whereas, 
the question of Eastern competition is likely 
to be an important factor in the dcciiiion to be 
reached; now. therefore, it is 

B^lvedy That iliis eonvention urge upon 
■aid Ttui>tee>i the impuriauce, all thinxs being 
equal, of awarding the contract to Catlifornia 
manufacturers, thereby keeping the mouey at 
borne and contributing to ttic common good. 

An exception was taken to one clause in 
the resolution by M. Mctilynn and An- 
drew Kuruselh, who are two representa- 
tives of the I.,abor founcil. 

Mr. Furu^etli objected to the phrase "all 
things bciii;; etiUal." He di,1 not think 
Californians in a matter of home products 
should consider the cost. It was the 
mattuil benefit to the community which 
should be considered. 

An Amendment was -offered by McGlynn 
to strike out the clause ''all things being 
equal," but it was lost, and the original 
resolution was carried. 

Senator IVrkins was then introdaoed 
and 5i..jke of what Congress had done for 
local inaiuifactvircri;. He .*Jaid : 

It is a psri of my i.o'.itlcal and religious creed 
to lio all wt- Clin for iho<c at our homes- tjf fore 
^vf go abroiiii on foreign missionary ofiort.-. I 
believe in rfii.iing tlie dignity of labor; lo mise 
up the laboring man aud the mci haiiic-.

j cal suggestion to the press— I would conjure it 
I to advocate the consumption of home maun- 
' faetured goods. I mean Just what he said and 
what I say— that it should urge the patronage 
only of home manufactures, and not agencies 
ipr goods manufactured in the East and abroad 
and palmed off as California products. 

Are there any Silurians here? I understand 
that 1 am speaking to the most progressive 
and intelligent part of this State. 1 fancy that 
the element known as Silurians is very con- 
spicuous by its absence. I see that the hard 
lines in the faces of^hese business men are 
somewhat lighted up by the smiles of the 
ladies present. But not to divert into compli- 
menu I prefer to say a few words in reference 
to this element in society known as Silurians. 
Do you really know what the Silurian is? 

I refer to those long, lean, lank tax-sbirkers; 
those men that are not in favor of progress, of 
the consumption of home manufactured goods 
or the consumption of anything except God's 
free air, which they are not entitled to, and are 
notwiliiugto contribute a dollar to tha ad- 
vancement of the State unless they can get 
two dollars back for it. I hope and believe 
that I am not speaking to thai element whieh 
Iwlieves in cobblestones instead of smooth 
paved streets aud whieh buys a foreign manu- 
fai-tured article because it can purchase it a 
little cheaper or because its members have not 
that patriotism about them which would 
recognize the home as the starting 
point for the encouragement of home 
m listries by the consumption of goods 
m.iniifncturert here. They are the 
j.eop.e w ho say that the Union Iron Works and 
the i^n-ai inannfacturers here cannot produce 
as gi.oil nn article as a foreign manufacturer 
can. 1 uri;e the representativ.'s of thepreasto 
take up the words of the disti:if:ui>hed gentle- 
men who speak here and to insist that the 
words o: these gentlemen are tni.-; that they 
mean business: that the eonsiimt'tion of home 
manufactured goods at lair and decent prices

nothing whatever of what is made right here 
in the city and State. 

A long communication from Zan Bros, 
was read, which had a direct beariii}; uiioii 
the broom industry. It was maitiiainoti in 
the communication that the industry was 
suffering from the effects of Chinese "com- 
petition. Tliese facts and others in rela- 
tion to the indu-stry were set forth as 
follows : 

It is a well-known fact that the Chinaman 
works for very low wages and lives ou verv low 
diet, not enough to keep the soul and body of a 
white man in good workine condition. We 
know full well that the Chinaman is content 
with his rations of pee, while the American 
workingman must have beef and such other 
necessaries as he has been accustomed to from 
childhood. Notwithstanding all the advan- 
tages that these Asiatic hordes who have 
crowded on the shores of the Pacific Cosst have 
over their American rival by virtue of their 
cheap living and labor. It is not half so in- 
jurious to the broom industry by tenfold as 
that death-dealing blow for which we are taxed 
for its support, uamely, the State Institution 
for the Adult Blind. 

After beinglcampeled to pay our portion into 
the State treasury these very same funds are used 
to create a State institution under the guise of 
humanitarianism and philanthropy and would 
be so in reality were those unfortunate inmates 
cared for as they should be; but whfen forced 
against their will and to no purpose to put on 
the market acheap class of goods, they actually 
drive a legitimate industry against the wall 
where so much capital and so much labor is 
Invested. For what purposels this carried on? 
We do not know, when it is no earthly bene- 
fit to the State nor the inmates, unless it is to 
open np an avenue for illegitimate political 
purposes. Why should this be to when the 
State should make every elTort to create and 
foster Industries and to protect them In every 
legitimate manner? 

On the subject of patronizing home in- 
dustries J. B. Crockett said: 

With the varied resources of this State, with 
proper enterprise, courage and management, 
we would import nothing; but above all we

Following Mr. Moore Paul C Perkins 
n ad an interestine paper on the "Duties 
(li the California Manofactuiers." He 

said: 

The dutiesof the manufacturers ot California 
are to harmonize tbeir different interests into 
an organization for self-protection and future 
benefits; de^.ermine npou their lines of manu- 
facture, which should incline, as far as pos- 
sible, to specialties. Give great attention to 
economical methods and the most eBlcient 
eqoipment with which to manufacture. In- 
vestigate and find the wants of the people, and 
then manuiaeture and place upon the markets 
of this coast the articles at prices which will 
meet the market from Eastern or foreign man- 
ufacturers. 

Strive to impress upon the people that by 
purchasing home productions thev are mutu- 
ally benefiting themselves, the manufactur- 
ers and the general Industries of the State; 
that money so placed in circulation continues 
on and on to the upbuilding of all industries. 
Slonev exportc-d in payment for goods im- 
ported is, so far, disastrous to our industries, in 
-which all must share. This means that our 
labor Is unemployed and that Eastern and 
foreign manufactories can give emplovment to 
their labor while our resident labor walks the 
streets in idlenes.s. 

It is my belief that the people will pay little, 
if anything, in advance for home productlon.s, 
yet I do predict this movement of the mann- 
xacturers will be encotiraced br a verv large 
majority of the people of this .■^ta'te. 

A paper was then read b\' James O'Leary 
on the sabject of "What Statistics Show.'^' 
He said: 

A good deal has been said ot depression and 
of a reduction in the values of goods manufac- 
tured iu the city and State. This, of course, 
has partly arisen from the general financial 
depression that has been everywhere felt, 
resulting in lower prices and In economies in 
the home. I estimate that on the whole this 
has reduced the valneof California industries 
10 per cent from what it was In the census 
vear. Of course there are instanees where such 
has not l>een the case. A iew years since we 
imported from foreign countries nearly 30,000 
tons of scrap, in addition to a great deal of pig 
iron, but iu 1804 not a ixjund of scrap was 
entered at the Custom-house, and we did not 
obtain it from other sources either. In the 
same way there has lieen a heavy fslliog off in 
the Imports of ingot steel. 

For flour, we have lost one of our best markets, 
' Oraat Britain.where we used lo send about 300,- 
000 barrels yearly. The value of the lumber In- 
diutries of the State has shrunk 25 per cent, 
the quantity of redwood sent to market drop- 
ping from 20t),884^i03 feet In 1893 to 157,- 
M4,080 feet in 1891. Our cigar industry a few 
yeanago showed over 151, OfXi.ooo cigars made 
In Um FiratlBlatnal Revenue District of this 
State— this rear the number will not exceed 
6%000,000. 

It is to change the direction of the current 
here noted that the representatives of industrv 
tluoogbout the State have been called together 
to create a poblic feeling in favor of home in- 
dustry, and to give employment and prosper- 
ity to our people. 

L. J. Norton of Napa spoke regarding 
"Glove Leather." He said that there were 
}25O,O0O invested in the industry in thi.s 
folate, and that the products compared 
fii-.c-ablv with tliose of the Eastern Rtate.s. 

The next speaker was F. W. Dohrmann. 
His subject was "Home Mannfactntesfrom 
a Retaiier's Standpoint." He said: 

It is a matter of course that retailers, like 
manufacturers, are in business not for mere 
pasiime, but to make money, and when it is 
shown to be to their interest to sell ceitain 
artieles they will sorely do it, and I take It for 
gtmnled that every merchant who is not igno- 
rant or narrow-minded understands the gen- 
eral advantages of borne manufacture, and 
also, that to sell home products requites less 
prMlt and less loss by overstock and deprecia- 
UoD, and that therefore he can afford to sell 
goods manufactured at homeatamnch smaller 
advance than if be had to impprl and cany in 
stock the same class of goods, fliat the manu- 
facturer and consnmer understand tb«t the 
dealer also must make a profit goes without 
saying, and it seems that seli-interest on all 
tides will therefore assist all arrangements be- 
tween the manufacturer and dealer to their 
mi-tual advantage. 

At the afternoon session there was an 
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a hope in what California ought to be, must 
stiuril Ifigether and puttint^ aside all our petty 
differences work iu liiirinoi.v for the niaintain- 
ingand building up of the various indu^ tries of 
this coast. 

Why.oniy recentlv. in the midst of our excile- 
ment over tlie laudable valley railroad enter- 
prise, we found time to send a .^mall job of iron- 
work to Winslow l■.r.dlle^^ of Chicago, while 
iron-workers nalk the streets of San Kranci.sco 
Idle. This reminds me of .\rtemns Wardj who 
\v,H^ in fiM-or of enlisting and sacriticing all his 
Avite's relatives, iucludini? his moiher-in-law, 
to put down the Kei.ellion. 

.\nil y. t. Mr. President aud genllcinen ''f the 
convention, we are all more or les.- to l.iame in 
this inalter. lor ii seems lo be ft California 
fashi..!i io..-hoiit for the opposition and travel 
on the <'ld iiiic. £ven at this nioinent, w lu-n 
all C^dlifornians sceiii to Ik- baic'.iiig iniieih'-r in 
their effort to l.iiild u;. the induMrie? i.i the 
State aud city, the Kuso-rn drummer, or human 
teredo, is at work, boring around the arclii- 
tccts' otlices wiih his samples f.f interior wood- 
finish, seeking to lay his plans to procure the 
woodwork that will soon be required for our 
large business buildings and resid<,nccs that 
are now in course of construction. 

Owners and contractorsof this coast, give the 
mechanics ofCalifomla a chance, if you want 
the Eastern woods that are not grown here im- 
port the Inmber and have the work done here, 
unless the railroad treats you as it does the 
wire nail Industry- charge 60 cents a hundred 
on wire rods, or the raw material, and 30 cents 
on the finished article. 

But enough of complaint. Admit it all, and 
what is the remedy? Boycott Eastern-made 
goods? No; rather build up our own State 
and let others build up theirs. 

It has been ftiA that tbe high rate of wages 
prevents manntacturing. While it is true that 
wages are higher here than in the East we 
hu[>e that the rates in the East may be raised 
ratlier than oturs lowered. However, notwith- 
standing the fact that both labor and materials 



are higher our greatest difficulty Is local preju- 
dice and the limited market we have to supply. 
For we know the cost of manufacture is largely 
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a groundless prejudice on the part of the con- 
sumer—a prejndii-e which is stimulated and 
keftt alive by the eiu^nnous sums spent in ad- 
vancing certain brands of cigars. The Eastern 
men put their mouey iuto advertising, at the 
expense of the cigar. 

When you buy an Kastern cigar you pay 25 
per cent for the tobacco, 25 per cent for the 
labor, 20 per cent for the manufacturer and 
jobber's profit and 30 per cent for the advertis- 
ing. In buying a California cigar you pay 
little or nothing for advertising and you get 
the full amount of your money in the value of 
tbe goods. la both cases the retailer's profit is 
the same. 

William Pchader followed with a paper 
on the manufacture oi art-stained glass. 
He reviewed the history of the trade, and 
said that altbon^b the use of art-stained 
glass has been going on since its invention, 
It has remained for the latter h ilf of the 
nineteenth century to evolve t!ic most 
wonderful results. The speaker sai.l :

I march of this art industry, and it is ii Rreat 
mistake to think that we cannot rival in 

I works of art. be It either the East or Europe— 

! ves, we not only compete as regards quality, 
but also in point of cost, we can go them sev- 

t eral belter. We have as good artists and me- 
chanics m this brancti right here in our midst 
as can be found any\vhere. and as the salaries 
and wages are not hijlii r thun in tbe East, it 
stands to reason— lai>or being the principal 

Eart of the Cost— that we can produce art glass 
etier for '.he mouey than any imported. 
In our ca-e it amounts to this, that we have 
to cure the public of a w idespread prejudice 
that art glass eari be produced cheaper East. 
When thoy are coiivim ed that the very opposite 
is the case, it will be dollars and cents in their 
pockets to act according to that conviction. 

The next speaker was Charles M. Short- 
ridge, who made a brisk and energetic 
soeech, which was frequently inteirnpted 
with applause. He said : 

I feel somewhat out of place to be called upon 
to address this kind of an audience. As Hook 
into your Intelligent and earnest faces I realize 
that If 1 am to do any good at all 1 must con- 
fine myself to straightforward, honest lan- 
guage with reference to the part which the 
press fjlays in the upbuilding of the great in- 
dustries of Cahfornia, and I am

Isstnre yon that I appreciate the dignity 
conferred upon me by requesting a few words 
from me regarding the attitude of the press to 
the great industri.

I appreciate It, and I 
assure you that it is with no spirit of criticism 
that 1 have come; it is rather with words of 
praise for what the press has already done. I 
fancy, Mr. Chairman, it might be con- 
sidered quite out of place for me to predict 
what the i.iess or nnv individual mem- 
ber of the press misht intend to do. 
It might be considered in a personal light. 1 
therefore prefer in broad tern-.« lo compli- 
ment the j.ress for what it has done. I speak 
of it as an entlretv; 1 speak of the most 
huuibh- memi.er oi that gri-.it ftee institution 
whieh lias done as much, and j.ossiblv more, 
alone e.vrcpting the free public <c1k,o1s and ;he 
choici,, to raise mankind above the level 
wliere they were found than nnv other instiiu- 
tiou among men. If it is therefore, gentlemen, 
the press as a vshole ol which 1 speak, and 
it is to it that I direct your atieniion; uot to 
any particular member thereof, jf I should, 
therefore. sii(rge-l anything other than a com- 
rdiment tor w i.at hr.s been done, I would not 
be ext.ressiiig my sentiments. 1 de.-ire at tliis 
time to be firactiertl, aud to suggest ;i>me one 
pol i y lo which the atli ulion of ihe membi rs 
oithe press and ihe readiiis imljl..- may he 
directed, and iIih' is that ibc press should 
recognize that it o i Is dniy i„ eiiccoirnge the 
consumption of lioini- inunuferliirf-d goods, 

I was more than piea«i:d to hear the senti- 
ments of the dislingijished gentieman who pre- 
ee.led me. Would thai I liaii thai i weei accent i 
that comes from that foreign tongue. Would 
that I had that experience, thai knowledge 
that I could speak to you plainly a- our di — 
lingiiished friend has done. He spoke of "man- 
ufacturers who don't manufaeiiire." Tiiis, 
geuUemen, eonreys the meaning of my practi- 



where that I spead. These Silurians, that don't 
exist here, oi course, tney are down there. 
They are an absolute clog upon the wheels of 
progress; they should be pointed ont. There 
should be two columns in the newspapers, one 
should be headed: "The progressive citizens 
that are willing to subscribe and pay their 
money for home products and manntactures, 
and there shou 11 be another column, and the 
name of it 1 will not suggest, any more than 
••Silurian." In this other list should be pub- 
lished the names of those, for example, in San 
Francisco, who are large owners of wealth, 
and I propose to publish one or two just for 
my own satisfaction. I know one man that 
has ?250,000 now to loan, and for that S250,- 
000 loan he wanu $750,000 worth of Govern- 
meul bonds to secure him. H* doesn't want 
any interest In the valley road, he doesn't 
want any interest in your large manufactures 
as evidence of the loan— Oh, no, he wants 
l.rick blocks, he wants bank stock piled knee 
deep, lie wants everything— except the prds- 
perlty of the State. Such men should be 
t'randed as Silurians and put in the column 
under that head. The Silurians who will not 
loan out their dollars to honest manufscturers 
at a reaxuiatile rate ot interest are enemies to 
the State. Thev are afraid that by some hook 
or crook tho~e i;reiit iiidii^irics might take the 
wings of the m.irning and liv away, and they 
would have nothing left but the air. iSilnrlan- 
ism is a blight and a curse, and von should 
stamp it out by making it infamous in the 
community which it disgraces. 

With one suggestion, Mr. Chairman, 1 will 
clo^e. There have been various propositions to 
employ pe .ple— to give work to the unem- 
ployed. I have thought ont soveial things for 
these Silurians to do; they never do anything 
bill loan money and cut off coupons— great 
tied. J w ish I had the privilege of throwing 
every one of theui into the bay. I suggest that 
when we have noihinc better for these 
Silurians to rio we tend them around those 
public buildings where the English sparrows 
build their nests to hunt up the nests and suck 
the eegs. 

Why don't you lake up these cobblestones, 
which are a disgrace to this fair city? Why 
don't yon build some streets, why don't you 
employ some labor, why don't you tax some of 
those untaxed millions to build your streets? 



should believe in our own abilltv to do so. and 
to do to we must have the pride of the old fel- 
low who, when asked if he was a grammarian,

A long address was delivered by Georcre 
W. Dickie. He said: 7 V™orge 

When your committee on prouramme asked 
me to address you on some subj( ct affecting 
directly the objects of this convention I at first 
thought it an easv matter to do so, but after a 
careful study of what you seek to accomplish 
by this gathering you are to endeavor, as I 
take it, the resurrection of dead industries the 
strengthening and encouraging of weak ones 
and the creation of such new indusiries for 
which tbe conditions here would warrant suc- 
cess. If these, gentlemen, are the obiects of 
this convention It is not such an easv task to 
try and^dlrect you as to how some of ihem mav 
be accomplished. The work to be done mean's 
years of struggle, the forming nf new habits 
and the pracnoe of new economies. 

The details of how this work is to be accom- 
plished need not be touched by this eonvcn- 
tion, but the determination that this thing 
shall be accomplished may be emphatically 
declared, and a general sentiment instilled into 
the people of this community that it is for the 
general good of all that when one requires any 
product of Industry, be it a steamship to plow 
the ocean or a plow to ^ow the land, he w ill 
find ont if the thing h* wants can be marie as 
good and practlcallr as cheap in California as 
it can be brought here from some other State 
before he decides to spend his money ontside of 
the State m which it Seamed. 

In regard to ihip-bnilding and marine 
engineering as a Oulfemia industry Mr 
Dickie said: 

In a harbor like that of San Francisco fre- 
quented by steamships, the shipbuilder' and 
engineer are a necessity. The shipbuildlnc in-

I am for free ships, but let them be free 
bome-bullt and homeK>p«rated ships: and let 
us not forget that our own State Legislature 
can help us more In this respect than the (ien- 
eral Government. There are other thinas 
needed to help the engineering and shipbuild- 
ing industry here which will be presented bv 
other representatives of these Industries All 
I ask of this convention is to use Its influence 
w herever that can be exerted for the creation 
of a strong sentiment ttiroughout this State to 
give justice to shipping in the matter of taxes 
and encouragement In the matter of nort 
charges. 

One of the best papen of the afternoon 
was read by Oscar Lewis. It was aa fol- 
lows: 

To every man connected with the manufac- 
turing interests of the Paciflc Coast and esue 
daily to those engsged In the building trades 
the necessity of this convention is but tod 
plainly apparent, and the varied interests here 
represented show to us aU that It is not only 
one industry that is threatened -with disaster 
if not annihilation, but that all are alike pass^ 
ing through the most disastrous business de- 
pression that has ever visited California. We 
all, of course, expect to take onr share of these 
periodical upheavals in industrial and finan- 
cial circles that sweep over onr entire country 
but we know that sslde from this manufactur- 
ing has been on tbe down grade for some years 
past and each year sees a greater number of 
firms either going ont of business altogether or 
becoming Importers, in part at least, of the 
various articles in which they deal. 

It is a condition not a theory that confronts 
us. We cannot digulse It. The time hasar. 
rived when not only tbe employer, but em- 
ploye, the mechanic, the farmer, tbe merchant 
and the real estate owner, in Uuit, all who have 



governed by the quantity of a given article 
manufactured. 

It is to be hoped that this convention will go 
far toward convincing the people of this coast, 
without regard to age, color or. previous condi- 
tion, that tbcir true luterest lies in standing 

S loyally together, and, so far as possible. 6U|)- 
lying their wants from tbe home market, even 
: It costs a little more, for the extra cost will 
come back to you tenfold in the general pros- 
perity of the State. 

After thirty-six years' residence in California 
I believe in her resources: 1 have faith In her 
people, and I believe that with the commence- 
ment of the Valley road and the general 
awakening of the people the revival of our 
mining, fl^-ricultural and industrial interests, a 
new- era of prosjierity will be felt over our en- 
tire stale and const. If, on the other hand, the 
people w ill not awake- w ill not protect their 
ow n iiuerests from the tomahawk of the mid- 
dleman or Ihe gras]iiiig greed of our soul- 
less monopolies, then at least .save us from the 
bauds of the Health I Mlicer, and give us an ele- 
gant funeral as w ill, in the language of Jimiiiie 
Mcilini,, make it H pleas';!. ■ I. ir u.s lo die; dig 
Ihe grave wide, ili-.; it > lee] ., ii ii.l place us face 

downward, so that w e may guic on Chicago. 

R. 8. Moore, who was lo discuss the sub- 
ject of how to stimulate the iron industries 
of this State, said: 

To my mind the impulse which gave birth 
to the idea of convoking this convention au- 
gurs much good, not alone for the iron indus- 
tries, but for all the industries represented on 

this ftoor.- 

One of the principles on which the new order 
of things will be based will be a clearer under- 
standing of the soundness of the business 
doctrine— that California should be for Cali- 
fornia, and that the maxim of "Every one for 
himself and the devil take the hindmost" is 
uot good business policy. Il is action on this 
maxim that has kept California a colony in 
tributary bondage to the East. 

Turning aside from generalities. I would ad- 
vise a permanent organization of this Slauu* 
facturers' Couveniion, to bo controlled in its 
work by a budy of r. soousible men who, by 

Sainstakiug, intcUigeiu' investigation, shaU 
rst ascertain the causes of the prevailing stag- 
nation iu each particular line of industry aud 
then present the remedies. 

Hardly a week passes that we do not see pro- 
po.°als advertised, and contracts for machinery 
let to Eastern firms. Gentlemen, this is all 
wrong; but it is the California custom of cut- 
ting her ow n industrial throat. Hundreds of 
eaf.es could be cited from tbe past, and It would 
be time well spent to enumerate them in order 
to prove that our main trouble is with our- 
selves, and therefore, removable by ourselves. 

The labor unions of this city have set their 
employers in the iron industries an example 
which we should have the intelligence to fol- 
low. They have doue the best work ever ac- 
complished ill the diieclion which plain self- 
interest, common-sense and practical public 
siiirit dictates. A few years ago these workmen 
waited upon me .-^au Francisco Supervisors and 
surcr^.lea in having inserted in street railway 
franchises a clause compelling the compftnies 
o. itatroiiize home in-Iustnes. A similar clause 
w a> incori.oralcd in the contracts fijr the dome 
oi the new c.iy Hall. The jilau worked ad- 
mirably, haw siepped in between unretlectiiiK 
greed and local I'l.blic interest, and thus thou- 
sonds of dollars worth of w-ork was kept at 
home through the eSbrts of this handful of 
organized labor. 

The new valley road, with Clans Spreckels at 
the helm, is, if I may adopt flgurative language, 
the herald of the new California, blowing a 
blast on its horn which has awakened the 
whole State and will arouse il siUl further. 
"I'his road, it is certain, will start other roads, 
deprive the East oi its ariiiicial ijrivileg.-s in 
our field, and give home energy, home eiiier- 
prise, home brains and home ui'.'ne;- a fair 
chance to do California's work aud get their 
just reward. 

To sum up, then, the needs of the Iron Indus- 
tries are not peculiar; they call for co-opera- 
tion; for patriotic law, where that is prac- 
ticable; for wise economy in methods of pro- 
duction ; for adjustment to Eastern conditions; 
fur recognition of the truth that there must be 
more public spirit among manufacturers and a 
greater readiness to comprehend that their 
welfare is bonnd np indissolubly with the wel- 
fare of the whole commnntiy. 

James Spiers took the subject of "lAbor 
as a Factor in ManofSBtores," and said 

in part: 

If any one will go Into our large establish- 
ments using machinery, including engines, 
boilers, etc, he will find that nearly all are of 
Eastern manufacture. 

The Electric Light Company of this city has 
one or two engines that were bnilt here, but all 
the engines put in during the last few years are 
of Eastern manufacture and of such magni- 
tude that thev would keep one of our large 
shops running for one year without other 
work. 

There is mneh more machinery of Eastern 
manufacture sold here than would keep our 
shops busy the whole year round, giving 
steady, instead of occasional employment, aid- 
ing our industrial population and retaining 
ilie money on the Coast that is now sent East. 
Instead of which our worxshops are reduced to 



the condition of jobbing shops, pickipg up the 
crumbs lelt after the Eastern mannfactnrers 
have had their full. 

At the present time it Is Impossible to com- 
pete with tbe East in building a large class of 
machinery now brought here, and until such a 
time as labor Is brought approximately to an 
eonallty with that of the East efforts in that 
dirc-ction will be unsuccessful. 

T<^ relieve the severe strain upon the em- 
ployer, with reasonable compensation for his 
lalior, to give constant employment to the 
workingman at a rate of wages which would be 
just, I think that if the representatives of each 
would come together and discuss the subject 
with their mutual interests in view the 

?luestlon could be settled profitably and satis- 
sctorily to all interested, and.cnable Califor- 
nia, instead oi pouring out her vitality in coin 
sent to others to supply her wants, to build up 
her own industries by her own hands. 

J. W. Kerr. in speaking of "Ijoyalty to 

Home Inihistry," said in part: 

A stream of gold has been Mowing through 
and out of this stale since Brst it formed a part 
of the Union. The direction of its current has 
been eastward, always eastw-ard, and a few 
along the banks have prospered, notably those 
leprcsenling Eastern manufacturers, while our 
local industries have been stun*ed aud starved 
like llie desert grass. 

Union uualely this golden stream is not visi- 
ble lo the common eye, ton it flows just the 
same. "What is lo be doue about it?" Do as 
the settlers did, turn the current by your pat- 
ronage, make it flow from the banking-house 
to the factory payroll, (here to be taken bv the 
hands of the toilers, and by them fiittred 
through streetcar companies,' j'rocerv-stores, 
bookstores, clothing-stores aii-1 real* estate 
owne -8, till il linds its m kv buck to the bank 
once more to be started on its renerous round. 

But you must lend y.iur Hid. and the senti- 
ment in fiivor of Kastern nouiiifftcturers must 
give way lo one o! loyalty to our local indus- 
tries. The times are rijie for the chanere. The 
mechanic ha.s learned the folly of our course 
as lie sits beside his bligiite<i hreside, or loiters 
around the darkened forge. The storekeeper 
has learned it in diminished sales and van- 
ished i-rotits. The real esiaie owner in falling 
rent rolls and shrinkintr values. 'The tianker 
in his idle money and worthless mortgage. All 
have felt the erri.r of our ways, and in that is 
our hope, lor all have suffered, all must see the 
necessity for some change. 

J. X. Knowlcs said : 

The Pacific Steam Whaling Company and the 
Arctic Oil Works, which are one and ihe same 
corporation, were organized and incorporated 
under the law- oi the State of California in 
Novemb-r. 1893. 

Tln-y operate a fleet of iourteen steamers en- 
gag. 'd in the whaling business in the .\rctic 
Ocean iiiid in the salmon fishery in .\laskaii 
waters. All of these steamers were built here 
by California labor, and are yearly litted out 
liore w-ith repairs, supplies, etc., and at an ex- 
pense oi irom!f30t),0ii0 to^^Oo.iloo, distributed 
licre among our home merchants and trades- 
people. These companies started otit at the 
time of their incorf»oralioii practically on the 
same principles that this convention is called 
to consider. Pzior to their Ineorpoiatlon all 



the whaling fleet arrirtng here yearly were 
ow ned in New Bedford and the East, and the 
( atcli went there, and the incorporation of 
tnese companies has brought to this State tbe 
iiisiribuiion of large sums of money previously 
distributed elsewhere. 

J. Mills Daviea of Los Anpeles was next 
called upon to speak on the subject of 
••How to Build Up Home Institutions." 
He said that the matter laid more with the 
housewife than with manufacturers. What- 
ever the women asked for they got, and it 
rested with them as to purchases. Ho of- 
fered the following suggestions :

are manufactured in i 'uliforiiia. '■ 

Sccon. I— ^■ulJii^h i.erio.li, ■ally a pamphlet con- ' 
taming the foregoiio,- in:"rriatiou, arranged bv 
counties: also iip|.. als t.i consumers and mer- 
chants to piuronizconlv home industries, those 
in their immediate viciniiv, it ]iossible; but in \ 
any case 1. 1 purchase no article i i'rom a needle 
to an aiich..n made outside oi California, if 1 
the goods re.jiiired are made anvw-here in this 
State. 

Third— Klect an executive committee, or 
board of uiiina-^.-rs, who shall have ihe power 
toestablish siib-urganizaiions in th- different 
counties, as ab..\ e siig rested, also, the appoint- 
ment of sundinir committees on raw materials, 
luei, railroad and maritime transportation and 
other special iea l n re- . 

An interesting l aper on the utiIi-.^ation 
of water power was rca,l by A. P. Bray ton, 
president of the Pelton Water Wheel Com- 
pany. In the course <^ his remarks he 

said: - - / 

Power stations well planned with reference 
to water supply distribution and tbe wants of , 
consumers afford a safe and profitable outlet 
lormuchof the idle capital accumulating In 
the financial centers of the country. With all 
the inducements offered there ha.i, however, I 
hcew a lack of conlldence on tiie part of capi- ' 
talists in enterprises of this character, and , 
many projects involving the utilization of wa- I 
ter power in various localities— some of great 1 
promise aiiTl Importance iu an industrial sense 
—are languishing lor want of linaiii-ial sup- 
port. It is to be hoped tluit such investiiienis 
may in the future tliid more iavor. esi.erialiv as 
they are so intimately connected with the gen- i 
eral welfare and prosperity of the community' ' 

At the evening session paocrs were read ! 
by M. C. Tavlor of Grass Valley on the \ 
subject of -Honie Industries," W. .1. 
Martin of the meat-packing company, P. 
Cahill on the manufactore of elevators in 
this State, L. G. Schroeder on asbestos, 
tieorge Cummin;; on the general indus- 
tries of the State, C. A. Wetmore on 
wine and Mr. Guthrie of Chicago on man- 
ufacturiiiir caj>aliilitics. 

Followiiii; Is the constitution and by- 
laws, which will come np to-day for con- 
si'leration aiui linal pas.sa;;c : 

Section 1. This Hssociatlon shall be known 
as the Mnnuinctiiicrs' and Producers' Associ- 
ation of Califcrnia. 

Sec. 2. The object shall be lo encourage aud 
assist the (iroduction and manufacture of arti- 
cles for home consumption and for export, and 
to devise, cimsider and recommend such legi.v 
lative, municipal and other measures as may 
seem wise and expedient. for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. It shall be composed of firms, corpor- 
ations or individuals engaged in firoducing or 
manufaciuring in the Stale oLCaliiornia. 

SCLT. 4. Such firms, cori.orations and individ- 
uals may bei-onie members and have repre- 
sentati'dl and vote in this ass.jcialioli by sign- 
ing the membership roll and r.aymg the mem- 
bership dues. Any firm or cori>oration consist- 
ing of more than one meniijcr mav be 
represented by either or all of its members or 
by a duly accredited representative, but shall 
only be entitled to one vole. 

Sec. 5. Applications for membership shall be 
filed with the secretary and mav be acted upon 
atany meeting of the board oi directors, and if 
approved by the board the tirra, corporation or 
Individual shaUbecome a membor on signing 
the roU. 

BT L.VWS. 

1. The principal place of business of the as- 
sociation shall be in the city and county of 
iian Francisco, and the State of California. 

2. The affairs of this association shall be 
mainigcd by a board of fifteen directors, who 
shall be residents of tlie Stale of California and 
whi) shall lie elected annually bv the members 
iu person voting by baiioi or by a ballot signed 
by him and uiH.iled or delivered lo the secre- 
tar}- on the rirst Wednesday in February m 
each vr-iir. 

a. Inuiiediately alter the result of tha elec- 
tion shall liH\c been declared the directors 
.-ball ci Loiiii/e be electing from their numbers 
a president, ihree vice-presidents and a treas- 
urer. 

4. As soon as organized the board of direct- 
ors may elect such other ollicers and employes 
as the business of the association mav recjuire. 

5. The duties of each olBcerof the association 
are sucii as pertain or attach by law or custom 
to the office. 

6. All vacancies in the board of directors oc- 
curring between the annual elections shall be 
filled by a majority of the remaining members 
of the boara. 

7. The board of directors shall at their first 
meeting, and as often thereafter as thev miv 
deem it necessary, require and exact from the 
secretary and treasurer, or from nnv other 
officer of the association, bonds for the faithf nl 
performance of their duties. The amounts of 
said bonds shall be fixed by them and lowered 
ormcreasedatany time as in their judgment 
they may deem advisable or proper. 

8. The association may elect honorary mem- 
bers from among those who have been active 
members of this association, and who may 
have retired from business, or from distin- 
guished persons who have been prominently 
fdentified with the manufacturing interests of 
the country, with all the privileges of the asso- 
ciation except the right to vote or hold oflloe. 

9. All applicants for membership must sign 
these by-laws, pay tbe fees and dues and be ap- 
proved by the board of directors before they 
can be admitted to this association as mem- 
bers. Two negative votes in the board of di- 
rectors shall be equivalent to a rejection of the 
applicant. 

10. The membership dues shall be as follows: 
$— entrance fees, payable on admission, and 
iji- per annum, payable in quarterly install- 
ments of , to be paid in advance on the first 
day of November, February, May and August 
of each year. y 

11. Failure to pay dues for six months shall 
entail forfeiture of membership. 

12. The board of directors shall meet at such 
day and hour as it shall determine. 

13. There shall be an annual meeting of the 
as.soclation on ihe first Wednesday In F'ebruary, 
when the financial condition of the association 
shall be exhibited, the reports of the officers 
and the address of the president shall be read. 

14. F^ive days' notice by letter through the 
Postoffice addressed to each member shall be 
given o{ any meeting of the association. 

15. The voluntary absence of any director 
from three consecutive regular meetings of the 
board shall be equivalent to a tender of his 
resignation as a director. 

Iti. Special meetings oi the board of directors 
or of the association may be called at any time 
by the president. 

17. The president shall call a special meeting 
of the association on the written request of ten 
members. 

18. At all meetings of the association twenty 
members shall constitute a quorum. 

19. These by-laws may be amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present at a meet- 
ing of the association, called for that purpose, 
notice aud copy of the proposed amendments 
having been mailed to each member and posted 
in a conspicuous position in the rooms tt &e 
association at least one month previous to snch 
meeting, and It shall be the dnty of the secre- 
tary to carry out the provisions ot this article. 

The convention then adjourned nntil 2 
o'clock this afternoon, when the constitu- 
tion and by-laws will he considered. 

This morning, at 9 o'clock, the members 
of tbe convention will enjoy a sail around 
the bay in the Spreckels tug Fearless.

POWEE AND LEA DEBSHIP. 

The address of O. E. Moore at the Manu- 
facturers' Convention yesterday contained 
witliin itself the suggestion of the solution 
of nearly every problem that California 
will have to solve in developing her manu- 
facturing industries. These, of course, are 
various; but they may be fairly divided 
into the two classes of problems of power 
and problems of leadership, both of which 
must be solved before we caa achieve any 
great results. 

The problems of power include those of 
fuel and transportation. The problems of 
leadership include the statesmanship that 
is to give protection to oin- industries and 
the business energy atu! sagacity that is to 
devise and carry out the means of making 
them profitable. As possible solutions of 
the problem of supplying jiower to drive 
the wheels of machinery, it was pointed out 
that the water power of the State trans- 
mitted in the form of electricity might be 
made of use, or that in the coal mines and 
petroleum deposits there may be found an 
abundant fuel for all our needs for years to 
come. 

The construction ot the proji-ctoil com- 
peting road through the San Joaquin, 
oBers a solntion of the transportation prob- 
lem that only needs to be carried out to 
the full extent of competing lines in every 
section of the State, to rid onr industries 
of the incubus of oppressive freight rates. 
Protection to our industries we may as- 
suredly look for as soon as Cleveland re- 
tires from office, and we may even hope 
for some steps in that direction from the 
next Congress, despite Cleveland s pres- 
ence in the "White House. Certain it is 
that some means will have to be devised 
for raising an additional revenue, and the 
Hepublican Congress will see to it that 
every dollar of it will carry at least an in- 
cidental protection to the indus^ies of the 
country. 

Perhaps the most important point of the 
whole problem, however, is that of leader- 
siiip along industrial lines. Mr. Moore 
said : 

I remember when Pittsburg was less a nann- 
facturiner city than San Francisco Is now. But 
by indomitable energy they tunneled the 
monntahis for a railroad, opened their coal 
fields and made their buslnese. What we need 
is more of the pluck and enterprise oi Eastern 
men. We have just now seen what co-opera- 
tion will do In the new railroad, when a man 
of nerve steps to the front and asks the people 
to follow. Who will take up the development 
of oar coal fields? Who will lead In a great 
electric-power plant? 

That is indeed the question of the honr. 
What capitalists will.come forward for the 
great work? The convention we trust 
will find some answer to it before it ad- 
journs.

We publish in another column a commu- 
nication from Mr. Devlin, attorney for the 
Anti-Debris Association. It is scarcely 
worth while at this late day to enter 
into a controversy on the question of 
mining debris or hydraulic mining in 
California. The subject was pretty thor- 
oughly exhausted a dozen or more years 
ago, at a time when mining tn this State 
was supposed to be in a condition of deca- 
dence and agricultural and horticultural 
pursuits were advancing. Tiie valleys were 
arraytd aga:ii>i the mountains in a legal 
contest, which lasted some years and which 
resulted in the Jiydraulic mines in all the 
central tier of counties being closed down 
by injunction. 

While it Is true, as our correspondent, 
Mr. Devlin, says, tha^ there was no Con- 
gressional enactment against hydraulic 
mining, the effect was practically the 
same. Injunctionsfrom Federal and State 
courts closed down the mines in all that 
portion of the State drained by the .Sacra- 
mento and San Joaquin rivers. This was 
due to the eSorts of the association Mr. 
Devlin represents. But it did not appear 
t o be content to close down those mines 
alone which were doing acttial or ap- 
parent injury to farming lands or navig- 
able streams. It sought and obtained 
injunctions against mines large or small in 
such counties as Plumas and Sierra, per- 
haps two hundred miles away from any 
navigable streams and from where any 
possible damage could be done. Mines in 
mountain canyons and ravines, far distant 
from agricultural regions, were treated in 
the same way as those close to Marysville 
or deep water. Hundreds and hundreds of 
such claims are btill under injunctions is- 
sued ten or a dozen years .igo. The men 
who owned them were suddenly impover- 
ished and rendered llnancially unable to 
carry on a legal contest. 

The Anti-Debtis Association, feeling its 
power, seemed to have no compiuction 
whatever and no judgment. Any hy- 
•dianlic mine, no matter how distant from 
navigable streams or farming lands, came 
under its ban. As a result the whole 
hydraulic mining region was gradually de- 
populated, fell into decay, and the pro]>crty 
of the miners was practically confiscated. 
It is of record in the rejiort of the United 
Sutes engineers that the value of the 
hydraulic mining property, reservoirs, 
ditches, etc., involved in the contro- 
versy was OlTE HCNDSED MILLION S0LLAB8, 

while the value of the farming lands 

really injured was only about $3,000,000. 
This, without taking into account the 
question of the rivers at all. AH 

this OSE IlfNPIIED MILLION DOLLAUs' 

worth of property was rendered use- 
less. It could not be utilized, worked 
or sold. As to the annual product of these 
mines there is a difference of opinion. 
The miners say that in the height of their 
prosperity the yield was $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 a year. Mr, Devlin says the 
United States Mint shows the yield was 
only about $3,000,000 a year from this 
source. The fact is the Mint statistics were 
at that period much less accurate than at 
this time and the miners themselves were 
apt to be better authority than the Mint, 
If, however, the yield were only $6,000,000 
a year it was an amount we could ill afford 
to lose. 

As to the hydraulic mines being partly 
worked out and their yield now less, it may 
be stated that there are TOany hundreds of 
acres of auriferous gravel yet untouched 
which capital will open when it has assur- 
ance of safety for the investment. 

After the hydraulic mines were closed 
down ten or twelve years, the people of this 
State began to realize that a mistake had 
been made. The miners held a .conven- 
tion and placed their case before the peo- 
ple, asking relief. The farming com- 
munities of the valley were asked 
to he present and came. Upon the 
assurance of the miners that they did not 
intend or desire to inflict the injuries com- 
plained of in the past, the opposing in- 
terests agreed to petition Congress for re- 
lief to the miner. Mr. Devlin was himself 
one of the two gentlemen who drew the 
memorial to Congress, stating the facts of 
the case and asking tor special laws for the 
relief of the miner. In drawing that 
memorial he was the representative of the 
Anti-Debris Association and Mr. Charles 
Tale the representative of th« Miners' 
Association. 

At about the same time the Chamber of 
Comaeiee, State Board of Trade ^nd Board 
of Supervisors of San Francisco, the Super- 
visors of many other counties and the 
State Legislature itself, presented memori- 
als and resolutions to Congress asking for 
special legislation which would permit 



hydraulic mining to go on under such re- 
strictions as might be found necessarv. 
Congress did pve the relief asked for by 

passing the so-called Caminetti law, by 
which all hydraulic mines may be worked 
which impound their debris. The Califor- 
nia Debris Coniiuii-sion, consisting of three 
United States engineers, was appointed, 
and they have issued over one hundred 
permits to mine by this process, and have 
many more on hand. 

The miners confessedly do not want to 
injure the rivers or farming lands, and can- 
not if they wish. They must and do com- 
ply with the law. But the Anti-Debris 
Association does not seem to be satisfied 
with the Government commission which 
itself helped to create, but seems to evince 
a desire to keep up the old controversy on 
the old lines for some strange reason. 

The people of this State, through its 
Legislature and other representative bodies, 
have expressed the opinion that they want 
this hydraulic mining industry to con- 
tinue. The law restricts it within certain 
specified limits, which prevent injury to 
farms or navigable streams. There seems 
to be no longer any use for an Anti-Debris 
Commission. The engineers of the Cali- 
fornia Debris Commission take its place 
and adjudicate all differences without 
prejudice or favor. They permit such 
mines to work as may work properly, and 
prevent those which might do injury, 
closing any which break the law. 

The valley is sufficiently protected by the 
law and by the commission appointed 
under the law. The people of cidifomia 
want to see the hydraulic mining industry 
rehabilitated. It is unique and peculiar 
to this Slate and the cheapest method of 
mining ever discovered. 

California wants the gold from these 
mines and wants it annually. There is 
now no reason they should not be worked. 
They cannot be worked if they injure any 
one, since only when the debris is im- 
pounded is a license issued to mine. 

No one wants the rivers injured, but 
these mines can no longer injure them. 
Their operations are restricted. The Call 
believes in encouraging all industries and 
this particular one, long under the ban, 
now being provided with special laws in 
its interest, should be suffered to go on 
without interference, except from the con- 
stituted authorities. 

In brief, the situation is this : Hydraulic 
mining must be resumed. If it injures 
any one, the law should provide a redress 
for the injured party. If no sufiicient law 
exists now, one must be enacted. All the 
interests of California are entitled to a fair 
field and fiJl protection. There is ijo ex- 
ception to that rule. Farms and rivers are 
entitled to it, and not less, so aie our 
hydraulic mines.

A HINT TO OALIPOENIA. 

It is a fact that much of the best fruit 
land in California is contained in that broad 
belt of rolling country known as the foot- 
hill region, ftsexcellencedependsaamuch 
on its elevation above the frost lerels as 
upon its fertility. Its olimatie advantages, 
ot course, are permanent, but its fertility is 
not, for, in spite of all the care that may be 
taken with its cultivation, it loses by the 
washing-out j.roccss of the abtmdant rains 
of that region, more than it yields up in 
production of fruit. This is a serious prob- 
lem, which has existed for all time in all 
countries, and the scientiac spirit of the 
age has set about to diacovw * aolntion 
for it. 

Professor Shaler, who writes on popular 
scientific subjects so wisely and entertain- 
ingly, has called attention to this inj- 
portant fact, declarinr that the present 
inelTicient and ill-resulting methods of 
plowing, especially upon undulating lands, 
cost the agriculturists of the United States 
2aO square milea of soil each year by erosion. 
Quoting ProtMsor Shaler's assertions. 
Secretary of Agriculture Morton has called 
upon the students of the University of 
Nebraska for suggestions of an implement 
which shall be an improvement on the 
plow. He says: 

In my judgment ttic coming implement 
should spade the land and turn it over, as a 
man who pushes the spade with Us foot Into 
the ground and, drawing the spade out, turns 
the soil upside down by the twist of his wrists. 
Pofsibly a rotary spader coiilu be invented. 
Possibly an implement consisting of a large 
number of revolving knives could be made so 
that In passing over the surface of the field it 
should chop up the' soil and sub-noil for two 
feet In such a manner as to rend.'r the j.ercola- 
tion of the rainfall, down to thedepthat which 
Ihi' ground has been (ttned, very easy and 
perfect. 

He declares that the plow impacts every 
furrow over which it passes and thus ren- 
ders the soil approximately impervious to 
rain, and adds: 

The draught of a plow Is downward to inch 
an extent that the hill force of the team's 
strength is exhausted In pressing the bottom of 
the furrow Into a polished trough for the con- 
duction of rain down the side-hills. We must 
have some method ot tillage which shall stir 
up the soil and snbsoll to the depth of eighteen 
Inches and mora. II it were possible to loosen 
the soil and ssbioil down tor three feet all over 



the State of Kebraska, wo conld then, with an 
annual rainfall of twenty inches, make abun- 
dant and profitable crops. Until deep plowing 
—through subsoil tillage— becomes universal 
In that commonwealth, there will be, year in 
and year out, no certainty of remunerative 
crops. 

In those districts in California which are 

not irrigated, deep and thorough cultiva- 
tion is as essential for the retention of the 
rain as for the beneficial chemical effects 
of air and light. The trouble with operat- 
ing such a machine as Secretary Jlorton 
suggests is that while the level lands oi the 
valleys would present no obstacles, the 
rolling contour of the foothills might. 
But whatever the oifficnlties, the inventive 
genius of the age ought to be able to over- 
come them, and there is no reason why the 
stddenta of the University of California 
ihwddBotlendahand in tiie matter.

FARMER AND MINER. 

Editor Call: In an editorial in your paper of 
March 17, 1895, yon say: "When hydraulic 
mining is released from the restrictions oi un- 
just law and permitted once more to use the 
mountain streams in the work of separating 
the precious ore from the earth it will send a 
stream of gold aeross the State to revive all its 
industries and advance the welfare of the Union 
and the world." 

In previous articles you have expressed simi- 
lar sentiments. I am satisfied that you do not 
wish to do injustice to any one and that your 
course has been and will continue to he marked 
by the spirit of fair play. I, therefore, ask you 
to look at the other side of the case. 

The counties of the .Sacramento 'Valley are 
organized into what is known as the State 
Anti-Debris Association. This association Is 
engaged in preventing hydraulic mining in juri- 
oas to the navigable waters of the State, and U 
kept very busy In attempting to attain this re- 
sult. 

What are the "restrietloas of unjust law" 
'from which hydratillc mining is to be released? 

There seems to be an Impression that some 
special law s have been passed against hydrauUc 
mining, and if it had not been for the passage 
of these laws hydtanlia mining Bdght be pros- 
ecuted. This Is not true. There is not and 
never was any special law preventing or at- 
tempting to pruvunt hydraulic mining. Hy- 
drauUc mining may be carried on like any 
other business, but like any other bosiness it is 
subject to the laws of the land, the laws that 
govern every man. Nearly all the hydraulic 
mining that has been conducted on the water- 
sheds of the rivers of the Sacramento 'Valley 
has been done in entlie disregard of the prop- 
erty rights of others and in utter contempt of 
the rights of the nation In the navigable 
waters of the State. The people affected by 
these Injuries have appealed to the courts tor 
protection. The Federal -CoverBment haa 
stepped in and brongbt suit to enjoin the hy- 
drauUc miners from destroying the navigable 
waters of the S[.-iie and t'ay of San Francisco. 
The courts have declared the law as it has 
always existed, and tn every civiUsed oonntiy 
must always exist— that is, that no man can so 
use his property as to injure another's. This 
principle exists in every system of jurispru- 
dence. It has often been enforced by the 
miners themselves to prevent some other miner 
from injuring their property. Is It an unjust 
law that one man shall not destroyer injure 
another's property? 

No one objects to hydraulic mining where it 
does no injury. Noonecould. But where hy- 
draulic mining Injures private property, or 
wliere it impairs the navigability of streams, 
it ought to be prevented. If hydraulic miners 
will purchase ground on which to dump their 
tailings and will prevent them from reach- 
ing and injuring those below, no one could ob- 
ject, even if he v i>tifd.

How can hydraulic mining be permitted to the 
injury of properly without restraint? What 
Government would be worthy of the name 
that did not protect its rivers and navigable 
waters? 

If California has one crying need Itisin- 
crea.sed transportation faciiiiies. The Sacra- 
mento River and its tributaries are navigable 
for over four hundred miles. The saving for 
charges for freight affected by this water com- 
petition is over $1,000,000 per annum. This 
sum is equivalent to interest at 5 per cent on 
$20,000,000. To preserve the navigabiUty of 
the Sacramento River and its tributaries Is to 
preserve an investment equlwlent to$20,<X)0,- 
OUO, and as the State Increases in population the 
Investment win increase. Why should this be 
dcsiroycd to let a tew private mineownen 
maka moneyf 

The impoTtarioeothyd^uIlomlninghas been 
greatly overestimated. The reports of the 
United .'^iHtes Mint .<how that the difference In 
the gold output of California when hydraulic 
mining was at Its zenith and when it was prac- 
tically stopped was only $3,000,000. This sum 
represents roughly the output of the hydraulic 
mines. Of course anything can be asserted 
about what the iiills cou:u;n, because nobody 
knows, but the Government statistics show the 
truth. Many of the hydrauUc minis are now 
worked oat and the annual output will be 
greatly less than what it was years ago. Leav- 
ing aside ail question of justice, on what line 
of policy can a course be defended that would 
destroy the rivers and the rich Sacramento 
'Valley? These lost for aU time and aie ever a 
source of wealth. The hydraalic mine con- 
tinues bnt for a day and leaves only a barren 
si>ot behind. 

There is no law operating against the 
hydraulic miner that does not exist all over 
the Cnitcd .States and the civilized world. The 
people of the isacrameuto Valley ask for n.i 
special legislation. They ask only for protec- 
tion. Times have been hard, and doubtless 
many merchants would like to sell goods to the 
hydraulic miners no matter what the effect 
upon the State by the resumption of this clas- 
of mining might be. Many hydraulic miner., 
wish to unload their worthless property on In- 
nocent investors. These people talk of the fet- 
ters on hydraulic mining. What fetters aie 
these that do rot apply to everybody? Shall 
hydraulic mining be allowed to be carried on 
as In the past to the destruction of property 
and the Injury of the navigable streams? No 
hydraulic mining has ever been stopped ex- 
cept by an order of court. Is It proposed to 
render the courto powerless to grant rehef 
where property is being destroyedt < It so what 
IS the use of Oovernment, what a mockery is 
justice. 

Your journal has a wide circnliition, ami 
what you have said has reached the eyes of 
many; you have demonstrated that you desire 
to be fair on all public questions, and hence in 
the name of fair play, and in justice to the 
other side, we shall ask you to give this com- 
munication space in your columns.

XR. HUNmrGTON'S SUCCESS. 

"How Hr. Huntington Succeeded" was the 
headline of a leoent newspaper paragranh 
wherein a metropolitan reporter recorded what 
he said were utterances of Collls P. Hunting- 
ton, "the great railroad magnate," about his 
own career. Being asked to what be attrib- 
uted his success In life .Mr. Huuiingtun is re- 
carded to have replied, "Attention to my own 
business." But he did not himself go so for as 
to assert that he had succeeded in life. The re- 
porter look that for granted. All that Mr. Hun- 
tington claimed was that he had made money. 

Mr. Huntington Is an able man whose views 
on most subjects are worth hearing. It would 
be Interesting to know his own opinion of his 
own career, and his views as to wheilier he has 
really succeeded in life or iivjt. Tliere is no 
doubt that he has made money. When he 
hired out In 1849 at a small salary in a general 
store In Sacramento he bad no capital, but now 
he Is supposed to be master of somewhere be- 
tween six millions and twenty. 

Attention to his own business has brought 
him abnndance of money, but It seems fairly 
questionable whether his title to success would 
not have read more clear if at some period of 
his life he could have afforded to have neg- 
lected his own business a little, and paid 
more attention to the interests of his neigh- 
bors. The opinion seems to obtain In the State 
ot California that unless Mr. Huntington's 
close attention to his own bnsiuiL^s can be 
modified or in some way offset, the population 
of the State might as well abandon their claim 
and go elsewhere to live. His job as president 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad is lo try and 
make the people of t alifoniia psy the interest 
on the debt of that railroad system. The peo- 
ple find this obligation onerous, ehlefly be- 
cause, as they Insist, the railway owes about 
three times as much as It cost, or as it is worth. 
They Insist that the State of California has 
l^eu run for years In the interest of the South- 
ern FaeMo Railroad, and they maintain that it 
Is high time that that, or some new railroad 
system, should be run with reasonable regard 
to the interests oi the people of the State. So 
they are doing their best to build some new 
ralltaads tor tbetr relief.

'How far has a man a right to bury his tal- 
ents under a bushel?" For the last four years 
and mora this question has been continually 
asked apropos of Eaioel Joseffy, but no ques- 
tions, argument or entreaties have been able to 
lure Rafael away from his peaceful home on 
the Hudson. In the very heyday of his popu- 
larity the great pianist chose to retire from the 
world, and devote himself to solitary practice 
and to the instruction ofa few favored pupils. 
It was known that be was not rich, but im- 
pressarios tried In vain to tempt him with 
golden bait. Joseffy would not give one re- 
cital, and refused all extravagant offers to play 
even one solo in public. As a reason, he sim- 
ply stated that he was happy in his home, with 
his piano and his pupils, and to ail the wild 
extravagant rumors that fiew about regarding 
the real cause of his retirement from public 
life, JoseSy deigned to make no reply. At last 
thelmpiesarios gave up hope, for even if they 
had arranged to have him seized by main foroe 
and dragged Into the concert hall, all of them 




combined could not have made him play when 
they had got him there. But now, of his own 
accord, Joseffy has emerged from his retreat, 
has played in Chicago and announces his de- 
termination of playing elsewhere. .\nd after 
all, they were wrong in saying it was disap- 
pointed love, a collapse of all his faculties, or 
any other extravagant cause that had driven 
Joseffy into retreat. He simply ref ired to de- 
vote himself to eleven hours a day study. 

The prize of Rome Is a scholarship given by 
the Paris Conservatory to the student who 
stands highest in composition. It entitles him 
to free education in Italy daring a certain 
number of years, and while In Rome he Is ex- 
pected to send home a composition showing 
the result of his foreign study. This prize has 
been won by a number of funous composers, 
many of whom have had their day and are 
dead. Weckerlin, the librarian of the Paris 
Conservatory, has just made the Interesting 
find of an opera boufTe written by Bizet. Ludo- 
vlc Halevy, an old friend of Bizet, has given 
the following information about the work: "It 
was written when Bizet was only 18 or 19 years 
old. His friends heard all about it and at- 
tached more importance to the work than 
Bizet did himself. <'uriou<ly it indicates^a 
great taste fur Italian mu.^ic. Bizet, before go- 
ing to Home, was strongly opposed to the style 
of operas he had beard performed at the Ital- 
ian theater In Faris. During his sojourn in 
Italy, however, he heard the Italian masters 
interpreted with the brio that the ortlsts of 
that country give them, and, falling for a time 
under the spell of his surroundings, he took 
an old Italian libretto entitled -Don Procopio' 
and wrote for it the score in question, which 
he sent to the conservatory instead of a ma^^s 
or some sacred work— a substitution which 
earned him some reproaches. 'Don Procopio' 
contains Charming passages, and Biaet even 
took themae from It and placed them in works 
of his which have since become popular."

SUPPOSED TO BE HUMOBOCS. 



The production of Miss Augusta Holmes' 
opera, "The Black Mountain," has caused 
1 he French papers to remember thot there are 
a number of other rising women composers In 
Paris. The following account is given of Mile. 
Chamlnade, who began to compose when she 
was only 8 years old: "The pieces that the in- 
fant phenomenon wrote were not perhaps very 
remarkable, hot still they had enough in them 
to attract the attention of Bizet, who inter- 
viewed the child at considerable length and 
prononnced her to be very gifted. 'And you 
must take care,' he said, 'not to destroy her In- 
dividuality.' Mile. Chaminade's teachers were 
very severe, however, and the quick- 
witted child sometimes suspected them of over- 
acting on account of their belief that a girl 
could not master the intricacies of the strong- 
minded part of music. One teacher In partic- 
ular criticized all her eSbrts to wnte fugue so 
severely that she played him a trick by copy- 
ing one of Bach's ie.-^s-known fugues and hand- 
ing it in as her own composition. The pro- 
fessor glanced gravely through it and re- 
marked, 'Yon have much Imagination, made- 
moiselle, but you will never make a writer of 
fugue.' After that she lost faith in her 
teachers." 

Hiss Chamlnade has written a number of suc- 
cessful pianoforte works, as well as a. dramatic 

symphony, VThc Amazons," given socoessfully 
at Liege and Rheims. The ballet music haa 
alio been applauded in France. 

The effect of art on international policy Is 
onlv just beginning to be felt, but who can pre- 
dict what widespread political infiuence it 
may not attain to in the twentieth century. 
Everything seems possible when we see France 
and Germany hobnobbing— not over the uni- 
versal brotherhood of mankind, but over a 
mutual love for one another's painters and | 
composers. Le Figaro says; "reopli* are be- 
ginning to understand that art must be eosmo- 
politaii. And oi all i he means which can con- 
tribute to unite peoples and excite between 
them sentiments of mutual sympathy the most 
powerful ore those which art and science put 
at our disposal. A few insignifleant people 
may .-till iie willing to hi.-is 'Lohengrin' and 'Die 
Waikyrie' because they are the woiks of a Gei^ 
man, bnt let us applaud these magalfloent 
works just as the Germans have applauded onr 
'Faust.' "

the cause of .Miss Sibyl Sanderson's retirement 
from the .\b'iey, Schoeffel and Orau Com- 
pany—she was jealous of Eames and Melba, 
had quarreled with Antonio Terry, Hr.

She blames him for not allowing her to 1 
accept the coniprotni-<e of a year ago, by | 
which she was to have received JSo.OOO. 

She charges him with having forced her 
to dim him for her promised allowance of 
¥60 a month, and with having ceased pay- 
ing it altogether three months ago. 

She says she might have starved to 
death for all the interest he manifested in 
her welfare, and conclniles l>y saying: "I 
felt that I was being driven from pillar to 
post and was getting nothing out of it for 
mjjBelf." 

When seen yesterday Mrs. Blythe had 
jtist oome in ftom the street, and had not 
yet Mmovedhef wrap. Her costnme was- 
a monotonons black. A black hat, orna- 
mented with jet, ostrich plimies and birds' 
wings of sable hue. crowned her head. A 
heavy black veil was worn over her face, 
and an ulster of the same somber color 
reaching to her feet concealed her Ligure. 

Fro|n her shoulders hung a long black 
capewitbadoable-mffled collar trimmed 
with narrow black braid, and the impres- 
sion given was of the deepest mourning. 

Mrs. Blythe has been seriously ill and 
almost ever since she vacated her old 
quarters in the Blythe block she has been 
confined to her bed. Ye.^terday was the 
first day since her removal that she has 
been able to be upon the street. 

Her illness has left evident traces npon 
her conntenance, and she is a very differ- 
ent appearing woman from the one wbo 
instituted the famous contest twelve years 
ago. Speaking last night of the end of it 
all so far as she is ooncerned Ifrs. Blythe 
said : 

"It lias been a long struggle and a con- 
statit worry, and now that it is over I wish 
to rest. It was for that reason that I 
changed my address and not that I bad 
anything to conceaL I am livihg with a 
lady Mend in the Western Addition and 
have been ever since I left the Blythe 
block. As I desire to be undisturbed I hope 
you will not publish my address. 

"So far as the settlement is concerned I 
wish to state distinctly that it was made of 
my own volition. There was no undue 
influence nor any duress or fraud about it. 
I have been among friends and am and 
have been perfectly free to come and go as 
I please. 

•'Ever since the proposed compromise of 
a year ago, by which I was to have re- 
ceived |8o',000 and a settlement for life, it 
has been understood that tliey, meaning 
the other side, would do something for me 
if I should decide to put an end to the 
litigation. For a long ti|ae my friends 
and relatives have advised me to get out 
of the case for good. 

"It was seriously affecting my health, 
and it was feared it would affect my mind. 
My head now is not so good as it used to 
be, and I had before me the fate of another 
young litigant— Mrs. Sarah Althea Terry— 
who is now in the Stockton Insane Asylum. 

"But the chief reason I had for effecting 
the settlement was the treatment I had re- 
ceived from Mr. Highton. I do not think 
he treated me right at alL I feel very bit- 
ter against him, and I hope that you will 
tone down whatever I say about him. 

"When the compromise was proposed 
and rejected I executed a transfer of my 
interest to Mr. E. J. Baldwin, and an- 
other at Mr. Higbton's request . M r. 1 ligh- 
ton then promised to look after me. I 
figured up my expenses and told him that 
I required abeat $60 a month. That 
amount it was agreed I should receive, and 
not only that but other care, such 
as, iyt instance, medical attend- 



"Who were my friends and advisers in 
this matter? All those I have about me 
now I consider to be my friends and they 

and my relatives have been my advisers. 
The settlement was brought about, how- 
ever, principally throttgh my own motion. 

"Detective Lucas? His name has been 
prominently mentioned in thisconnection, 
but aside from a casual word such as any 
well-fneaning friend might drop he has 
offered no advice. In tact, I do not wish 
him to be given any prominence in the 
matter. He has done certain work for me 
and that is all. It is ended now, and he is no 
longer in my employ. The work? About 
three weeks ago I lost a vc-y valuable piece 
of jewelry— a diamond earring— and I em- 
ployed him to find it. It has be«ri k- 
covered, 

^- "Mr. Sinclair? I have known him for 
some time, fie doubtless speaks of me as 

Alice, because he hears his cousin, Mrs. 
Cherry, do so. I do not think he would 
presume to lm!d the opinion that I was not 
really Mrs. Blythe. 

"I have not abandoned the name of 
Blythe and where I am living 1 am known 
by that name, and by it only. There was 
never any proposition made to me looking 
to its abandonment by me, and if there had 
been any made I shoald have rejected 
them. 

"The papers signed by meT Tber« were 
a number of them, and tbey were prac- 
tically as related by the Cali, this morn- 
ing. The statement as to the amount of 
money 1 received was also correct." 

Mrs. Blythe, as soon as she feels able to 
travel, will visit friends in the country, in 
hopes of entirely recovering her health.' 

D. J. Sinclair, the youthful individual 
who has received so much notoriety 
through his loquacity concerning the set- 
tlement, still maintains that he was a most 
material agent in bringine about the settle- 
ment. Speakingof the matterlast evening 
he said : 

"When Alice told me how Highton had 
treated her, I urged her to get out of the 
case entirely, and she consented. I then 
asked him to make h^ a proposition. 
He refused. Then I asked him to call on 
her and ha declined. I asked him to 
make an appointment with her, and this 
he would not do, though he said that if she 
came to his office he would see her. ^^he 
did so and the matter was arranged. I am 
anxions that no blame shall be cast on Mr 
Hart in this matter."

The Senator Told Mrs. Bessie 
PAXTON About Its Pro- 
visions. 



ATTORNEYS DOUBT THE TALE, 



The Opposing Lawyers Unite 
Against the Reputed New 
Document. 



Evidence is rapidly accumulating that 
Senator Fair made a wQl shortly before he 
died. The reason why Mrs. Bessie Paxton 
refused to be interviewed was made ap- 
parent yesterday, when It was learned that 
while she had no will in her possession, 
and never saw one made by Senator Tair, 
he had tnlil her a fe-.vdays before his death 
that he had made such an inatninieiit. 

A few evenings before his deatli Senator 
Fair called upon Colonel Wartield of the 
California HoteL In the presence of 
Colonel Warfield, Mrs. Warfield, Mrs. Fax- 
ton, and a fourth person whose name has 
not been disclosed, tbe late millionaiie 
began to discuss the disposition he intend' 
ed to make of his vast estate. 

He told the four persons that 
he had just made an entirely 
new will. He said that it was 
somewhat similar to the will in the posses- 
sion of Attorneys Pierson and Mitchell as 
it provided for a trust for the major part at 
the cstatefwhich he intended to leave to his 
children. He also said that he had madea 
change in some of the executors, and ihat 
the new one be had selected was a man 
Well l;iiown in business circles. Senator 
Fair iiitiniatcd that the reason he wanted 
to create a tru.it was that he hail taken a 
pride in having been sticcessftil enough to 
amass a great forltine, and that he did not 
want it ilcstrux cd by being badly cut up 
and fKissibly squandered. He wanted<it to 
remain intact even after his death and 
hoped that it might be increased in size by 
time so tluat the Fair estate would be 
known as one of the greatest in the world. 

What else he told is uot known. Mrs. 
Faxton still rcfiises to talk and Colonel 
Warfield cannot be located in San Diego. 
It is not known whether Mrs. Pa.xton is 
aware in whose possession the new will is. 
but It is believed she neither saw the will 
nor knows of its whereabouts. 

The reason why the will has not been 
produced is unknown. It is thought that 
the holder of it is waiting for an oner of a 
large reward from the person who will be 
most heneriied by the terms of the will. 
In fa..t, before Mrs. Craven's name was 
mentioneil as the custodian of the latest 
will it was supposed that the mysterious 
custodian was a person who had taken the 
will otitside of the jurisdiction of the State 
so as to secure an immense reward for a 
document which Charles Fair and bis sis- 
ters would be exceedingly an.vious to 
secuie. The alleged reticeiicc of the mys- 
terious custodian on the grouiid of a desire 
to avoid disagreeable notoriety was be- 
lieved to have been but a play to secure an 
increased reward, but when the names of 
Mrs. Craven anl Mrs. Haskins were made 
public these theories collapsed. 

Xow all attention is being paid tt> Mrs. 
Bessie Paiton, whose knowledge of the 
supposed missing will is believed to be 
Fuilicient to inrnisli clews that will lead to 
its recovery. W hen .\ltorney Lloyd sprung 
the new will in court last Monday gossips 
began to itody ouL the possible identity of 
the womau to whomSeuator Fair had given 
a will bequeathing millions away. As the 
Senator was known to be a great admirer of 
Mrs. Hessie I'axton, it was rumored that 
she was the custodian who did not want 
her name made public. She denied that 
she had anv will and that she had seen 
any, but she refused to be interviewed. 
The reason for this refusal is now appar- 
ent, as any questioning at all would com- 
f>el Mrs. I'a.vton to disi lose her knowledge 
of the existence of a later will than those 
in evidence. 

The attorneys on both sides of the case 
do not believe there is any later will in ex- 
istence than those offered in court, though 
they admit the possibility of such a docu- 
ment having been made by the erratic will- 
maker. In fact, the attorneys for the 
heirs are fully satistied with Mrs. Craven's 
will. The attorneys for the executors are 
satisfied with the Pierson A Mitchell will. 
If another will exists its jirovi^ions are un- 
known, and probably none of the attorneys 
would be very anxious to find a document, 
the contents of which are unknown to 
them. In fact, they are afraid of the re- 
puted new wiUimd will make no endeavor 
to secure It tmless they can learn more 
about it. 

But Mr.s. Paxton will not make a state- 
ment to any one. She and the other three 
persons who were told of the will by Sena- 
tor Fair are clients of Attorney Frank M. 
Stone, who has advised and almost ordered 
them all not to talk to any one wliatevcr. 

Prank M. Stone said : "I have advised 
Colonel Warfield, his wife and Mrs. Paxton 
to make no statement cither for publica- 
tion or to attorneys for the heirs or execu- 
tors. All I can tell von is that Mrs. Fax- 
ton is not the custodian of anv will. Nor 
has she seen any will. Of cotirse. Senator 
Fair was so well iicouaintcd with them 
that he may have talked with them on 
many occasions in the past dtiring their 
acquaintance as to what he thought might 
be the best way to dispose of his propertv, 
but so far as showing them a will or giviiig 
them one a great mistake has been made." 

George A. Knight spoke as cheerily as a 
winner of a 100 to 1 shot. He said : "I am 
confident that there is no other will in ex- 
istence made later than the one we tiled. 
We are satisfied of that and also that it is 
a genuine one. We will introduce some 
proofs of its gentiineness tliat will stiriirise 
some people. We know of all the wills re- 
cently made by Fair. GoodfeUow has one 
dated October 14, 1893, Pierson & Mitchell 
had the one made on September 21, 1891, 
and our will is the last and third will Sen- 
ator Fair made in the last year of his life. 
Of course it will be the plan of the exec- 
utors' altoriieys to cast all the slights they 
can on our will and spread reports of other 
wills so as to make pieople believe a will 
made as ours was is too trifling to be 
regarded as genuine." 

Garret McEiierney is also well satisfied 
that no other will is lurking about, waiting 
for a chance to come to the surface. He 
said: "Our will is the last genuine will 
made by Senator Fair. The newly found 
will may cause a multitude of criminal 
acts. To carry it through the courts 
means forgery, perjury and bribery. The 
forgery has been comniHted. The other 
crimes are to follow." 

Van K. Faterson may spring a little sen- 
sation of his own soon. He was appointed 
by the court as attorney for tbe minor 
children, who became legatees under the 
wills. He believes tlie best interests of 
Mrs. Oelrichs' baby rest in the executors' 
will. The mother favors the Craven will. 
The baby, through its guardian, will favor 
the other. 

Mr. Faterson said: "There is no doubt 
that tbe more favorable wil! lo the in- 
terests of the child is the I'lrr-oii .t 
Mitchell will. Under it the child is as- 
sured of an enormous income all its life. 
Under the new will the money goes direct 
to its mother, and she nuiy lose it in some 
way and leave the ijaliy" penniless. It is 
probable that Judge Slack will appoint a 
guardian for the child. That guardian 
will be appointed by the Judge according 
to his best judgment. When the guardian 
is appointed he will select an attorney who 
will probably favor the will which is the 
more favorable to the child's own inter- 
ests and not those of tlic niotlier." 

The production of the Craven will take a 
great deal of glory from an act committed 
by Governor Budd^ the will-finder. As 
Slated in the Caix last Monday morning 



a bill was introduced in the Legislature by 
Senator Earl, Attorney Wheeler's friend. 
This bill had a hidden joker in it. Its real 
purpose was to provide a law so that 
Charles Fair could, in bringing a suit to 
quiet title to any piece of property, 
have the validity of his father's 
will tested without Charles Fair 
bringing a contest which might 
result in hisdisinheritanca. The bill passed 
the Senate and then the Assembly. No 
one saw the joker. On the 13th inst. 
Governor Budd vetoed the bill. With all 
the dignity he could assume he declared 
that not as long as he was Governor would 
he sanction the passing of any law which 
might aSect the Fair case, as he was 
Charles Fair's attorney. The truth is that 
Budd knew at the time he vetoed the bill 
that the Craven will was on its way from 
New York, and that it would reach his 
hands two or three days later. There was 
no further need to have the bill passed, 
and there was a fine chance for the will- 
finder to make capital. 

Quite a little romance attaches to the 
two witnesses to the holographic will of 
the late Senator Fair. Only recently Mrs. 
James Haskins, with whom Mrs. ){ettie 
R. Craven makes her home, succeeded, 
after a litigation extending over fifteen 
years, to an estate valued at ?3,000,000, con- 
sisting of real estate in I,ondon and New 
Orleans. During years of close a.'^sociation 
she has become "very much attached to 
Mrs. Graven, ana since coming into her 
forttme has repeatedly urged Mrs. Craven 
to retire from her profession and enjoy life

Mr. Hahn is here chiefly on pleasure, but 
is interested in gathering from State Insur- 
ance Commissioner Higgins data in refer- 
ence to California companies, although 
making no formal examination of any 
company. 

In conversation yesterday Mr. Hahn said 
that as far as he could gather the next Na- 
tional Republican Convention would be 
held in May, In*. As to his choice for a 
city in which to hold the convent ion Mr. 
Hahn said that of cotirse, being an Ohio 
man, his first choice would be Cincinnati, 
and he hardly cared to commit himself as 
regards his second choice. 

"However," said he, "I am free to confess 
that San Francisco has every facility for 
entertaining any convention, and from the 
way Republicans have entertained me 
since 1 arrived I am convinced that the 
convention would be well entertained here. 

"Tbe factor that usually has the greatest 
weight in determining the selection of any 
place for a convention is the amount of 
work done by the local committee ap- 
pointed to look after the matter. I notice 
that the Republicans of California are 
thoroughly aroused as to this convention 
and are determined to secure it. My ex- 
perience is that wh en Californians go after 
a thing they generally get it," 

Speakingof the political situation Hr. 
Hahn said tbe outlook for 1896 was favora- 
ble to the Republican party. This was 
chiefly due to the fact that the people had 
become disgusted with the failure of the 
present Government to keep ita pledges. 
He had no doubt that the Republicans of 
Ohio would present the name of Major Mc- 
Kinley as a candidate for President in 1896 
and would give him a solid delegation of 
46 votes. Ill 1H!<3 Ohio Republicans nomi- 
nated Major McKinley and ho was elected 
by the impressive majority of 82,000. Re- 
publicans always won when they made an 
aggressive tight and stood by tAe princi- 
ples of the keptiblican jiarty, which meant 
protection and honest money. 

Mr. Hahn expressed gratification with 
the climate of California, the only fault in 
it to his mind being that it attracted de- 
sirable citizens from Ohio. He will remain 
here for ten days and then return East, go- 
ing direct to Salt Lake City.

Little Robert Kenny, a jockey-boy at the 
Bay District track, died Monday night 
from a fall in an exciting race. 

Little was known about the boy, and 
perhaps less was e:ired by the rrowds who 
watched him ride his last hor.^c around the 
track. Nor did those who were closely as- 
sociated with him, either as horsemen, 
jockies or attendants, have half an idea of 
the brave Uttla heart timt beat beneath his 
colored jacket. At the racetrack he was 
"Robbie, the jockey," and nothing more, 
though his employers wondered more than 
once at the lad s industry and model 
habits, and his enthusiastic desire to please 
the men above hini. 

Young Kenny's death revealed the 
secret of his short life, which in brief is a 
really pathetic story. 

His father had done little or nothing to 
support the family in years, and when 
Robbie came to be a jockey with a salary, 
Robbie, with his two little sisters, parted 
company with father and mother. The 
sisters are about 12 years of age and have 
tieen living in a friend's house, where 
Robbie supported them. They went to 
school and dressed well, but very few 
people knew that their brother, a boy of 17, 
paid every expense incurred by them. 
Last night they cried their ey«s out beside 
his cofhn, and would not be consoled by 
friends. 

Thomas II. Williams Jr., President of 
the Jockey Club, heard of Robbie's sisters, 
and also lieard fur the first time yesterday 
that his young jockey had been schooling 
and supporting them while denying him- 
self many little comforts. The horsemen, 
jockeys and track employes had already 
opened a subscription for a burial fund and 
to give the girls something, but Mr. Will- 
iams said, "give the money back." 

The money was given back to everyone 
who contributed and Mr. Williams prom- 
ised to pay for the funeral and to place the 
dead joekey's sisters in a boarding school 
where they will he educated and cared for. 
An informal meeting of the Jockey Club 
was held yesterday and the matter was 
talked over with aview to d<ring something 
for the children. 

The horsemen then learned that Robbie 
neither drank nor smoked nor spent a 
dollar that could be used to advantage 
for the benefit of his sisters. 

Where the body lay last night there 
were many sad fares. Hundreds of the 
men and boys who had icnown young 
Kenny at the racetrack visited the under- 
taking-rooms and paid their sorrowful 
respects to the little fellow. The jockeys 
sent a beautiful floral piece representing a 
whip, horseshoe and cap with his colors, 
and there were pillows and many other 
exquisite designs in flowers. AU were 
w hite, with a cluster of Easter lilies above 
them on the casket. 

The dead jockey was a devout Catholic, 
and attended worship regularly at the 
Star of the Sea Church in Richmond. He 
was never known to miss a Stmday from 
the church, where he was a great favorite 
ol Father Coyle, the pastor. A high 
requiem mass will be celebrated over his 
remains by Father Coyle at 9 o'clock this 
morning, when it is expected the church 
will be crowded with the riders and others 
connected with racing at the jockey club's 
track.

Robert D. Hagerty Finds Him- 
self IN A Peculiar 
Predicament. 



THE POLICE ARE DISGUSTED. 



Harry Meyers May Have Been 
Implicated in the Stago 
Murder. 



^ Robert D. Hagerty, saloon-keeper at the 
Cliffy House, is in a peculiar predicament. 
He is morally certain that Harry, alias 
"Hank" Meyers, a sure-thing gambler, was 

the masked man who robbed him and shot 
him in his saloon on the night of Septem- 
ber but at the same time he does not 
I'ossess the moral courage to swear to a 
coiiijiiaint against him for the crimes. 

It was stated in yesterday's C\Lt. that 
Meyers had been arrested and positively 
identified by Hagerty. He is stiU just as 
positive, but last night he refused abso- 
lutely to swear to a complaint. 

Captain Lees was unable to be at his 
office last night through illness, so he re- 
requested Hagerty and ("teorge Fitzgerald, 
his stable-boy, who was in the saloon when 
he was robbed and shot, to call at his 
house to definitely determine what he 
should do. Detective Cody and foliceman 
O'Dea accompanied them. 

"Now, Hagerty," said the captain, "the 
position of ma tters is this. You have since 
you were shot t old the police and others 
that you knew the men who shot you. One 
was Gus Frey, the smaller of the two men, 
who went to school with you and is now 
serving a six months' sentence in the 
House of Correction for vagrancy. 

"Th e other, or taller of the two men, you 
did not know by name, but you saw him at 
Harbor View about three weeks after you 
were snot, and by his actions then you 
were confirmed in your belief that he was 
the man. So sure were you that you said 
if you had had a gun you would have shot 
him. 

"Four weeks ago you rushed up to Po- 
liceman O'Dea on "Market street, pointed 
out the same man and wanted O'Dea to 
arrest him, but O'Dea had a prisoner at the 
time and couldn't leave him. You got De- 
tective Gibson to go with you to Jesse 
Marks' saloon on .Market ;^treet, where you 
saw the man enter, but wheu yougot there 
the man \vas g()ne. 

•After Stagg's murder you insisted upon 
the man being arrested, and Deteotive 
Cody and Policeman O'Dea arrested Mey- 
ers on Monday. Yon saw him in the 
prison and positively identifie.l him, and 
in my otlioe. in presence of I'ody, O'Dea 
and Robert Tinkerton, you said you were 
ready to make an affidavit tiiat Meyers 
was the man. Now, will you swear to a 
complaint charging him with robbery and 
assault to murder?" 

Hagerty, after admitting the correctness 
of the captain's statement, said he would 
not swear" to a complaint, although he was 
morally convinced that Meyers robbed and 
shothiin. Meyers had visited his saloon 
before the robiiery and was familiar with 
how things were done. His heinht and 
build were the same, and the fact 'was he 
had a stiperstitioua belief that Meyers 
robi)ed and shot him. He as firmly believed 
that Frey was his accomplice. If he had 
seen an officer at Harbor View when he 
saw Meyers he would have jirocured his 
arrest. He saw him twice after that in his 
saloon, but at neither time wa3 an officer 
at hand. Until Monday last he did not 
know Meyers' name. 

Fitzgerald was asked if the taller of the 
two men who committed the robberies in 
the saltxjn on September 'iT and on Feb- 
ruary 21, was the same, lie said he thought 
so, and that Meyers looked like the man. 

Nothing more could be done, so Hagerty 
and Fitzgerald took their leave. The po- 
lice are chagrined at Hagertv's refusal to 
swear to a complaint. They ihink that 
pressure has been brought to bear on Hag- 
erty by Meyers' friends. In fact, Hagerty 
admitted that seventeen of them had been 
at him on Tuesday night. 

On Februaiy 21, the time of the second 
hold-up in Hagerty's saloon, Detective 
Cody ascertained that Meyers pawned a 
pair or diamond earrings, which showed 
that he was hard up, 

Cody says he was told by a man' named 
Chapelh, since Monday, that Hagerty told 
him shortly after the robbery thtit the men 
who shot and robbed him had paid him 
back the $1L'5 they took from him and he 
thought he would let the matter drop. 

The police strongly suspect Meyers of 
being implicated in the murder of Stagg, 
as be answers the description of the taller 
of the two men, and he will bo held end- 
ing developments. 

Meyer.-i was seen in the City Prison, and 
expressed surprise that Hagerty should 
charge him with the crime, as they had 
always been the best of friends. He could 
not recollect where he was on the 
night of September 25. B«garding stagg's 
murder he said he was fii the Oberon 
saloon on Saturday night with Billy SIc- 
Donald and Johnnie Ellis, sure-thing 
gamblers, and was with them till 3 o'clock 
next morning. 

Meyers is a tall, athletic-looking man, 
with a determined face and siiiftv, gray 
eves. He acknowledged that he is "a sure- 
thing gambler and used to frequent the 
ocean beach and prey upon strangers. He 
admitted knowing FYey, but said he had 
not been in his company for ten months. 

Frey and Aleck Manderson, alias ".Scotch 
Aleck," were strongly suspected of being 
the murderers of Cash, the gambler, in a 
hotel at Willows last summer. 

Since the murder of Cornelius Stagg the 
residents at the luglcside and surrounding 
country have been in mortal fear of foot- 
pads, and corresponding alert for any sign 
of them.

He has a small arsenal in his 
cottage, and scenting danger he grabbed 
for a rille, but in his hurry got hold of a 
shotgun. 

On looking outride he saw a tall man in 
Hyland's yard. He called upon him to 
stop, but the man ran and Dalton fired at 
him. He pulled the trigger of the second 
barrel, but to his disgust found it was 
empty. He ran to the house and got a 
liaiiiliiil of cartridges. He quickly loaded 
both barrels, and when he got outside 
again he saw the man running slowly and 
painfully, as if he had been shot. 

Dalton again called upon him to stop, 
but bis command was unheeded, and he 
fired both barrels at him. Before he could 
load again the man had disappeared in the 
brush. 

Dalton sent a telephone message to the 
Seventeenth street and Southern poli( e 
stations. Sergeants Burke and Hannaand 
Policemen Moonsy and Shanahan drove to 
the place. They searched the brush as 
carefully as the darkness would permit, but 
found no trace of any one. 

Dalton was satisfied that his first shot 
took effect and thought the man was still 
in the brush. He also thought the man 
had a companion, as the dogs who had been 
barking were some distance from Hyland's 
yard and the other' man may have been 
close to them. 

Dalton's cottage is about a mile below 
the Ingleside House and naif a mile from 
the beach. 

They may be the men who committed 
the robbery and murder at Ingleside House 
on Saturday night, but the police are in- 
clined to doubt It, as they would not be so 
foolhardy aa to attempt a bniKlaiy or lob- 



bery so near the scene of Saturday's mur- 
der when they know the police were daily 
searching the locality.

Several Important Kattera Dlsenssed by 
the Dlitrict GInb< 

At the meeting of the Richmond Dis- 
trict Improvement Club last evei^g at 
Farrell's Hall the committee appointed at 
a previous meeting of the club to wait on 
Superintendent Vining of the Market- 
street Railway Company regarding the 
removal of rails on First, Seventh and 
Point Lobos aveiiuos reported that Mr. 
Vining assumcil complete ignorance of 
these obstructions existing on the thor- 
oughfares named. 

In the discussion which followed it was 
claimed that the franchises of the com- 
pany over these avenues had been forfeited 
by reason of non-user, and th.it action 
ought to be taken by the Attorney-General 
to declare them void. 

The committee delegated to wait upon 
the Board of Supervisors to secure the 
opening of the pttblio streets now obstruct- 
ed by the fence inclosing the Bay District 
racetrack reported that the board bad 
taken the matter under advisement, and 
that the same action was taken in the mat- 
ter of narrowing the sidewalks in the dis- 
trict from 18 to 15 feet, and thereby widen- 
ing the roadways. 

A resolution was adopted condemning 
the Richmond Banner for opposing the 
efforts of the property-owners to secure the 
opening of the streets through the race- 
track grounds, and declaring it tm worthy 
of the support of the residents of the dis- 
trict. 

One of the members called attention to 
the fact that the main sewer, which had 
been constructed at great cost by the Rich- 
mond district property-owners, had Lieeii 
greatly injured and rendered almost use 
less by the Midwinter Fair authorities in 
turning the sewage of the fair grounds 
into it before it had an outlet.

inliabitants of San Francisco.

"The nu'mlj<,rs adnut that tlie 
hog and cattle ranclu-s alonp the streams 
flowing into tlio lake are likely to be detri- 
mental t. ^ i 'i.- i":rily of the lake, and vet 
ih. y r..ii,i- i: j. -( roncly uud say that tliev 
are ounvinieU tliat tlie water iti all rieht. 1 
don't care anything alwut their opinions 
or for the reports oi all the bacteriolojrical 
experts in the world. I know from what I 
have seen that the water of tliat lake is 
ha 1. and I consider it a crime for the 
!?l'rins Valley Water Company to furnish 
i! t(i ih<' [.eopleof San Franeipco. There- 
fore 1 >;:ali Lo iH-fore the (iranil .Turv and 
try I,. ;:.diue the members to vi>it ilie lake 
with and see with their own eves the 
llhli and slime tiiat every rain wasfies into 
the laki in la r^e quantities. 

"In case t he j ::iy dis-lines to indict the 
managers ,.f I'lc companv 1 shall wait 
until the lori.cratiun begins to pump 
water out of the lake and then invoke the 
Bul of the courts, Kct out an injunction 
agauist them, and make the pnblic see 
thnjugh the evidence adduced that tbla 
ajritation is made in a good cause, and that 
they are taking their Uvea in their hands 
every time they drink Spring Valley 
water. «- o j 

The proceedings of the board werea sur- 
1 rise to the Mayor in more ways than one 
ior not only did the body fail to condemn 
the waters of the lake, but they placed it 
in the light of l>eing one of the best sup- 
plies of water belougiiig to the Spring Val- 
ley Company. 

After a mass of routine business had 
been disposed of. the Mayor drew a docu- 
ment from his pocket, saying: 

I recently made a visit to Lake Merced in 
company with the Board of Supervisors sn.l 
luemben of this board, and from wliat 1 saw 
there I hold that, independent of rheniif al and 
bacteriological ezamtnatlonii. whi.h mav 
show all sorts of things, the waters of that lake 
are unnt for human use. 

Br. Spencer's report is here. I have had it 
Irtr several days, and up to the present momeni 
nave not made one iviprd of it ].i:b!i. . 

The secretary i'.;,ni na.l the report, 
which, after explaining that the author 
was not a chemist by profession and had 
not. therefbre, made the chemical analvsis 
of the water called for by the board went 
on to give the results of the •L-.xami'nanon 
of the samples of water from the lake. The 
fzi-t of tiip report, stripped of its metlical 
verhia;:f, was that while bacteria were 
found in each sample, none were of a char- 
acter calculated to produce disease, and 
that the water was as pood a.s the average 
A fourth sample furnished him by Or 
KegensburL'er was declared to contain bac- 
teria of the pus-producing variety, daOKcr- 
ous only when placed under the skin 
through wonnds or abrasions. The rejxirt 
closed with quotations from bacteriological 
authorities, calculated to show that lake 
water wd' less liable to be dangerous than 
r.ver wafer, and that all water was more or 
less imprei:natpd with bacteria. 

"I don't care if a thonsand experts say 
that water is fit to drink." broke in the 
>fayor excitedly as the secretary finished. 
"1 know it is not. This iiowerfu! corpora- 
lion is gettin;! ll.TiXi.POii jier vear out of 
this city and fiiraishiiig it witli lilthv. poi- 
sonous water. 1 am going to see wic - !,. r 
the (iraiid .fury and the courts wii. hg: 
take this matter up and treat the Ispring 
Valley Water Company as it deserves. It 
has used money to pain its ends. Corrup- 
tion runs ranii>ant wlierever its interests 
are coiicen.i'o. 1 have been elected Mayor 
i f Sail Francisco anil 1 propose to do mv 
riu'.y as such, no matter w liose toes I treacl 
on. I denounce the ."siiring Valley, as I 
have the OGtopus, and I shall not rest 
ii!iiilthe people of San Francisco get full 
justice.

••Of course tliere is no excuse for theliog 
ranclies on the watershed of l.agiina de la 
Mer' cd. bill I understand that tliese a'c to 
li' inun-' liatclv removed, and I do not sec 
^^f•^il.^ld (1 iscvi til i nate against Mer- 
ici V, Ij a .,ther water is just as bad. It 
cannot be lieltied, and the *nly sure rem- 
edy I know of is to boil the water before 
drinking it." 

"It seems to me to be r.ll wrong," said 
Dr. Mays, "lo let the impression get abroad 
tliat the water supply of iSan Francisco is 
bad. 

"In my opinion we have a magnificent 
boily of good water in I^ake Merced. Of 
c 'lir-. the water contains bacteria — ail 
water does — but Dr. Koch, the eminent 
bacteriological authority, says that the 
character of bacteria described by Dr. 
Spencer are not only not harmful but are 
actually beneficial, as they make war npon 
and destroy the kind that breed diseases. 
1 cannot see where the danger of contam- 
ination comes in from Lake Merced, and 1 
believe it is as good a body of water as can 
be found in the country. 1 understand 
that the Spring Valley Company has al- 
ready liad plans drawn to dig a tunnel 
through tlie hills to carry the waters of 
( olma Creek into the ocean'. This will ob- 
viate even fancied dangers from this 
source. 

"However, in order to expedite matters 
I wish to offer a resolution that the Spring 
Valley Water Company be directed to pro- 
ceed at once to divert the waters of Colma 
Creek into the ocean. That will settle the 
whole business." 

"And I move to amend," said the Mayor, 
"that this board condemn the water of 
l4tke Merced until the company baa fin- 
ished the tnonel ana ao diTWrted the 
water."- 

Silence reigned and no one came to the 
chairman's rescne by seconding the amend- 
ment. 

"Won't some one second this matter?" 
said the Mayor. "Well, then it fails." 

A moment later, while the secretary was 
stating the original resolution, he con 
tinuea: "But 1 want a vote on my amend 
ment. I want to see tou gentlemen on 
record on this question. 

"This is carrying your authority allo- 
eetber too far.'' e.tclaimed Dr. Regons- 
burger, springing to his feet. "Vou have 
no right to ask a vote on an amendment 
that has not been seconded." 

"All right," returned the Mayor. "I'll 
drop it, but von may re-l assure.! iliat rlie 
public will linderstand the staml you have 
taken on this matter.' 

"I want you to stop ca«iing reflections 
on myself and the other members of this 
board." said Dr. Regensburger excitedly. 
'The public will understand us, and it 
already understands you. You slur peonle 
without the sligbtcst'provocation and cast 
refiections that you have no right to cast.

A Pioneer Ne'wspaper Man "Well 
Known to City and 
State. 



Daxid .). Williamson, better known as 
Colonel Williamson, one of the pioneer 
newspaper uien of this State, died on 
Tuesday last after an illness of several 
years. He came lo this city from New 
York in 1803, when a boy of 16, and was a 
fellow-passenger on the steamship with 
Barclay Henley. He engaged in news- 
paper work on the old Herald, afterward 
taking a place with the Sun, and for a brief 
period was connected with tne Wild West, 
one of the early illustrated journals. 

Mr. Williamson held the office of secre- 
tary of I he .Stale Senate for the years 
1S.''WI-.W, ISCiii-OO, lMlW-61. His popularity 
was shown from the fact that he received 
votes from all parties for that office during 
the last term which he served. In 1861 he 
was appointed regimental quartermaster, 
Fourth Infantry, California Volunteers. 
Subsciiuently President Johnson made him 
assistant quartermaster United States 
Volunteers. At the close of the war he 
was not mustered out, but remained in the 
service until 18t>7, when he was tendered a 
lieutenantcy in the regular army, but de- 
clined it. 

In 1370 he was appointed Consul-Generul 
at Callao, Peru. Four years later he was 
transferred to Valparaiso, Chile, and was 
subsequently made i harge d' Affaires of the 
American legation at Santiago, ill health 
forced him to resign from the consular 
service in 1878, just as he had been ten- 
dered the office of Consul-Generai at Mel- 
bourne. 

Colonel Williamson suffered from a com- 
plication of ills, due to an attack of rheu- 
matism contracted while in the service of 
the army. 

Colonel Williamson was a Mason and 
one of the eariy n, embers of California 
Comnianderv No. 1. also of the Knights 
Teinj larand Society of California Volun- 
teer-, He married Anna Bromley, eldest 
daughter of George T. Bromley, in Sacra- 
mento in 1864. She died in 1868, leaving 
two children, David and Minnie. The lat- 
ter resided with her father at the time of 
his death ; the former is a resident of Ala- 
meda. Besides his .son and daughter, 
Colonel 'Williamson leaves two little grand- 
children to mourn bis loss.

Debs to Be Given a Beeeptton— Oarpen- 
ten May Strike. 

Eugene Debs, the leader of the A. R. U., 
who is now on a lecturing tonr, will be 
tendered a reception Tuesday next by the 
labor organizations of this city. This was, 
decided at the meeting .Sunday night of 
the Labor Council. In addition to the 
action to be taken by the federation, a 
nuiaber of Other orguuixationa not strictly 
in the labor line will participate. 

The unemployed will be represented, a 
permanent organization haviiig been 
formed with the following oflicers: Wal- 
ter Joyer, president; C. ('. Haggerty, vice- 
president; A. J. Ford, recording secretary; 
K. T. McLaughlin, corresponding secre- 
tary: S. Meyers, linancial secretary; W. 
H. Hill, treasnier, and Jobn Gogan, ser- 
geaut-at-arms. 

The main object of the organization of 
the tineniploved is to secure work for all 
those upon tfie register. It has been de- 
cided.that only sucU persons as are citi- 
zens of the United States and residents of 
San Francisco for one year shall be en- 
titled to registration. Some time ago an 
effort was made to secure a contract for 
grading at Fort Point, but upon investipa. 
lion it was found that without capital 
nothing could be done, as tools were not 
to be had. Now it is proposed to secure 
from the valley railroad management a 
contract to do a portion of the grading, the 
tools f(jr the Work to be furnished by the 
road, or by a contractor with whom the 
organization expects to make arrange- 
ments. A committee of the unemployed 
has the matter in hand and reports prog- 
ress. 

A circular has been issued by the district 
councils of the oarDenters' unions for a 
mass-meeting to be held in the Turk-street 
Temple, 115 'Turk street, Saturday evening, 
April 6. The object of the meeting is to 
improve the condition of trade. There are 
four unions com)>risiiig the council. One 
organization, known as the Anialgamated 
Union, is composed of German wood- 
workers, who do not affiliate with the 
local men. 

According to Guy Lathrop, who is finan- 
cial secretary of local union No. 483, there 
are 2*200 carpenters in the city. Of that 
number 1.^ are employed at wages rang- 
ing from $1 To to k22r> per day. This is 
about tl per day less than was paid previ- 
ous to the building of the Midwinter Fair 
structures. The carpenters look upon the 
fair as one of the causes for the present 
rale <d wages, as the advertisements of the 
prolongeil fair brought hundreds of car- 
penters here who have been unable to get 
away. From the present condition of af- 
fairs it is more than likely a general de- 
mand will be made for an increase of wages, 
and should that be refused a strike will 
follow. 

Money has been received from Kastern 
unions to back the effort about to t>e 
made here, but whether definite steps will 
be taken this summer will be decided after 

the mass-meeting on Tuesday night. 

District Organizer K. L. Malshary has 
been looking into the matter and has 
gathered data, which will be presented to 
the unions this week. 

In order that funds may be rai.sed by the 
local unions for use in case of a strike a 
picnic is to be given next Sunday at Har- 
bor V'iew Park. -Ml the i>roi'ee(ls will go 
into the general fund, thus lessening the 

demands upon the Sastern uuions.

HOW IT RECORDS BALLOTS. 



To Show Results Ten Minutes 
After the Pou-s Are 
Closed. 



"I am not a practical machinist," .said 
Solomon Ducas of 11 Montgomery street 
yesterday, "but I do something in the me- 
chanical line, and as a result of my tinker- 
ing have evolved a machine which I call a 
"voting machine," and am firmly of the 
opinion that it will meet the wants that 
are required to record a correct count of 
votes foi each candidate and overcome the 
objections that have been presented against 
other machines." 

I'iie machine is feet ti inches in length, ] 
S inches wide and 11 inches high. Kach 
machine is calculated to show on its face 
the names of 100 candidates. Opposite 
each name is a spindle numbered from 1 
to 100 consecutively. Within certain lines, 
in which are the names of the candidates 
for a given olHce, there is the title of the 
office, and under each name is a concealed 
register having a numerical capacity of 
900. This is connected with a ratchet 
wheel that can, by means of an adjustable 
screw "oe set to correspond to the number of 
candidates for each office. In connection 
with these wheels there are bars that 
swing on stanchions. Each of these oars

' The suit of the Pacific Bank and S. G. 
Murphy to obtain possession of a note for 
?10,000, made by Colnmbus Waterhonse, 

and originally deposited in the Pacific 
Bank, is the means of throwing more light 
upon the interesting financial manage- 
ment of the i^iiii -street institution before 
it finally went to Ilie wall. 

The suit in liuestion was originally com- 
menced by G. .Murphy to recover from 
Mr. Waterhouse the ameimt of the note, 
which, he alleged, had been assigned to 
him. Soon after this suit was commenced 
the Pacific Bank entered the case as an in- 
tervenor and claimed the note and its 
value, the one from Murphy and the other 
from Waterhouse, claiming that the note 
had never been assigned to Murphy and 
that he was not legally entitled to Us value. 
In his answers to Murphy and the Pacitic, 
which were bled yesterday, Waterhouse 
tells an interesting story as to how the 
note was made and placied in the Pacific 
Bank. 

In October, 1S.1S. he s.nys, Dick McDon- 
ald wanted him to become a director in the 
People's Home havings Bank, and to qual- 
ify him for the position he issued to Water- 
bouse several snares of the People's Home 
Bank stock. For these shares he paid 
nothing whatever. Poon after that, as an 
accommodation to the Pacitic Bank, be 
drew up a note for iSlo.tnm in favor of the 
I'acitio IJank, and delH.i^ited the same in 
the bank, wiihonr, however, receiving any 
consideration for the note. To secure this 
phantom bit of paper, he indorsed over to 
the bank the hctitious shares of stock 
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spindles rest on springs and the lower end i 
l'a«s through a perforated plate, and when 
jire^std reach a roll of paper at the bottom 
of the machine. Outsiae of the inner there , 
is an outer one, and between the two is an 
automatic register connected with the ec- 
centric that reu'isters only the number of 1 
votes cast, i'iiat is the only set of figures 
visible when the niachine I's in operation, i 
rnilcrncath ihc hars depressed when a 
spill, lie pushed down is a strong cord 
that forms a saddle in which each bar , 
rests. 

"Thismachineisone that can be operated i 
by any one possessed <d the ?lii;htest de- ' 
greeof intelligence," said Mr. iMuas, "anil 
presents no complication to the voter. All 
he has to do is to press tbe spindle oppo- 
site the name of the candidate he wants 
to vote for and the machine does 
the rest. That is, it registers 
on the individual register the 
number of votes cast for that particular 
candidate. The moment he baa pressed a 
spindle the bottom punctures a hole in the 
paper on the roll, and tbe spindles op- 
posite other candidates for the same office 
are locked, so that no man could vote for 
two or more candidates for the same of- 
fice. The string under the bars has just 
enough slack to allow one spindle to do its 
work, but if both should be pressed at one 
time this string would prevent either from 
making a record. 

"When the polls are closed the machine 
is taken from the box and turned over to 
those who are to keep tally. The plate 
which conceals the individual registers is 
removed, and tbe vote cast for each candi- 
date IS shown and called off by the num- 
her on the spindle opposite. Then the 
jierson having the key of the inner door 
opens it and removes the roll, which is the 
oiticial record. On each line of punctures 
there is a figure that corresponds with that 
on tbe spindle. These punctures must 
agree with the figures on the registers. 
Then, there is connected with each office 
to be voted for an individual receptacle in 
which a voter who wishes to deposit a vote 
ior a person whose name does not appear 
on tbe printed list. He can drop bis 
ticket in this, and when be dees to he 
locks the spindles. 

"1 claim for this," said the inventor, 
pointing to his contrivance, "that it will 
prevent fraud and give the result of the 
vote within ten minutes after tbe polls are 
closed. Each machine can be built for 
about $'>0 and I have so much conhdcnce 
in it that 1 am willing to build enough to 
meet the lequirements of this city at a 
general election and present tbem to the 
authorities, if they will give me tbe amotwt 



which he held to qualify him for a direct- 
orship in the People's Home Hank, and for 
which he had never paid a i ent. This as- 
signment of the stock to the bank, he says 
in his answer, was for the purpose of se- 
curing the ownership of Mi llrinald in the 
shares of stock should Waterhouse die. 

The agreement between them, Water- 
house says, was that he should never be 
called on. to pay the note, but was to allow 
it to lie in the bank and help swell its 
assets. The dividends which were paid on 
the stock he was supposed to hold were 
paid back into the bank as ini'-rest on the 
note, but whether it went to liick McDon- 
ald's private account, or into the hank 
funds, he jirofesses not to know, jle could 
have canceled th" note at any time by 

giving up the shares ami resigning as a 
irector in the People's Home Bank, but 
the McDonalds wanted him lu continue in 
the position, and so he allowed the matter 
to stand as it was. 

In October, 1992, he says, he renewed the 
note, because tbe bank said if be did not 
the statute of limitations would mix tbo 
matter up. and it is this later note that is 
the subject of the present controversy. 

Murphy has possession of the note, and 
says that it was assisted to him some 
months after tbe bau closed its doors. 
Under what pecnilar circumstances this 
was done, to the detriment of uther credi- 
tors, is not stated. The contention of the 
Pacitic Bank is that it never assigned the 
note to Murphy, and Waterhouse makes a 
general denial of all allegations and tells 
the foreeoina story to show that tbe note 
is worth noming. 

A JnEY'8 DECISION EEVEESED. 

A Double- Knd Cable-Car Is Not an In- 
vention. 

The suit of iohn Hammond vs. the 
Stockton Combined Harvester and Agri- 
cultural Works was decided in favor of 
the defendants in the United States Circuit 
Court by Judge McKenna yesterday. The 
plaintiff sought damages for the infringe- 
ment of a iiaieuted design for a double-end 
cable-car, similar to those in use on the 
California-street road. On Deoeatber 20, 
1893, a jury gave a verdict in favor of 
Hammond, but .ludge McKcnna granted a 
new trial, and yesterday reversed the de- 
cision of the jury, on the ground that the 
plaintiff's design was not an invention. 
Hammond will now take the case to the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals.

Califoriiia will have home-made anti- 
toxine in jireity short ordernow. TheState 
Board of Health is already at work spend- 
ing the $6000 given it by the Legislature, 
and which must last two years. , 

The money is to be spent and the anii- 
toxine made by tbe new veterinary depart- 
ment of the State University, under the 
direction of the board, and the general plan 
of what is to be done is already formulated. 
Dr. Winslow Ander.son, vice-president and 
San Francisco member of the board, will 
naturally be most directly concerned in the 
management of tlie enteri rise, and he told 
yesterday what was to Ije done. 

It requires some time to make anti- 
toxine, and tbe board has first ordered a 
snpply of ready-made anti-toxine from the 
East, as a precaution for the benefit of the 
Plate. Several dozen vials will be here in 
a week or two, and will be divided among 
the members of the State Board of Health 
for distriliiition in their respective regions 
when tbe need ari.ses. It will be given 
away, so that the life-saving remedy will 
cost the poorest nothing, unless the attend- 
ing physician adds a charge for giving it. 

The $6000 for two years is a verv small 
fund, but most of the" work will cost noth- 
ing, and this manufacture on a large scale 
is not necesary for California. The Legis- 
lature simply substituted the money for 
anti-toxIne that was paid for a lawyer for 
the board and would not give any more. 

Dr. Aii'b r-im says that it w ill save thous- 
ands of lives in California in time, and in 
ten years it ought to stamp out the disea.se. 

California is tbe first State in tbe Union 
to take up the mannfactnre and giving 
awav of tfie new diphtheria cure. Tn Xew 
■Vork it is bcina done by thecitv. wnich ap- 
propriated $:«t,000 fur the Board of Health 
there. 

The first actual step in preparing for the 
work of making anti-toxine has been done. 
Tbe board has under way from Iv.th I>r. 
Kchring's laboratory in (iermany and Dr. 
lioux's in f'aris a sui.p'y of the piire toxine 
cultures. This stuff is nut the remedy, 
but the pure diphtheria poison itself. It is 
both tbe Loffler's bacilli, the cause of 
diphtheria, and the toxines or the poison 
they produce. These cultures have l)een 
tested there in guinea jiigs and are war- 
ranted to produce lirst-class diphtheria 
and to be absolutely free from any other 
microbes. This poison is to be used in 
i giving dii htheria. and nothing else, to the 
hor- - from whose Uood the anti-toxine 
will be taken. 

The French and German cultures will be 
kept distinct for experiment. There will 
be a dozen little tubes full of diphtheria 
from each place and there willbeenotigh 
to use on four horses. 

The next thing, according to Dr. Ander- 
I son's plans, will be to buy three or four 
\ healthy horses in the prime of young life, 
I and the veterinary professors will be com- 
i petent to pick out sound animals. Then 
there must be a place to keep them. That 
will be a model stable from a hygienic 
standpoint. It will probably be iii some 
convenient suburban place. " Dr. Bowhill, | 
dean of the college faculty, will be the ] 
cliief actual worker and superintendent of i 
processes. 

'W hen the stable, horses and toxines are 
ready the horses will he inocnlated with 
the poison in a weak or attenuated form. 
In the horse's blood the natural process of 
nature recently discovered will begin at 
once. The horse's blood will begin to de- 
velop the resistant property called anti- 
toxine. In a short time a stronger injec- 
tion of poison will be given antfthe anti- 
toxine will develop more .strength. 'The 
process will be rejieated for three or four 
months, when the horse's blood will resist 
any quantity of Loffler's bacteria and their 
poisons. The horse will be "immune" and 
his blood will have developed its highest 
power of immunity. The diphtheria bacilli 
will be harmless in that fortified blood. A 
little of this blood will at once do the same 
work in the human system. 

It took six months to work a horse's 
blood np to this effective degree a few- 
months ago. Now it is done in four 
mcmths. 

A II this time the horse will be careil for 
as if be were another Ormonde In fact the 
care and support of tbe horses will be the 
most expensive thing in the whole process. 
When the time comes Dr. Bowhill. watched 
and lielped with interest by a lot of doc- 
tors and professors, will draw between one 
and two quarts of blood from the horse's 
neck and take it to the laboratory of the 
college at Post and Fillmore streefs. 'When 
the'blood coagulates the white serum will 
be drawn off, carefully protected from con- 
tamination by bacteria of all kinds. 'This 
fluid part of the blood will be the anti-toxine 
without further preparation except the 
putting of it in sterilized bottles and 
possibly adding a very little harmless pre- 
ventive fluid. It will be ready for in- 
jection into the human being. 

There will really be much to be carefully 
done, however. In the first place it will be 
tested on guinea pigs. Then for practical 
use it will be diluted or attenuated into 
different strengths, measured by "units of 
immunity." It will be examined and 
worked with more or leas with powerful 
microscopes, and it will be put np In Httle 
sterilized vials. 

When the horse has given up a half gal- 
lon or so of his blood for humanity he 
will be weak, but with good injard he" will 
soon be all right, and if everything has 
worked well he will be sold for nearly as 
much as he cost. 

"1 expect that we shall be ready to make 
tbe first inoculation in about four weeks," 
said Dr. Anderson yesterday. "We propose 
to give away tbe anti-toxine that the poor- 
est may have the benefit of if. We de- 
cided that a scientific veterinarian was the 
one to do this work. It also requires an 
expert bacteriologist, and Dr. Bowbill, the 
dean of tbe tacnl^, Is sncb a man."

The Funeral of Pioneer henry 
Schroder Very Largely 
Attended. 



The Schuetzen 'Verein and the 
Odd Fellows Follo-w the Re- 
mains TO THE GR.WE. 



Under a wreath of roses and violets and 
lilies the casket containing the body of 
Henry Schroder, who died last Monday, 
was- yesterday conveyed to its last resting 
place in Odd Fellows' Cemetery. A hundred 
carriages containing relatives and friends, 
'with several hundred Schuetzen 'Verein and 
brother Odd Fellows, followed the remains 
to tbe grave. 

The funeral services were held at Califor- 
nia Hall, Kev, .1. II. liuehler, rector of St. 
Paul's Church, conducting the services. 
He paid a beautiful tribute to the worth of 
the deceased as a citizen, lii.ii gentleness as 
a father and his love as a husband. He 
said that Mr. Schroder had been identified 
with innumerable public enterprises, and 
his death would be keenly felt in many 
directions.

H. B. trnderhill Jr. has just returned 
from Mazatlan, Me.xico, where he has been 
negotiating with mine-owners for the ship- 
ment of ore to the Pelbv smelting works at 
Selby, near fort Costa. The Mexicans 
have been sending their ore by vessel to 
Germany and by water and rail to Colo- 
rado , and the arrangement that Mr. I'n- 
derhill has entered Into on behalf of his 
company will bring much of the gulf trade 
to t^an Francisco and other California 
points. 

Seeing the importance of this enlf trade 
the PaciHc Coast Steamship ('om^mny has 
decided to put on extra steamers of light 
draught to call at the ports of Mazatlan, 
Altata, La Paz and Gnaynjas. These are 
important ports on the d-nlf of California, 
and are the principal outlets to the rich 
mines inland. The steamer 'Willamette 
'Valley will leave San Francisco on 
its lirst trip on March 'i.^i. She will carry 
merchandise and passengers tin the down 
trip and will return with ore for the Selby 
Company. 

Tbe deep-dranght vessels are unable to 
touch at Altata owing to a bar there.

The mineral output of 
the State is large, and it is tbe pnrpose of 
San Francisco parties to d irect as much of 
it as possible this way.

According to some official data just pub- 
lished at Helsingfors, tbe Finns would ap- 
pear to suffer very considerable annual 
losses from the ravages of wild animals. 
During the ten years ending 18,01 those 
losses are recorded as follows: 1147 horses, 
7823 cattle, 55,750 cheep, lii21 switic, •J.'>,784 
heaa of reindeer, 32,457 fowls, geese, diicks, 
turkeys, etc., the total approximate wiUie 
of which was about 2.{)(X),00(1 ruhlr?. Dur- 
ing the s.Ttnc I'crit.d there were killed ii/in 
bears, ll.ii:i wolves, Ivii.\i s, I7.j.si fo.\e.s 
727 gluttons, 3435 otters. 14!>.'l martens^ 
18,660 ermine and S5,(i57 hirds of prey, such 
as eagles, hawks, etc. 

From the latter group of figures it will 
be seen that the Finns wuce a cnusiaiit and 
energetic war agaijist the wilii fauna. The 
numbers of Ijears and lynxes hare de- 
(■reascd, but foxes and other small wild 
animals appear to.be increasing.

of a rent a liead. Tlie Council iias the 
authority to regulate fares, and the limit 
to wiuih It niav reduce them is deter- 
mined by law. The fares cannot be made 
below a tignre which wu::!,! ngt enable tlie 
railroad company to realize a return of lo 
per cent on the cost of the road ami the ex- 
pense of maintaining it. We will sav th.it 
It IS two and a half miles from the la'ke to 
VV est Oakland. The cost of building that 
distaiice of track is about $ii,0(Kl. and that 
would be a liberal estimate, while the cost 
of inaiiuai.iiu;; it i... verv siifihi. .V fare 
one-fourth of a cent would enable the eom- 
patiy to realise more than 10 per cent on 
the cost of the constmction and mainte- 
nance.

Two committees from the Reliance and 
Acme clubs of Oakland met Tuesday night 
at the Reliance Club parlors to protest 
against the condition of some of the 
streets and roads in Oakland. The gentle- 
men present at the meeting were: John

Their main objection was against the 
new water company which has left the 
streets in a diseraiefiil condition. It was 
expected that the streets would be torn up 
to enable the company to lay their pipes, 
but it was also expected that the company 
would leave the streets in at least as good 
a condition as they fouiul them. This they 
have not done. As a result, the indigna- 
tion meeting of Tuesda.v night was held.

Conductor Early of the Geary -street line 
finds life is hardly worth the living, and it 
is all due to his expressed contempt for 
footpads. 

A few nights ago several condnctors were 

discussing the holding up of the car on 
the .lackson street line by Wilson, Smith 
and Frazer, when Early in a determined 
tone of voice remarked that it would go 
hard with any footpad who came fooling 
around his car. 

Conductor Morton, who rooms with 
Early, heard the bcMtstful remark, iind 
made up his mind to put it to the test. His 
car reached the power-house one night last 
week ahead of Early's. sHe had procured 
a slouch hat, a long overcoat, a mask and 
a piece of lead pipe about the length of a 
revolver. He took up his station behind a 
fence in an alley on Second avenue, be- 
tween I'oint Lobos avenue and Clement 
street, and calmly awaited developments. 

It was about twenty minutes to 1 o'clock 
in the morning when Early reached the 
alley on his way home. Morton sprang 
from his hiding-jilace, pointed the piece 
of leadpipc at l.arly and gruffly or^ned 
him to tlirow up his hands. 

With a yell that startled the neighbor- 
hood Early turned and fled. As he ran he 
kept yelling "Murder! Police!" and the 
frightened residents sprang out of their 
beds and peered out of their windows at 
the fleeing figure of the conductor, who 
did not cease running until he reached the 
power-house. He ran so fast that $2 40 in 
dimes and nickels was bumped oat o{ the 
side pocket of his coat. 

When he mustered sufficient courage to 
get home Morton was in bed. Morton 
asked him what had kept him so late, and 
he replied: "You should have been with 
me to-night; I was held up by a footpad, 
who had a gun that appeared to be a yard 
long and hao one of those muzzles that 
you can iriioot baseballs out of. Was I 
scared ? Well, I shoald say I was. I didn't 
give him time to Mb me, but ran as fast as 
I could." 

Morton managed to keep a straight face 
with difficulty ; but next morning fie could 
hold out no longer, and told Early of the 
trick he had played uoon him, much to his 
race ^nd disgust.

The records of the Health Oflice show 
that consnmption was the cause of the 
woman's death, and that her body was 
sent to the college named by Dr. Titus.

To the south a small alcove-room contains 
the famous statue of Nupoleou. 

In the rear is a room devoted to Norwe- 
gian carriages. The annex has its own 
front entrance, but is connected with the 
main building l(y a doorway cut tfaxongh 
the wall. 

The original structure has been greatly 
changed in its arrangements. The Egyp- 
tian ornamentations have been freshly 
tinted and the entrance newly tiled- 

The gteat central place under the sky- 
light is devoted to figures in marble and 
bron/.e. 

To the right the marble figure entitled 
"The Promised Land" stands facing as a 
counterpart the "Maiden With tie Water- 
ier." A Soudanese in bronze, tinted in all 
the glowing colors of savagery, forms one 
of the interesting figures. A bust of Qro- 
ver Cleveland and one of Empress 
Josephine find places in this ruoni. There 
are several figures which have not yet been 
unveiled. 

Around the halls are hung engravings of 
celebrated paintings and well-remembered 
Midwinter Fair scenes. 

The great Xogoya vase, by S. Suzuki, 
stands conspicuously in this rootn. 

Directly in the rear is the armor-room. 
Here are grouped various forms of armor 
preserved from the days of chivalry, whe n 
the knights rode out to do battle in suits 
of mail. Obsolete weapons and cannon 
of the revolutionary type foim an adjtmct 
to the suits of mail. 

But the two great collections are those 
of Napoleonic relics and the art treasures 
of Oriental work. One large room is de- 
voted to Oriental art as applied to pottery. 
This is said to be the finest and most com- 
plete exhibit of the kind on the Continent. 

In another apartment is a hue collection 
of coins, rare and ancient. Other rooms 
are devoted to colonial relics, in which the 
loom and the spinning-wheel and the flint- 
lock musket find place. 

Curios from every land under the sun 
are here, and there is a very fine cabinet 
collection of minerals. 

The upper floor is largely devoted to the 
taxidermists' art. and every branch of the 
animal kingdom finds representation. 

The display of fishes is a very fine one, 
and there are many ornithological speci- 
men.s. Bison and moose and caribou are 
among the larger representatives of the

The Alaska Packers' Ass<)ciation has re- 
duced the opposition in salmon fishing in 
Alaskan waters, i;. O. Htinn'.fct'o. have 
retired from the envied territory, their 
cannery at Karbik having i<assed over to 
the combine yesterday. 

Negotiations toward this end had been 
pending for rive weeks, both parties hag- 
gling over the purchase amount. This 
matter having been finally settled the deal 
was concluded yesterday. 

Hume & Co. are the pioneer packers on 
the coast, but up to two years ago their 
operations were confined to Oregon. Sal- 
mon was plentiful in .\laska. and as every- 
body scenie.l to be ,^'iiin- that way, Hume 
& Co. set up a cannery in Karluk in I81W. 
Two seasons have evidently been enough 
for the firm, and it has concluded to with- 
draw. Several of the combine's vessels in- 
vaded the fisheries at Rogue Kiver, and 
although there was no opposition can- 
nery set up, oonsiderahlo dama(;o was 
done to Hume & Co. .\fter the i(eason of 
1893 had closed Hume & Co.'s cannery was 
Set afire by some unknown party or par- 
ties and the entire town of Gold Beach was 
destroyed. 

Hume & Co .have been at work ever sim e 
rebuilding their works. The cannery is 
up and the schooner IJerwick is now taking 
in the machinery at Folsora-street wharf 
No. 2, and will sail for Rogue River in a 
few days. 

The combine will operate the Hume can- 
nery at Karluk this season, the only op- 
position there beim; the Alaska Improve- 
ment Company. 'This institutian haa also 
a cannery at Nushigak, and will Bare four 
vessels up north this year. The hark Fer- 
ris ts. Thonipson. which ivas to have been 
sent to Karluk by Hume iV ( ci., has been 
bought by the Alaska luiprovcinent Com- 
pany and will sail shortly. 

The opposition will send, besides the 
Thompson, the bark Harvester, the 
schooner Premier and the barkentino 
Menini. The Harvester will be the lirst of 
the fleet tr. L-t t away, and she will take 
with her a small stisim lauuch which is to 
be put into use on Karluk River, and 
which, it is e.\pected, will cut quite a 
fitjnrc in the itmount of fish caught by the 
Alaska Imi'iovement Company. The 
Pacilic Steam Whaling ronipany will op- 
er4te its cannery at Copper River this year, 
so the season in Alaska promises to be 
quite brisk from a point of rivalry. The

that the votes in favor of the incorporation 
were not a majority of tliose cast at t)ie 
election.

The 
Supreme Court considered this claim as of 
bat little value, however, and it is dis- 
missed in a few words. 

As to tlie question of majority it appears 
and is so decided by the Supreme Court 
that there was a majority of one vote in 
tavor ol incorporating. There were 1.% 
votes cast in favor of inrorporatinp and 112 
votes cast against it. irevpn ballots bore 
no maik whatever upon them, neither for 
offlcen nor qnestion o< incorporation, and 
seventeen bulots, though marked for the i 
officers, expressed no proi' '■■■ncc for or ' 
against the great question. Tiie ^•-•vi n Lai- ' 
lots with no marks at all on iht-m arc held 
by the Supreme Court to be no votes at all. 
They are considered as mere blank paper 
and are not counted nor considered by the 
court for any pnrpoae. This leaves the 
total vote against the incorporation, in- 
cluding the seventeen non-committal bal- 
lots, to be 129, which leaves a mftjority of 
one in favor of incorporation.

The lioverninent has Riven the right of way 
over its lands to the people of Sausalito, Jina 
the prolmbiliiies are that before lonjs we shall 
iiave n drive from here to Lime Point, thence 
to Point Honita, thenco through Tennessee 
Valley to the county road to the starting point. 

The route described will make a drive 
eighteen miles in length, that will be pic- 
turesque, having bay, valley, mountaiii, 
ocean and wooilcd scent ry, a;ul. in addi- 
tion, the fortiticitions, the fog signal sta- 
tion and the lighthouse. It will probably 
surpass the far-famed Carmel drive in 
Monterey County. 

The town is in need of a first-class hotel 
and plans have been prepared to build one 
tliat will i«' on the eastern slope, with cot- 
tages on terraces beliiw it ; and italsoneeds 
electric lights, but these will be put up, 
the residents hope, before long. 

H. C. Campbell. H. H. Noble and A. T. 
Marvin .ire negotiating for a right of way, 
with a view to building a straight-away 
railroad from Water avenue to the apex of 
the hill from which a view of the ocean 
mav be obtained. This will give access to 
inaiiy of the residences on the Nob Hill of 
the town. 

One of the projects that has been ad- 
vanced ha-^ been the establishment of 
iMthiiig bouses, either south of the ferry 
landing or fronting on Itichardsons Bay. 
"Uf course," said Charles Forrest, one of 
the well-known residents, "we have baths 
in private residences, but Satisalito has not 
a public bathhouse, and those who want a 
bath have to go to San Francisco." 

There is a movement among the people 
looking toward an improved water system, 
that will produce more and cheaper water 
for consumption. There is a likelihood 
that during the summer the railroad com- 
panv will run a boat to Oakland via the 
creelc route, so that excursions can be 
made from one place to the other without 
making transfers and without unnecessary 
loss of time. 

The talk of the people shows that they are 
alive to the necessities of the time, and 
when the work proposed is accomplished, 
Sausalito will Ik one of the most attractive 
towns within thirty miles of the 
metropolis. 

While the people have cause for con- 
gratulation, they arc in fear that the 
Governor may sign a bill rushed through 
the Legislature, that may cause them and 
those of all other towns of the sixth class a 
great deal of annoyance. 

"This bill," said Trustee Miller, "gives 
the people of an incorporated town like 
ours the right to ask for disincorporation. 
It provides that if one-fourth of the in- 
habitants petition for disincorporatioii the 
Supervisors must order a special election, 
and if the proposition is voted down, then 
such demand shall not be renewed for one 
vear. " 

■The Covcmor should look at that bill 

verv carefully before he signs it, if he 
should make \;p his mind to do so," said 
Conimoilore Harrison. 

"It was rushed through in two days, and 
if it becomes a law will cause a great deal 
of annoyance, not only here, but in every 
town of" the same class." ad.led Mr. Miller.

There were also a 
number of ballots examined bv the court 
which Itad been objected to for various 
leasoiis, bnt all these were passed upon as 
the court below had already ruled. 

The fact that the struggle over the ques- 
tion of incorporation had terminated in 
favor of those who voted for the measure, 
and who are known as tiie progressionists 
of the town of 1300 inhabitants whose 
homes are nestled among the trees on the 
terraced slopes of the southern end of 
Marin County, was received with mani- 
festations of ipy by the people. That is, 
theawjority of them, for since the election 
many who were then lukewarm in the 
matter h»v« come to the conclusion that it 
is timefttie ingenuity of man should add to 
the sttnetions of nature. 

The stars and stripes were flying in the 
breeze from the flagstaff on the top of the 
residence of Commodore C. H. ^u'rison. 
the pioneer of the town, he who carried 
the tirst boatload of passengers from San 
Francisco to Old .Sausalito in the davs of 
'49. Then the fact was announced 'by a 
bulletin at the railroad depot, and the 
people when they read it exclaimed. "Now 
we siiall have improvements." A. D. Bell 
said: 

I am (lad that the matter ha* beennettled, 
fttrnow we shall be able to have decent road- 
ways and a presentable avenue aloni; the water 
front. The propositions discussed have been 
to either macaaamize Water avenue, which 
•kiru the foot of the hill from old Sausalito to 
the town limits on the northwest, or pave it 
with bitumen. I, for one. do not like macadam, 
lor II rou water it mud is produced, and if it is 
not watered there is dust. That will ptobablr 
be one of tae first things done by the Town 
Trustees. 

The town of Sausalito, which has all the 
natural advantages to make it the prettiest 
terraced town in the State, has only re- 
cently been aroused to a realization that it 
is time to ware up and "get a move on," 
and this has been forcibly impressed upon 
the inhabitants by tlie action .jf J'rcsiiient 
Stetson of the North J'acitic Coast Railroad 
Company. The cotupany has recently fin- 
ished one of the finest ferry landings in 
the State, and the depot is one that would 
be a credit to any city of greater preten- 
sions. The company at its own expense 
and of its own motion removed its fence 
thirty feet northward along the line of its 
property and tilled in the space so as to 
make the roadway, which was onlv thirty 
feet wide, twice that width. Said Dr. H. J. 
Crumpton, one of the Town Trustees: 

That act of the company is one that is grate* 
fully appreciated by all, and not only has this 
been done, bnt the comi'any, thri»;ipii :hc in- 
terceulon of Commodore Htirri-on, laid a 
temporary track and brought dowu rock to en- 
able tbe property-owners, at their own ex- 
pense, to build a 'bulkiiead and put in good 
OSBdttiaB Water avenue from Princess to old

Statiohs of the New Road 
Will Be near the Heart 
OF THE City. 



WITH RAPID COMMUNICATION. 



China Basin Is but a Mile From 
THE Corner of Market and 
THrao Streets. 



Whether the new railroad company 
comes into the city by the peninsula to 
China Basin or by ferry from the Oakland 
side of the bay the passengers will be 
landed within easy access to the heart of 
the city. If they come from Oakland a 
passenger station will be all ready for them 
at the bxit of Market street, where twd of 
the ferry slips, with ample accommoda- 
tions for all tue ferry-boats required, can be 
placed at the disposal of the company by 
the Board of Harbor Commissioners. 

But if a road is first built up the coast to 
China Basin and passengers are brought 
there they will be landed with a little over 
a mile of the corner of Market and Third 
streets and less than two blocks beyond 
the Southern Pacific station at Third and 
Townseiid streets. 

China Basin is not so far away from the 
business part of the city as many suniiose. 
The point where a passenger station would 
probably be built is but little further from 
the comer of Third and Market streets 
than is the ferry landing at the foot of 
Market street. Klectric-cars now run out 
along Third street to Berry, to Fourth, and 
along tFourtb to the southwest corner of 
China Basin. A drawbridge across Chan- 
nel street at Third would give a direct line 
from the basin to Third and Market 
streets. 

No definite idea can be given by the di- 
rectors of the new road as yet as to where 
thev will build lirst, but .lolfn D. Spreckels 
saiil yesterday : ••Which way wc siiall cciiie 
into the city " lirsl 1 can t say. 1 can say 
that 1 have no doubt that we shall builil 
both ways. There will be a passenger sta- 
tion of course at China Kusin, and the pas- 
sengers will be within easy distance of^ the 
center of the city, along Third street, where 
there is already an electric line." 

Chief Engineer Storey said: "The main 
thing is to get a line through from here to 
Bakerstield whichever w.iy it goes. With 
that as a starter we shall have no trouble 
about building ferry-boats for a line across 
the bay or branches all over the State. 
There is no obstacle to landing passengers 
convenient t.i liie heart of the city. We 
would have tlie same facilities at the foot 
of Market street as the Southern Pacific 
Company, and passengers landed at the 
depot at China Basin would be within a 
few minutes' ride of Market street by the 
electric-cars on Third street. Of course 
it will be uecessary to have a draw- 
bridge across Channel street to save going 
around by Fourth street, bnt there should 
be no trouble about that.'' 

It will jirohably be a number of years 
before the seawall is built from t'olsom 
Street around to China liasin, which is a 
distance of nearly a niiic, but with the 200- 
foot boulevard along the water front it is 
likely that the Board of Harbor Commis- 
sioners will permit an electric road to be 
run which would carry passengers to street- 
car lines having watcr-fruut connections 
and to the ferry station. Chief Engineer 
Holmes of the harbor board said yesterday 
that he believed that in time electric mo- 
tors would be used instead of locomotives 
for hauling the freightcars on the belt line 
along the water front, as is being done in 
the East. The act of .March 19, 1889, de- 
lining the powers of the board as to this 
line, provides that it may adopt regula- 
tions to prevent tlie passage of trains, en- 
gines and cars over said road across streets 
of the city at such hours and in such man- 
ner as may interfere with the sale and con- 
venient use of the streets. This would en- 
able the board to require most of the 
handling of freight to be done at night, 
and leave the boulevard com [laratively free 
for passenger tratUe during the day. 

At the meeting of the Doard of directors 
held yesterday afternoon the bids for ma- 
terial were opened and the following 
awards made: 

Rails and plates. John F. Merrill ; spikes. 
Miller, Sloss & Scott; bolts and nuts, 
Dunham, Carrigan & Hayden. 

The rails purchased are of American 
make, but the directors refused to give out 
the price paid or the name of the makers. 
Ten thousand tons was the amount pur- 
chrsed. 

'The pooling project was also rtiscussed, 
but action thereon was deferred until to- 
day, when another meeling will be held 
and the plan will probably be adopted. 

OHIOAGO' S BBEAT OAJAL. 

It Has ,aB Important Baariay on the 
Nlearag^nan Enterprise. 

Ossian Guthrie, the originator of the 

Chicago system of sanitation, related to 
the members of the Geographical Society 
of the Pacilic Tuesday evening how the 
construction of the Chicago Drainage 
canal may facilitate the Nicaragua canal 
enterprise, and how the Chicago main 
drainage waterway developed Into the Lake 
Michigan and Mississippi river ship canal. 

Mr. Outhrie explained with the aid of 
maps that a great glacial district once ex- 
isted to the north of the lakes, and that the 
mass of ice forced down had cut a profound 
channel, passing by the spot v,'here Chicago 
now stanils to the .Mississippi River. Tne 
ancient cliaiinels had become tilled up, but 
tin y are being excavated as far as Jouet. 

W utcr will be taken from Lake Michigan 
at the rate of tiOO.OOO cubic inches a second 
and turned into the Illinois River, thereby 
causing an outlet for the sewerage of Chi- 
cago and creating 325 miles of navigable 
stream. This is done by cutting through 
the rim of Lake Michigan to Joiiet, forty 
miles away. That channel will be ItiO feet 
wide at the bottom, 200 feet at the top and 
the depth of water from 22 to 26 feet. 
\Vhen the Government provides lock.s fora 
distance of forty miles a ship canal will 
thus be opened 325 miles long. Thecostof 
the work will be $27,750,000. The work is 
about half completed and will be finished 
in the summer of next year. 

Mr. Guthrie stated that the great work 
had been such an educator of the con- 
tractors that they had learned to excavate 
the rocks for half of what it cost hve years 
ago. The same contractors could to-day 
do the excavating of the Nicaragua canal 
for half of the estimated cost of live years 
ago, and this fact, Mr. (jullirie said, showed 
that the cost of tlie interoce»nic waterway 
would now be only half as large as before. 
He therefore urged that a paid bureau of 
information be established in San Fran- 
cisco and other cities to bring inllucnce on 
the next Congress, and then, he had no 
doubt, the Nicaragua canal bill would pass. 

MB8. AUSTIN'S LIEN, 

It Is Kstsblished by the Supreme Court 
M AK»lnst ■ Bwsk Hmrtgrnga, 

One of the most complicated land suits 
that could well be imagined has just been 
decided by the Supreme Court, the decis- 
ion being in favor of a vender's lien as 
against a mortgage held by a bank. The 
suit was over (en acres of land in Santa 
Clara County, owned eventoallyiby Oustav 
rulsclien. 

The lot in question was owned, so far as 
the purposes of the suit was coficemed, by 
a real estate firm, Bruce & Kent. They 
sold the lot to Charles Henderson, giving a 
bond for a deed of the property as soon 



the full purchase-price was paid. Hender- 
son agreed to sell to a Mrs. Mary A. Aus- 
tin for $.yxX). She paid $2500 and was given 
a bond for a deeii when the remainder 
should be paid. She then took possession 
and proceeded to sell the lot toTulschen, 
who agreed to pay $^00 for it. He paid 
f ijoo down and gave his notes for the 
balance. 

I'ulschen then applied to E. H. McDon- 
ald Jr., who was then managing the Pacific 
Hank, for a loan of $'1000, givins as security 
the nincli sold piece of ground in Santa 
Clara. Mrs. Austin alrcadv had a vender's 
lien on the property, however, but this 
w;is ovcrloiiked by the bank, and the mort- 
gage was accepted. The question then 
arose as to whether Mrs. Austin's vender's 
lien for the remainder of the purchase 
nrice of ^.'i.'SOO or the mortgage of the Pacilic 
Kauk took pn eedeiice. The Superior 
Court ruled that the mortgage should be 
tirst satisfied, and denied a motion made 
by Mrs. Austin for a new trial. 

Mrs. Austin placed her case in the hands 
(■! .\tt.>riiey .1. ];. Welch, and he took the 
case to the Supreme Court. That body 
has now rendered its decision ag^st the 
mortgage and has practically es&blished 
the vender's lien by ordering a new trial. 
The position taken by the supreme Court 
is that the bank should have investigated 
the title to the land more llioroughly, par- 
ticularly as Mrs. Austin, the one Who held 
the vender's lien, was in possession at the 
time of the sale.

Professor Jordan's Lecture Be- 
fore THE Hawthorne 
Society. 



Heaviest Man Who Ever Climbed 
THE Most Difficult of 
THE Alps. 



The Hawthorne Society's entertaininent 
crowded the larpe hall of the Yoiing Men's 
Clirtsti.Tn Assori.Ttion l;i^t evening. The 
jirincipal feature of the e.tercises was Pres- 
ident Jordan's lectora on his ascent of the 
Matterhom. 

Judge Van Dozer, who introduced the 
lecturer, spoke of the good ivork the soci- 
ety was doincT in increasing the intellectual 
activity of this l ity. 

Professor Jordan gave a short history of 
tlic futile attempt.s made to reach the snm- 
niit of the jagped, three-cornered cone un- 
til it? top was linally mounted by the ]Kiny 
of Whipper, Lord Douglas, Croz and otli- 
ers, of whom Whipper was the only one to 
make the descent alive. He spoke of the 
continual disintegrating of the snrface and 
constant falling of rocks that gave this 
glacierless creature of sun and frost the 
evil reputation it had among the people of 
the country about as the abode of Sat.in, 
while Ruskin, who had never, been very 
near it, wrote of the Matterhorn as having 
no sign of change or decay." 

It was not until the beginning of this 
century that tliere was much mountain- 
climbing done, owinp tu tiie .'.iii-erstiiioug 
awe that prevailed in regard to niuuntainsas 
the abode of evil spirits. The iieople about 
the Matterhorn believed that it was to its 
summit that Satan ofteil came witti some 
of his evil spirits as to a summer resort to 
cool off, and amused himself by hurling 
down stones at the peoide below. 

The lirst ascent ol .M^oiit lilauc, the first 
of the Alps to be climbed, was made by 
some students from Geneva seventy years 
ago, but the Matterhom was the most difli- 
cult of all and its summit was never 
reached until l^tia. after many futile at- 
tempts had been made and many lives 
lost. 

The professor was in the village of Yer- 
matt with some other American college- 
men in 1881, and six of them made the as- 
cent with five guides, the leader of whom 
was the celel>nited .lean Batitiste Aymoiio, 
who had so often elimlicd the jagged cone 
and who had placed on the most . perilous 
places the ropes used for years by the peo- 
ple who dared the jonrtaey. 

The professor told a graphic story of the 
arduous and dangerous ascent, (lart of 
which was made in a heavy snow^storm. 

President Jordan enjovs the distinction 
to this day of being the heaviest man who 
ever climbed the Matterhorn. He weighed 
at the time 214 pounds, and weight makes 
a great deal of difference where each man 
has to haul himself up almost perpen- 
dicularly at times by a rope hand over 
hand, and at other times must be pulled 
up over precipices by his companion. In 
the part v were Dr. Gilbert and Professor 
Anderson, both now of Stanford Univer- 
sitv. 

l"he rest of the programme of the even- 
ing consisted of songs by the Plymouth 
male quartet, and a barytone solo by Wil- 
liam Harper.

Abotit three weeks ago some very ugly 
reports reflecting on the managers of the 
Men's Home .on Tenth street gained cir- 
culation. It was hinted that under the 
cloak of charity the managers were reap- 
ing a rich financial harvest and conducting 
things generally to suit themselves. 

Dr. Jerome A. Anderson admitted that 
while he was presiilent of the institution 
he liatl novor been called upon to atterul a 
meeting of the board of directors, tliough 
be was sure that Mrs. Moore and Mrs. 
Cator, the managers, were conducting the 
liome honestly. On the snppestion of Mrs. 
] Moore lie appointeii Captain HiMiestell, the 
I paperman, and t'aptain Johnson, a clerk 
! on .Sansome street, to expert the books. 
I Jirs. Moore asked for a week's time in 
which to get her hooks ready, which re- 
quest was irraiited by I-*resideiu Anderson. 

Last Friday the experts made a report, 
to the effect that everyiliinp was honestly 
conducted, vouchers being on hand lor 
every cent expended. At this same meet- 
ing the board of directors, consisting of 
Mrs. T. V. Cator, Mrs. Bronghton (a sister 
of Mrs. Cator) and Dr. Anderson, voted 
I Sirs. Moore a salary of $10 per month and 
! also allowed her claim of |10 per month, 
i which she hail paid to herself since the 
home was started, in 1892. 

But there is one other point that causes 
comment. In the report issued by Mrs.

In speaking of the financial 
statement issued by Mrs. Cator, Mr. San- 
bom says: "It has been brought to my 
attention that a statement of the transac- 
tions of the Men's lionie Benevolent So- 
ciety on Tenth street, has been published 
over my name as vice-president and direc- 
tor, I wish to state tliat 1 have never had 
any connection with that institution and 
know nothiiic; of its affairs."

That is, 
the majority of tbein. for since the election 
many who were then Inkewarm in the 
matter have come to the conclusion that it 
is time the ingenuity of man should add to 
the attractions of nature. 

The stars and stripes were flying in the 
breeze from the flagstaff on the top of the 
Msldence of Commodore C. H. Harrison, 
the pioneer of the town, he who carried 
the nrst boatload at passeneerfi from San 
Francisco to Old Sausalito in the davs of 
'49. Then the fart was announced by a 
bulletin at the railroad depot, and the 
people when they read il exclaimed. "Now 
shall hare imimvainente." A. O. Bell 
said: 

I am glad that the matter has been settled, 
for now we shall be abiu to havo decent road- 
ways and a presrntah;e liVf-nue aUtnir the water 
front. The j-.rnpoMiinns discussed have b»'en 
to fiiher mnfhdHini/e Water avenue, vhich 
skirts ttie fool 01 the lull from old dausalito to 
the town limits on the northwest, or pave it 
with bitamen. 1, for one. do not like macaUam, 
lor If you water it mad is produced, and if it Is 
not watered tbete la dust. That will piobably 
be oo* of tae first things den* by the Town 
TmsUes. 

The town of Sausalito, which has all the 
natural advantages to make it the prettiest 
terraced town in the Btate, has only re- 
cently been aroused to a realization that it 
is time to wake up and "get a move on," 
and this has been forcibly impressed upon 
the inhabitants by the action of President 
Stetson of the North Pacific Coast Railroad 
(.'oniijuuy. The cuiupany has recently lin- 
ishea oiie of the finest ferry landings in 
the Btate, and the depot is one that would 
be a credit to any city of greater preten- 
sions. The company at its own expense 
and of its own motion removed its fence 
thirty feet northward along the line of its 
property and Klled in the space so as to 
make the roadway, which was only thirty 
feet wide, twice that width. Said Dr. H. J. 
Crnmpton, one of the Town Trustees: 

That act of the company is one that is grate- 
fully appreeiaied by all, and not only has this 
been dune, hut the company, througn the In- 
tercession of fomniouore Ilarrisuii, laid a 
temporarv track and brought down rock to en- 
able 1U« ' proiitrtv-owners, at their own ci- 
Iiense, to build a 'bulkhead and put in good

OHICAGO' S GBEAT CANAL. 

Xt Baa an linportaut Bearing on the 
NlcMraguan iCnterprlse. 

Ossian (iuthrie, the originator of the 
Chicago system of sanitation, related to 
the members of the Geographical Society 
of the Pacific Tuesday evening how the 
construction of . the Chicago Drainage 
canal may facilitate the Nicaragua canal 
enterprise, and how the Chicago main 
drainage waterway developed into the Lake 
Michigan and Mississippi river ship canal. 

Mr. Guthrie explained with the aid of 
maps that a great gliicial district once ex- 
isted to the niirth oi the lakes, and that the 
mass of ice forced down had cut a profound 
channel, passing by the spot where Chicago 
now stands to the Mississippi Itiver. Tiic 
ancient channels had become filled up, but 
they are being excavated as far as Joliet. 

Water will be taken from Lake Michigan 
at the rate of 600,000 cubic inches a second 
and turned into the Illinois River, thereby 
causing an outlet for the sewerage of Chi- 
cago and creating 825 miles of navigable 
stream. This is done by cutting through 
the rim of Lake Michigan to Joliet, forty 
miles away. That channel will be ISO feet 
wide at the bottom, feet at the top and 
tlie depth of water Itdui 'I'l to L'b feet. 
When the (iovernmenl prc;vides locks for a 
distance of forty miles a ship canal will 
thus be ojiened 3J5 miles long. The cost of 
the work will be $27,760,000. The work is 
about half completed and will be finished 
in the summer of next year. 

Mr. Guthrie stated that the great work 
had been such an educator of the Con- 
tractors that they had learned to excavate 
the rocks for half of what it cost five years 
ago. The same contractors cotild to-day 
do the excavating of the Nicaragua canal 
for half of the estimated cost of hvc years 
ago, and thisfact, Mr. Guthrie said, showed 
that the cost of tlie interoccitnic waterway 
would now be only half as large as before. 
Ue therefore urged that a paid bureau of 
information be established in San Fran- 
cisco and other cities to bring influence on 
the next Congress, and then, be bad no 
doubt, the Nicaragua canal biU woul^ pass.

Professor Jordan's Lecture Be- 
fore THE Hawthorne 

SOCIETY. 



Heaviest Man Who Ever Climbed 
THE Most Difficult of 
THE Alps. 



The Hawthorne Society 's entcrtainnicnt 
crowded the large hall of the Young Men's 
Christian Association last evening. The 
principal feature of the exercises was Pres- 
ident Jordan's lectore on his ascent ot the 
Mattcrhorn. 

Judge Van Duzer, who introduced the 
lecturer, spoke of the good work the soci- 
ety was doing in increasingtbe intellectual 
activity of this city. 

Professor .lordaii jiave a short history of 
the futile attempts made to reach the sum- 
mit of the jagged, three-cornered cone un- 
til its top was finally mounted by tlie party 
of Wbipper, Lord Douglas, Croz and oth- 
ers, of whom Whipper was the only one to 
make the descent alive. He spoke of the 
continual disintegrating of the surface and 
constant fallini: of rocks that gave this 
glacierless creature of sun and frost the 
evil reputation it had among the people of 
the country about as the abode of Sat<in, 
while Ruskin, who had never, been very 
near it, wrote of the Matterhom as having 
no sign of change or decay." 

It was not until the beginning of this 
century that there was much motmtain- 
climbing done, owing to the superstitious 
awe I bat prevailed in regard to mountains as 
the abode of evil spirits. The [leople about 
the Matterhom believed that it was to its 
summit that Satan ofteif came with some 
of his evil spirits as to a summer resort to 
cool off, and amused himself by hurling 
down s|,,nes at the people below. 

The lirst ascent of Mont Blanc, the first 
of the Alps to be climbed, was made by 
some students from Geneva seventy years 
ago, but tlie Matterhom was the most diffi- 
cult of all and its summit was never 
reached until IWio, after many futile at- 
tempts had been made and many lives 
lost. 

The professor was in the village oi Yer- 
niatt with some other American college- 
men in 1881, and six of them matle the as- 
cent with live guides, the leafier of whom 
was the celebrated .lean Haptiste -Vyiuono, 
who had so often climbed the jagged cone 
and who had placed on the moat. perilous 
places the ropes used for years by the peo- 
ple who dared the journey. 

The professor told a graphic story of the 
arduous and dangerous ascent, part of 
which was made in a heavy snowstorm. 

President .Tordan enjoys the distinction 
to this day of being the heaviest man who 
ever climbed the Matterhom. He weighed 
at the time 214 pounds, and weight makes 
a great deal of oifference w here each man 
has to haul himself up almost perpen- 
dicularly at times by a rope hand over 
hand, and at other times must be pulled 
up over precipices by his companion. In 
the party were Dr. Gilbert and Professor 
Anderson, both now of Stanford Univer- 
sity. 

The rest of the programme of the even- 
ing consisted of songs by the Plymouth 
male quartet, and a barytone solo by Wil- 
liam Harper.

Moore lie appointed Captain iJonestell, the 
paperman, and Captain Johnson, a clerk 
on Sansome street, to expert the books. 
Mrs. Moore asked for a week's time in 

I which to get her books ready, which re- 
quest was granted by President Anderson. 

I Last Friday the experts made a report, 
to the effect that everything was honestly 
conducted, vouchers being on hand for 
every cent expended. At this same meet- 
ing the board of directors, consisting of 
Mrs. T. V. Cator, Mrs. Broughton (a sfster 
of Mrs. Cator) and Hr. Anderson, voted 
Mrs. Moore a salary of $10 per month and 
also allowed her claim of flO per month, 
which she bad paid to herself since the 
home was started, in 1.SD2. 

But there is one other point that causes 
comment. In the report issued by Mrs. 
Cator in February last for the two years 
ending March 1, 1894, the name of A. H. 
Sanborn appears as director and vice- 
president. At the first and only meeting 
of the directors held two weeks ago, to oi-- 
der the investigation referred to above, 
Mrs. Cator, the treasurer, stated that Mr. 
Sanborn regretted he could not be present, 
as a previous business engagement would 
prevent. Mr. Sanborn makes the state- 
ment that he is not a member of the board 
of directors, lias never been asked to at- 
tend a meeting, and if his name has been 
used in any way by the managers of the 
home it was without his authority or 
knowledge. In speaking of the financial 
statement issued by Mrs. Cator, Mr. San- 
born says: "It has been brought to my 
attention that a statement of the transac- 
tions of the Men's Home Benevolent So- 
ciety on Tenth street, has been published 
over my_ name as vice-president and direc- 
tor, I wish to state that I have never had 
any connection with that institution and 
know nothing of its aSidrs."
